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Bleſſed is the Man that hath not walked in the Caunſel 
of the ungodly, nor ſtood in the Way of Sinners, nor ſat in 
the Seat of the 1 

But his Delight is in the Law of the Lord, and in his Law 
will he exerciſe himſelf Day and Night, Pſalm i. 1, 2. 


IR has been the bleſſed State of every wiſe and 
pious Chriſtian in all Ages of the Church: Being 
taught from his Youth to revere the Sacred Writings, to 
conlider them as Divine Revelations from Heaven, and 
as ſuch containing “ the Will and the Wiſdom of God,“ 
pointing out to Man the only Object of Divine Worſhip, 
and inſtructing him how to hallow the Name of his hea- 
venly Father, and be thereby enabled to do his Will on 
Earth, as it is done in Heaven; or in other Words, 
teaching him how to climb the Heights of Virtue, by 
practiſing the heavenly Precepts of Wiſdom and Love ;— 
impreſſed with theſe Sentiments, his ruling Delight was 
in the Law of the Lord, and it was to him a Source of 
Inſtruction and Comfort in every State, whether of 
Light or Darkneſs, Proſperity or Adverſity. 

o Minds thus prepared it mult afford the higheſt Plea- 
ſure to be informed, that it has pleaſed God to put into 
their Hands at this 'Time, the Means of attaining a more 
perfect Knowledge of his Holy Word; that he has taken 
off the Veil from it's hidden Myſteries, by unfolding it's 
various Senſes; and that Truth being thus opened to his 
View, he is thereby inſtructed how he may avoid the 
Danger of Error, and of thoſe falſe Doctrines which are 
' inferred from the Letter of Scripture, when ſeparated 
from the genuine Truths and Goodneſſes now diſcovered 
in it's internal Senſe. 

Open thou mine Eyes,” ſays the Pſalmiſt, “ that I may 
ſce the wonderous Things of thy Law.” The Prayer oi 
the Pſalmiſt is now accompliſhed, and every Reader, who 
is willing to ſeparate himſelf from all that is Evil and Falſe, 
who ſteadily walks in holy Obedience to the Divine Pre- 
cepts, and who by Repentance and Prayer renders him- 
ſelf meet for Divine Illumination, may, by Means of the 
Writings of Emanuel Swedenborg, be enabled to ſee the 
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wonderous Things heretofore hidden in the external Senſe 


of the Divine Lac. 


By the following Treatiſe of- our illuminated Author, 
he will be taught to perceive clearly where the Holineſs 
and Divinity of the Scriptures reſide; and that the Word 


of God, really proceeding from Him, muſt partake of his 
Holy Eſſence, and conſequently be Divine in all and every

Hence his Reverence 
for, and Affection to the Sacred Writings is highly in- 
creaſed, and he is hereby taught how to make * moſt 
profitable and noble Uſe of them, by permitting the ex- 
alted Truths thereof to be inſeminated in his Mind, the Light 
of which will enable him to diſcover the Evils of his Life, 
and the Errors thence derived ; and if he flies from them

That the Sacred Scripture or Word is effential 
Divine Truth. 


1. | He is generally allowed that the Word is from God, 


of Divine Inſpiration, and conſequently Holy ; but 
heretofore Mankind have been ignorant touching the Na- 
ture of ſuch Inſpiration, and in what Part of the Word 
it's Divinity reſideth: For the Word in the Letter appears 
like ordinary Writing, compoſed in a vulgar Style, with- 
out either Sublimity or Elegance, which are the apparent 
Characteriſtics of human Compoſitions. Hence it is, 
that he who worſhippeth Nature inſtead of God, or in 
Preference to God, and in Conſequence thereof maketh 
Himſelf and his own Propriety the Ground and Center 
of his Thoughts, without admitting any Influence from 
the Lord out of Heaven, may eaſily fall into Miſtake con- 
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2 Tur DOCTRINE OF THE New JERUSALEM 


cerning the Word, and into Contempt for it, and whilſt 
he an. Fry it, may be led to queſtion it's Divinity in man 
Caſes, and to doubt it's being the Word of infinite Wit. 
dom, reſolving all it's Sanctity into the Prevalence of 
Superſtition and blind Credulity, 

2. But he who thinks in this Manner doth not conſider 
that Jehovah Himſelf, who is the God, of Heaven and 
Earth, ſpake the Word by Moſes and the Prophets, and 
that conſequently it muſt needs be the Divine Truth It- 
ſelf, for what is ſpoken by Jehovah Himſelf can be no 
other than eſſential Divine Truth: Nor doth ſuch an one 
conſider that the Lord, who is the ſame with Jehovah, 
ſpake the Word written by the Evangeliſts, in many 
Caſes from his own Mouth, and the rell from the Spirit 
of his Mouth, which is the Holy Spirit; hence it is that 
He Himſelf ſaith, that in his Words is Life, and that He 
is the Light which enlighteneth, and that he is the Truth. 
That Selah Himſelf ſpake the Word by the Prophets, 
was ſhewn in the DOCTRINE OF THE NEw JERUSALEM 
CONCERNING THE LORD, n. 52, 53. That the Words, 
which the Lord himſelf ſpake in the Writings of the 
Evangeliſts, are Life, is declared in John, * The Words 
« which I ſpcak unto you are Spirit, and are Life,” vi. 
63. Again, „ Jeſus ſaid to the Woman at Jacob's 
« Fountain, If thou kneweſt the Gift of God, and who it 
« 1s that faith to thee, give me to drink, thou wouldeft 
„ aſk of Him, and he would give thee living Water, Who- 
„ ſo drinketh of the Water which I ſhall give him, ſhall 
« never thirſt, but the Water which I thall give him, 
« ſhall be in Him a Fountain of Water ſpringing up unto 
« eternal Life,” iv. 6, 10, 11. By Jacob's Fountain is 
ſignified the Word, as alſo Deut. xxxiii. 28; wherefore 
alſo the Lord ſat there, and talked with the Woman; and 
by Water is ſignified the Truth of the Word. So again, 
in the ſame Evangeliſt, “ Feſus ſaid, if any one thirſt, 
let him come to Me and drink: He that believeth on 
« Me, as the, Scripture faith, out of his Belly ſhall low 
« Streams of living Water,” vii. 37, 38. Again, in the 
fame Evangeliſt, “ Peter ſaid to Jeſus, thou haſt the 
« Words of eternal Life,” vi. 68. Wherefore the Lord 
faith in Mark, “ Heaven and Earth ſhall paſs away, but 

« my Words ſhall not paſs away xiii. 31, The Ground 
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and Reaſon why the Words of the Lord are Life, is, be- 
cauſe He Himſelf is Life and Truth, as he teacheth in 
John, „I am the Way, the Truth, and the Life,” xiv. 
6; and again, “ In the Beginning was the Word, and the 
« Word was with God, and was the Word; in 
« Him was Life, and the Life was the Light of men,” 
Li; 2 3: By the Word is here meant the Lord as to 
Divine Truth, in which alone there is Life and Light. 
Hence it is, that the Word which is from the Lord, and 
which is the Lord, is called“ a Fountain of living Wa- 
«« ters,” Jerem. ii. 13. Chap. xvii. 13. Chap. xxxi. 9. 
and „a Fountain of Salvation,” Ifaiah xii. 3. and “ a 
« Fountain,” Zech. x1il. 1. and © a River of the Water 
« of Life,” Rev. xxii. 1. and it is ſaid, That the Lamb 
« which is in the Midſt of the Throne ſhall feed them, 
% and ſhall lead them to living Fountains of Waters,” 
Rev. vii. 17; not to mention other Paſſages, where the 
Word is alſo called a Sanctuary and a 1 in 
which the Lord dwelleth with Man. 

3. Nevertheleſs the natural Man will hardly be perſuad- 
ed hereby to believe, that the Word is the eſſential Divine 
Truth, in which is Divine Wiſdom and Divine Life, for 
he judgeth of it by it's Style, in which he ſceth none of 
theſe Things. Howbeit the Style of the Word is a truly 
Divine Style, with which no other Style, however ſublime 
and elegant it may appear, is at all comparable, but is as 
Dark compared with Light. The Style of the Word 
is ſych, that it is Holy in every Senſe, and in every Ex- 
— nay, in ſome Caſes, in the very Letters them- 
{elves which compoſe it; hence it is, that the Word ef- 
fecteth Conjunction between Man and the Lord, and open- 
eth Heaven. There are two [ Things or Principles] which 
proceed from the Lord, Divine Love and Divine Wiſdom, 
or what is the ſame Thing, Divine Good and Divine 
Truth, for Divine Good hath Relation to the eſſential 
Divine Love, and Divine Truth hath Relation to the eſſen- 
tial Divine Wiſdom; the Word in it's Eſſence is both of 
theſe Principles; and inaſmuch as it effecteth Conjunction 
between Man and the Lord, and openeth Heaven, as was 
obſerved, therefore when Man readeth it under the Lord's 
Influence, and not under the Influence of Propriety, or 
Self, it repleniſheth him 2 the good Things of Love 
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and the Truths of Wiſdom, his Will with the good Things 


of Love, and his Underſtanding with the Truths of Wil- 
dom; hence Man hath Life by and through the Word. 
4. To remove therefore all Doubt amongſt Men con- 
cerning the Nature and Divinity of the Word as thus de- 
clared, it hath pleaſed the Lord to reveal to me the inter- 
nal Senſe thereof, which in it's Eſſence is Spiritual, and 
which 1s in the external or natural Senſe, as a Soul is in 
the Body; this Senſe 1s the Spirit which gives Life to the 
Letter, wherefore this Senſe may teltify concerning the 
Divinity and Sanctity of the Word, and convince even 
the natural Man, if he is willing to be convinced. 


That in the Word there is a Spiritual Senſe 
heretofore unknown. 


IT may be expedient to diſcuſs this Subject under the 
following Heads, ſhewing, I. What is meant by the Spi- 
ritual Senſe. II. That that Senſe is in all and every Part 
of the Word. III. That it is by Virtue of that Senſe 
that the Word is of Divine Inſpiration, and Holy in every 
ſingle Expreſſion. IV. That that Senſe hath been here- 
tofore unknown. V. And that from henceforth it will be 
opened to none but thoſe who are principled in genuine 
Truths from the Lord. 8 

5. I. What is meant by the Spiritual Senſe. The Spiri— 
tual Senſe is not that which ſhines forth from the Senſe 
of the Letter, when any one ſcrutinizes and explains the 
Word to confirm ſome particular Tenet of Church Doc- 
trine, for this Senſe is the literal Senſe of the Word. 
But the Spiritual Senſe doth not appear in the Senfe of 
the Letter, it is within it, as the Soul is in the Body, or 
as the Principle of Thought 1s in the Eyes, or as Aﬀec- 
tion is in the Countenance, pcs bon Unity like Cauſe and 
Effet. It is by Virtue of this Senſe that the Word is 
Spiritual, not only for the Uſe of Men, but allo for the Uſe 
of Angels; wherefore the Word by Means of that Senſe 
hath Communication with the Heavens. FT 
6. There proceed from the Lord three diſtin Princi- 


ples, the CELESTIAL, the SPIRITUAL, and the NATU- 


3 RAL, 
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RAL, one after the other. That is called the CELESTIAL 
Principle which proceedeth from his Divine Love, and is 
Divine Good: That is called the SpIRITUAL Principle, 
which proceedeth from his Divine Wiſdom, and is Divine 
Truth: The NATURAL Principle is derived from both the 
others, and is their Complex in the ultimate is or 
loweſt Sphere]. The Angels of the Lord's Celeſtial 
Kingdom, who compoſe the third or higheſt Heaven, are 
principled in that Divine Proceeding from the Lord, which 
is called Celeſtial, for they are principled in the Good 
of Love from the Lord: The Angels of the Lord's Spiri- 
tual Kingdom, who compole the ſecond or middle Heaven, 
are principled in that Divine Proceeding from the Lord, 
which is called Spiritual, for they are principled in the 
Truths of Wiſdom from the Lord: * But Men, who 
compoſe the Lord's Church on Earth, are principled in 
the Divine-natural | Principle], which alſo proceedeth from 
the Lord. Hence it follows, that the Divine Proceeding 
from the Lord, in it's Progreſs to it's Ultimates, deſcend- 
eth through three Degrees, and 1s termed Celeſtial, Spi- 
ritual, and Natural. The Divine | Proceeding |], which 
deſcendeth from the Lord to Men, deſcendeth through 
thoſe three Degrees, and when 1t hath deſcended, it con- 
taineth thoſe three Degrees in Itſelf; Such is the Nature 
of all Divine J N wherefore when it is in it's 
laſt Degree, it is in it's Fulneſs. Such is the Nature and 
Quality of the Word; in it's laſt Senſe it is Natural, in 
it's interior Senſe it is Spiritual, and in it's inmoſt Senſe 
it is Celeſtial, and in each Senſe it is Divine. That the 
Word is of ſuch a Nature and Quality, doth not appear 
in the Senſe of the Letter, which is Natural, by Reaſon 
that Man hath heretofore been altogether unacquainted 
with the State of the Heavens, and conſequently with the 
Nature of the Spiritual Principles, and the Celeſtial, and 
of Courſe with the Diſtinction between them and the na- 
tural Principle, 4;

* That there are two Kingdoms of which the Heavens 
conſiſt, one of which is called the Celeſtial Kingdom, the 
other the Spiritual Kingdom, may be ſeen in the Treatiſe 
concerning Heaven and HELL, n.

7. The Diſtinction between theſe Degrees cannot be 
known, unleſs by the Knowledge of Correſpondence, for 
theſe three Degrees are altogether diſtin from each other, 
like End, Cauſe, and Effe, or like what is Prior, Poſte- 
rior, and Poſtreme, but yet make One by Correſponden- 
cies; for the Natural [ Degree or 3 correſpondeth 
with the Spiritual, and alſo with the Celeſtial. The 
Nature and Meaning of Correſpondence may be ſeen 
more fully explained in the Treatiſe concerning HEAVEN 
and HELL, being there digeſted under theſe two Articles, 
iſt, Concerning the Correſpondence of all Things in Heaven 
with all Things in Man, n. 87 to 102. 2dly, Concerning 
the CO u of all T hings in Heaven with all Things 
on Earth, n. 10g to 115; and will be further ſeen below 
by Examples adduced from the Word. 

8. Inaſmuch as the Word in it's Interior is Spiritual 
and Celeſtial, therefore it is written by mere Correſpon- 
dencies, and what is written by mere Correſpondencies, in 
it's ultimate Senſe is written in ſuch a Style as that of the 
Prophets and Evangeliſts, which, notwithſtanding it's ap- 
pong Vulgarity, containeth in it all Divine and Angelic 

iſdom. 

9. II. That there is a ſpiritual Senſe in all and every 
Part of the Mord. This cannot be better made appear 
than by Examples, for which Purpoſe let us take the fol- 
lowing. John ſaith in the Revelation, “I ſaw Heaven 
«« open, and behold a white Horſe, and He that ſat there- 
* on was called Faithful and True, and in Righteouſ- 
* neſs doth he judge and make War. His Eyes were as 
«& a Flame of Fire, and on his Head were many Diadems, 
„ and he had a Name written which no one knoweth but 
« Himſelf: And he was cloathed with a Veſture dipped 
„ in Blood: And his Name is called the WoRD or Gon. 
« His Armies in Heaven followed Him upon white Hor. 
ſes, cloathed in fine Linen white and clean, He hath 
« on his Veſture and on his Thigh a Name written, 
« KING OF KINGS AND LORD or LoRDs. I ſaw more- 
#* over an Angel ſtanding in the Sun, who cried with a 
#* loud Voice, Come, and gather yourſelves unto the Sup- 
$* per of the great God, that ye may eat the Fleſh of 
Kings, and the Fleſh of Captains, and the Fleſh "o 
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the Mighty, and the Fleſh of Horſes and of them that 
« fit on them, and the Fleſh of all both free and bond, 
« both ſmall and great,“ Chap. xix. 11 to 19 ; what theſe 
Expreſſions ſignify, cannot poſſiby be known to any one, 
except by the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, and no one 
can know the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word except by the 
Science of Correſpondencies, for all the above Expreſ- 
ſions are Correſpondencies, and there is not a ſingle One 
without it's Meaning. The Science of Correſpondencies 
teaches what 1s ſignified by a white Horſe, and what by 


Him that fitteth thereon, what by Eyes which were as a 


Flame of Fire, what by Diadems which were on his 
Head, what by a Veſture dipped in Blood, what by fine 
Linen white and clean, with which his Army in Heaven 
were cloathed, what by an Angel ſtanding in the Sun, 
what by the Supper of the great God to which they ſhould 
come and be gathered together, alſo what by the Fleſh cf 
Kings, and of Captains, and of many others, which they 
{hould eat. But the particular Signification of each of 
theſe Expreſſions, according to their ſpiritual Senſe, hav- 
ing been already explained in a {mall I reatiſe concerning 
the WriTE HoORSE, it is needleſs here to ſay more 
on the Subject: Suffice it to obſerve, according to what 
was ſhew in that Treatiſe, that the Lord is there deſ- 
cribed as to the Word, and that by his Eyes which are as 
a Flame of Fire, and by the Diadems on his Head, and 
by the Name which no one knoweth but Himſelf, is 
meant the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, which Senſe no 
one knoweth but the Lord Himſelf, and He to whom the 
Lord is diſpoſed to reveal it; further, that by a Veſture 
dipped in Blood, [or ſtained with Blood, ] is meant the 
natural Senſe of the Word which is the Senſe of the 
Letter thereof, to which Violence is offered : That it is 
the Word which is thus deſcribed, is very manifeſt, for it 
is faid, His NAME IS CALLED THE Won or Gop; 
and that it is the Lord who is meant, is alſo manifeſt, 
for it is ſaid, that the Name of him that ſat on the Horſe 
was written KiNG OF KINGS AND LORD OF Lops, 
That the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word is to be opened at 
the End of the Church, is ſignified! not only by what is 
here ſaid concerning the White Horſe and Him that ſat 
thereon, but alſo by the great Supper, to which all are 


invited, 
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invited, by the Angel ſtanding in the Sun, to come and 
eat the Fleſh of Kings and of Captains, of the Mighty, 
of Horſes and of them that ſit on them, and of all both 
free and bond: All theſe Expreſſions would be in vain, 
and without Lite and Spirit, unleſs there was in them an 
inward Spiritual Meaning, as a Soul in a Body. 
10. Again, in the Revelation, Chap. xxi. the Holy 
Jeruſalem is thus deſcribed, « There was in it a Light 
« {Luminary| like to moſt precious Stone, as a Jaſper 
Stone, like to ſhining Chryſtal. It had a Wall great and 
« high, having twelve Gates, and over the Gates twelve 
« Angels, and Names written of the twelve Tribes of the 
« Children of Iſrael. The Wall was 144 Cubits, which is 
« the Meaſure of a Man, that 1s, of an Angel. And the 
«« Building of the Wall was Jaſper, and the Foundations 
« thereof were of every precious Stone, of Jaſper, of Sap- 
« phire, of Chalcedony, of Emerald, of Sardonix, of Sar- 
« dius, of Chryſolyte, of Beryl, of Topaz, of Chryſopraſus, 
« of Jacinth, of Amethyſt. The twelve Gates were twelve 
« Pearls. The City itſelf was pure Gold, like to pure Glaſs, 
« and was four- ſquare; the Length, the Breadth, and the 
« Heighth of it were equal, 12000 Furlongs ;”” with many 
other Circumſtances. That all the Parts of this Deſcription 
are to be underſtood ſpiritually, may appear from this 
Conſideration, that by the Holy Jeruſalem is ſignified a 
new Church, which is to be eſtabliſhed by the Fd. as 
was ſhewn in the DoCcTRINE concerning the LoRD, 
n. 62 to 65; and inaſmuch as by Jeruſalem is there ſigni- 
fied a Church, it follows, that all Things ſaid of it as a 
City, concerning it's Gates, it's Wall, the Foundations 
of the Wall, and alſo concerning their Meaſures, contain 
a ſpiritual Senſe, for all T hings relative to the Church are 
Spiritual. But the particular Signification of each Part 
of this Deſcription is explained in a Work concerning the 
New JERUSALEM, publiſhed by me at London in the 
Year 1758, wherefore it is needleſs to repeat the Explica- 
tion in this Place, it is enough to know from hence, that 
there is a ſpiritual Senſe in every Part of the Deſcrip- 
tion, as a Soul in it's Body, and that without ſuch a Senſe 
nothing relative to the Church could be underſtood in 
what is there written, as when it is ſaid that the City was 
of pure Gold, it's Gates of Pearls, the Wall of Jaſper, 
the Foundations of the Wall of precious Stones, _— Ne 
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Wall was 144 Cubits, which is the Meaſure of a Man, 


that is, of an Angel, that the City was in Length, 


Breadth, and Heighth 12000 Furlongs, with many other 
Circumſtances. But whoſoever, by Virtue of the Science 
of Correſpondencies, is acquainted with the fpiritual Senſe 
of the Word, he underſtandeth all Parts of the above Del- 
cription, as that the Wall and it's Foundations ſignify 
Doctrine derived from the literal Senſe of the Word, and 
that the Numbers 12, 144, 12000, have a like Significa- 
tion, denoting all the Truths and good Things of the 
Church in one Complex. . 

It. Again in the Revelation, Chap. vii: it is writ- 
ten, “ That 144500 were ſealed, 1 2000 of each par- 
« ticular Tribe of Iſrael, of the Tribe of Judah, of 
« the 1 ribe of Reuben, of Gad, of Aſher, of Naphtalt, 
« of Manaſſes, of Simeon, of Levi, of Iſſachar, of Ze- 
« bulun, of Joſeph, and of Benjamin.” The fpiritnal 
Senſe of theſe Words teacheth, that all are ſaved in 
whom the Lord hath eſtabliſhed his Church; for in a 
ſpiritual Senſe, by being marked in the Forehead, or 
ſealed, is ſignified to be acknowledged by the Lord, 
and to be ſaved; by the twelve Tribes of Iſrael are ſigni- 
fied all of that Church; by 12, 12000, and 144000, 
are ſignified all, by Iſrael is ſignified the Church, and 
by each particular Tribe ſome particular ſpecifie [Prin- 
ciple or 3 of the Church: If this ſpiritual Mean- 
ing of theſe Words be not known, it may be imagined 
that Salvation is confined to a certain Number, and to thoſe 
of the Ifraelitiſh and Jewiſh Nation. | 

12. Again, in the Revelation, Chap. vi. it is written, 
„That when the Lamb opened the firſt Seal of the Book, 
« there went forth a white Horſe, and that he who ſat 
« thereon had a Bow, and that a Crown was given unto 
« him: And that when he opened the ſecond Seal, there 

« went forth a red Horſe, and that to him who fat there- 
on was given a large Sword: And that when he opened 
* the third | 
„he that ſat thereon held in his Hand a Pair of Ballances : 
„% And that when he opened the fourth Seal, there went 
„forth a pale Horſe, and that the Name of him that fat 
«. thereon was Death.” What theſe Words ſignify can

folded when it is known what is ſignified by opening the 
Seals, by Horſes, and by the other Things therein men- 
tioned : Thereby are deſcribed the ſucceſlive States of the 
Church from it's Beginning to it's End, as to the Under- 
ſtanding of the Word ; by the Lamb's opening the Seals 
of the Book, is ſignified the Manifeſtation of thoſe States 
of the Church by the Lord; by a Horſe is ſignified the 
Underſtanding of the Word ; by a white Horſe, the Un- 
derſtanding of Truth from the Word in the firſt State of 
the Church ; by the Bow of him that ſat upon that 
Horſe, the Doctrine of Charity and Faith combating 
* Falſes; by a Crown, eternal Life the Reward of 

ictory: By a red Horſe is ſignified the Underſtanding 
of the Word deſtroyed as to the Principle of Good in the 
fecond State of the Church; by a great Sword, the Falſe 
combating againſt Truth: By a black Horſe is ſignified 
the Underſtanding of the Word deſtroyed as to the Prin- 
ciple of Truth in the third State of the Church; by a 
Pair of Ballances, the Eſtimation of Truth ſo ſmall as 
ſcarce to be of any Amount: By a pale Horſe is ſignified 
the Underſtanding of Truth annihilated by Evils of Life 
and the Falſes thence derived in the fourth or laſt State of 
the Church; and by Death, eternal Damnation. That 
fuch is the Signification of the Contents of the above 
Paſſage in a ſpiritual Senſe, doth not appear in the Senſe 
of the Letter, or the natural Senſe; wherefore unleſs the 
ſpiritual Senſe had been now for once opened, the Word as 
to this and other Paſſages in the Revelation muſt have been 
cloſed up, ſo that at length no one would know how, 
and in what, the Holy Principle therein lay concealed. 
The Caſe is the ſame in Reſpect to the Signification of 
the four Horſes and the four Chariots that came forth from 
5 Mountains of Braſs; ſee Zechariah, Chap. 
VI. I to 8. 

13. 1 og in the Revelation, Chap. ix. it is written, 
Ihe fifth Angel ſounded, and I ſaw a Star fall from 
Heaven unto the Earth, and to him was given the Key 
of the Pit of the Abyſs; and he opened the Pit of the 
% Abyſs, and there aroſe a Smoke out of the Pit as the 
© Smoke of a great Furnace; and the Sun and the Air 
« were Ae by Reaſon of the Smoke of the Pit; and 
« there came out of the Smoke Locuſts upon the Earth, 
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and unto them was given Power as the Scorpions of 
the Earth have Power: The Shapes of the Locuſts 
« were like unto Horſes prepared for Battle, and on their 
« Heads were as it were Crowns like Gold, and their 
% Faces were as the Faces of Men; and they had Hair 
« as the Hair of Women, and their Teeth were as the 
% Teeth of Lions; and they had Breaſt-Plates as of Iron; 
and the Voice of their Wings was as the Voice of many 
«« Chariots ruſhing to Battle: And they had Tails like 
« unto Scorpions, and Stings were in their Tails; and 
« their Power was to hurt Men five Months; and they 
had a King over them, the Angel of the Abyſs, whoſe 
«« Name in the Hebrew Tongue is Abaddon, but in the 
„Greek Tongue he hath his Name Apollyon.” Theſe 
Words in 2 muſt needs be unintelligible to every 
one, who is not acquainted by Revelation with the Spiri- 
tual Senſe; for there is Nothing ſaid in this Paſſage with- 
out a Meaning, but the Whole thereof and every particu- 
lar Expreſſion therein is ſignificative : The Subject here 
treated of is concerning the State of the Church, when 
all the Knowledges of Fruch from the Word are deſtroy- 
ed, in Conſequence whereof Man becoming ſenſual per- 
ſuadeth himſelf that Falſities are Truths. By a Star 
fallen from Heaven are ſignified the Knowledges of Truth 
deſtroyed: By the Sun and Air being darkened is ſignified 
the Light of Truth made Darkneſs: By Locuſts which 
came Seth from the Smoke of the Pit, are ſignified Falſes 
in the Extremes; “ ſuch as appertain to thoſe who are be- 
come ſenſual, and who ſee and judge all Things according 
to Fallacies: By a Scorpion is ſignified their perſuaſive 
ee. or Faculty]: By the Locuſts appearing as 

orſes prepared for Battle, is ſignified their Ratiocina- 
tions as from the Underſtanding of Truth: By the Locuſts 
having Crowns like unto Gold upon their Heads, and 
having Faces as the Faces of Men, is ſignified, that they

* By the Extremes here ſpoken of are meant the extreme 
Parts of the Life of Man, ſuch as belong to the ſenſual Na- 
ture, which being poſſeſſed by Falſes, are cloſed up thereby 
againſt all Admiſhon of heavenly Light, and thus become 
filthy and infernal. 
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appeared to themſelves as Conquerors and as Wiſe: wy 
their having Hair as the Hair of Women, is ſignified, 
that they appeared to themielves as if they were in the 
Affection of Truth: By their having Tecth as Lions 
Teeth, is ſignified, that the ſenſual "Things, which are 
the Ultimates of the natural Man, appeared to them as 
if they had Power over all Things: By their having Ereaſt- 
Plates as Breaſt-Plates of Iron, are ſignified Argumenta— 
tions grounded in Fallacies, by which they fight and pre- 
vail : By the Voice of their Wings being as the Voice of 
Chariots ruſhing to Battle, are ſignified Ratiocinations as 
if grounded in the Truths of Doctrine from th Word, 
for which they were to combat : By their having Tails 
as Scorpions are ſignified Perſuaſions: By their having 
Stings in their Tails are ſignified the 2 Arts of de- 
ceiving thereby: By their having Power to hurt Men five 
Months, is ſignified that they induce a Kind of Stupour 
on thoſe who are principled in the Underſtanding of Truth 
and in the Perception of Good: By their having a King 
over them, an Angel of the Abyſs, whoſe Name is Abad- 
don or Apollyon, 1s ſignified, that their Falſes were from 
Hell, the Abode of thoſe who are merely natural, and 
principled in Self-Intelligence. Thus is the ſpiritual Senſe 
of theſe Words, whereof Nothing appears in the Senſe of 
the Letter, and the like ſpiritual Senſe is contained in 
every Part of the Book of the Revelation. It is to be 
obſerved, that in the ſpiritual Senſe the Whole has a regu- 
lar Connection and Coherence, to effect and perfect which, 


each particular Expreſſion in the literal or natural Senſe 


is conducive, inſomuch that if a ſingle Word was taken 
away, the Connection would be broken, and the Coherence 
periſh ; therefore, to prevent this, it is added at the End 
of this prophetical Book, “ that not a Word ſhould be 
„taken away,“ Rev. xxii. 19. The Caſe is ſimilar in 
Regard to the Books of the Prophets of the Old Teſta» 
ment, from which leſt any Thing ſhould be taken away, 
it was effected by the Divine Providence of the Lord, 
that each Particular therein, even to the Letters, ſhould 
be counted or numbered, Which was done by the Maſſo- 
. 2 14. The 
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14. The Lord, in ſpeaking to his Diſciples concerning 
the Conſummation of the Age, which is the laſt Time of 
the Church, at the Cloſe of the ſeveral Predictions reſ- 
pecting it's ſucceſſive Changes of State, ſaith, « Imme- 
© diately after the "Tribulation of thoſe Days, the Sun 
„ ſhall be darkened, and the Moon ſhall not give her 
© Light, and the Stars ſhall fall from Heaven, and 
* the Powers uf the Heavens ſhall be ſhaken. And 
* then ſhall appear the S.gn of the Son of Man in Hea- 
* yen; and then ſhall all the Tribes of the Earth mourn; 
and they ſhall ſee the Son of Man coming in the Clouds 
* of Heaven with Power and much Glory. And he ſhall 
„ fend forth his Angels with a Trumpet and a oreat 
„% Voice, and they ſhall gather together his Ele& from 
« the four Winds, from one Extreme of the Heavens to 
« the other,“ Matt. xxiv, 29, 30, 31. By theſe Words 
in a ſpiritual Senſe 1s not meant, that the Sun and Moon 
ſhould be darkencd, that the Stars ſhould fall from Hea- 
ven, and that a Sign of the Lord ſhould appear in Hea- 
ven, and that Men {hould ſce him in the Clouds, and his 
Angels with Trumpets; but by each particular Expreſſion 
is there meant Somewhat {piritual reſpecting the Church, 
concerning whoſe final State theſe Things are ſpoken: 
For in a ſpiritual Senſe, by the Sun which {hall be dark- 
ened, is meant the Lord as to the Principle of Love; by 
the Moon which ſhall not give her Light, is meant the 
Lord as to the Principle of Faith; by the Stars which 
{hall fall from Heaven, are meant the Knowledges of 
Goodneſs and Truth which ſhould periſh ; by the Sign of 
the Son of Man in Heaven, is meant the Appearing of 
Divine Truth; by the Tribes of the Earth which {hall 
mourn, is meant a Scarcity of all Truth appertaining to 
Faith, and of all Good appertaining to Love; by the 
Coming of the Son of Man in the Clouds of Heaven 
with Power and Glory, is meant the Preſence and Revela.

Senſe; by Angels with a Trumpet and a great Voice, is 
ſignified Heaven, whence cometh Divine Truth; by ga- 
thering together the Elect from one Extreme of the Hea- 
vens to the other, is ſignified a new | Principle or Begin. 
ning] of the Church as to Love and Faith, That the 
Dertening of the Sun and Moon, and the Falling of the 
Stars to the Earth, are not here meant, is very manifeſt 
from the prophetical Writings, which contain a Declara- 
tion of ſimilar Events concerning the State of the Church, 
which were to take Place when the Lord ſhould come into 
the World, as in Iſaiah, “ Behold, the Day of Jehovah 
« cometh, cruel with Wrath and fierce Anger; the Stars 
« of the Heavens, and the Conſtellations thereof, ſhall not 
«« ſhine with their Light; the Sun ſhall be darkened in 
„his Riſing, and the Moon ſhall not cauſe her Light to 
« ſhine; I will viſit Iniquity on the Earth,” xii. 9, 10, 
11; and in Joel, « The Day of Jehovah cometh, a Day 
« of Darkneſs ard of Gloomineſs; the Sun and the Moon 
«« ſhall be dark, and the Stars ſhall withdraw their Shin- 
« ing,” ii. 1, 2, 10, 31. Chap, iii. 15; and in Ezechiel, 
« will cover the Heavens and darken the Stars; I will 


„ cover the Sun with a Cloud, and the Moon ſhall not 


„ cauſe her Light to ſhine; All the Luminaries of Light 
« will I darken, and I will ſet Darkneſs upon the Earth,” 
XXXil. 7, 8; by the Day of Jehovah is meant the Com- 
ing of the Lord, which Event took Place when there 
was no longer any Goodneſs and Truth remaining in the 
Church, nor any Knowledge of the Lord. 

15. In Order to ſhew more clearly that the prophetical 
Parts of the Word of the Old Tall are, in man 
Places, unintelligible without a ſpiritual Senſe, I ſhall

« jnterwoven Branches of the Foreſt with Iron, and Le-

this Paſſage there occur only mere Names, from which 
no Meaning can be drawn but by the Help of the ſpiritual 
Senſe, in which Senſe all Names throughout the Word 
ſignify Things appertaining to Heaven and the Church: 
By Virtue of this Senſe is diſcovered the Signification of 
the Contents of the above N. as denoting, that the 
whole Church was brought into Devaſtation by Means of 
Scientifics perverting all Truth, and confirming all Falſi- 

Again in the ſame Prophet, © In that Day the Rival- 
« ſhip of Ephraim ſhall depart, and the Enemies of Judah 
% ſhall be cut off; Ephraim ſhall not rival Judah, and 
« Judah ſhall not ſtraighten Ephraim, but they ſhall fly 
« upon the Shoulders of the Philiſthine towards the Sea, 


« they ſhall ſpoil together the Sons of the Eaſt; Edom 


« and Moab ſhall be the putting forth of their Hand: je- 
% hovah ſhall pronounce the Curſe againſt the Tongue of 
«« the Egyptian Sea, and he ſhall ſhake his Hand over the 
« River with the Vehemence of his Spirit, and he {hall 
« ſmite it into ſeven Streams, to make a Way with 
« Shoes: Then ſhall there be a Path for the Remains of 
« his People which ſhall be left of Aſhur,“ xi. 13 to 16. 
In this Paſſage alſo, it is impoſſible to ſee any Thing Di- 
vine, unleſs it be known what 1s ſignified by each particu- 
lar Name, notwithſtanding that the Subject here treated 
of is concerning the Coming of the Lord, and what ſhall 
come to pals at that Time, as plainly appears from Verſe 
1 to 10: Without the Help therefore of the ſpiritual 
Senſe, how is it poſſible for any one to diſcern the genuine 
Signification of theſe Words in their Order, as denoting, 
that they who through Ignorance are principled in Falſes, 
and do not ſuffer themſelves to be ſeduced by Evils, will 
come to the Lord, and that the Church will then under- 
ſtand the Word, and that Falſes will not then any longer 
be hurtful to the Members of the Church. The Calc is 
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the ſame in thoſe Paſſages where no Names occur, as in 
Ezechiel, „Thus ſaith the Lord Jehovah, Son of Man, 
*« fay unto the Bird of every Wing, and to every Beaſt of 
« the Field, Aſſemble yourſelves and come, gather your- 
« ſelves from every Side to my Sacrifice which I do ſacri- 
« fice for you, a great Sacrifice upon the Mountains of 
„ Tſracl; that ye may eat Fleſh and drink Blood; ye ſhall 
« cat the Fleſh of the Mighty, and drink the Blood of 
« the Princes of the Earth; ye fhall eat Fat till ye be 
*« full, and drink Blood till ye be drunken, of my Sacri- 
„ fice which I do ſacrifice fot you. Ye ſhall be filled at 
„ my Table with the Horſe and the Chariot, and with the 
« Mighty One, and with every Man of War; thus will 
I give my Glory amongſt the Gentiles,” xxxix. 17 to 
21; in this Paſſage again, if it be not known by the ſpiri- 
tual Senſe what is Feniſied by Sacrifice, what by Fleſh 
and Blood, what by Horſe, and Chariot, and Mighty One, 
and Man of War, it muſt needs appear as if thoſe 'Things 
were to be eaten and drunken; but the ſpiritual Senle 
teacheth, that by eating Fleſh and drinking Blood of the 
Sacrifice which the Lord Jehovah ſhall give on the Moun- 
tains of Iſrael, is ſignified to appropriate Divine Good and 
Divine "Truth from the Word; for this Paſſage treats of 
the Calling together of all to the Lord's Kingdom, and 
in particular of the Eſtabliſhment of the Church amongſt 
the Gentiles by the Lord: Who cannot ſee that by Fleſh 
is not here meant Fleſh, nor by Blood Blood, as where 
it is ſaid, that they ſhould drink Blood till they were 
drunken, and that they ſhould be filled with Horſes, Cha- 
riots, the Mighty, and all Men of War? The Cale is 
fimilar in a "Thouſand other Paſſages in the Prophets. 

16. Without the ſpiritual Senle it is impoſlible for any 
one to know, why Jeremiah the Prophet was commanded 
« to buy himſelf a Girdle, and put it on his Loins, and 
„ not to draw it through the Waters, but to go to Eu- 
« phrates and hide it a in a Hole of the Rock,” Jer. 
Xiil. 1 to 7 r why Iſaiah the Prophet was commanded 
to looſe the Sackcloth from off his Loins, and to put 
off his Shoe from off his Foot, and to go naked and 
« bare-foot three Years,” Iſaiah xx. 2, 3; or why Eze- 
chicl the Prophet was commanded “ to make a Razor 
« paſs upon his Head and upon his Beard, and afterwards 
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«© to divide them, and to burn a third Part in the Midſt 
« of the City, and to ſmite a third Part with the Sword, 
« and to ſcatter a third Part in the Wind, and to bind 
« alittle of them in Wings, and at laſt to caſt them into 
« the Midſt of the Fire,” Ezech. v. 1 to 4 ; or why the 
ſame Prophet was commanded * to lie upon his right 
« Side and his left 390, and 40 Days, and to make 
« himſelf a Cake of Wheat, and Barley, and Millet, and 
« Fitches, with Cow's Dung, and eat it; and in the 
« mean Time to raiſe a Rampart and a Mound againſt 
« Jeruſalem and beſiege it, Ezech. iv. 1 to 15; or why 
Hoſea the Prophet was twice commanded “ to take to 
« Himſelf a Whore to Wife,“ Hoſea i. 2 to 9. Chap. 
ii. 2, 3; with ſeveral other Things of a like Nature. 
Moreover, who can know, without the ſpiritual Senſe, 
what is ſignified by all Things appertaining to the Taber. 
nacle, as by the Ark, the Mercy-Seat, the Cherubim, the 
Candleſtick, the Altar of Incenſe, the Shew-Bread | Bread 
of 8 on the Table, and by the Vails and the Cur- 
tains. Or who would know, without the ſpiritual Senſe, 
what is ſignified by Aaron's Garments of Holine!s, as by 
his Coat, his Cloak, the Ephod, the Urim and Thummim, 
the Mitre, and ſeveral Things beſides? Or, without the 
ſpiritual Senſe, who would know what is ſignified by 
all thoſe Particulars which were enjoined concerning 
Burnt-offerings, Sacrifices, Meat-offerings, and Drink- 
offerings; and alſo concerning Sabbaths and Feaſts? The 
Truth is, that Nothing was enjoined, be it ever fo minute, 
but what was ſignificative of Somewhat appertaining to 
the Lord, to Heaven, and to the Church. From theſe few 
Caſes then it may be plainly ſeen, that there is a ſpiritual 
Senſe in all and every Part of the Word. 

17. That the Lord, during his Abode in the World, 
ſpake by Correſpondencies, and thus ſpake ſpiritually at 
* ſame Time that he ſpake naturally, may appear from 
his Parables, in which every ſingle Expreſſion containeth 
in it a ſpiritual Senſe: As for Example, in the Parable of 
the ten * he ſaith, © The Kingdom of Heaven is 
« like unto ten Virgins, who toox their Lamps, and went 
« forth to meet the Bridegroom: Five of them were wiſe, 
« but five were fooliſh: They that were fooliſh took their 


« Lamps and took no Oil 5 them, but the wiſe tovk Oil 
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„in their Lamps. Whilſt the Bridegroom tarried, they 
« all {lumbered and ſlept: But at Midnight there was a 
« Cry made, Behold the Bridegroom cometh, go ye forth 
* to meet him: Then all thoſe Virgins aroſe and trimmed 
« their Lamps; but the fooliſh ſaid unto the wiſe, give us 
of your Oil, for our Lamps are gone out; but the wiſe 
« anſwered and ſaid, not ſo, leſt there be not enough for 
« us and you; go rather to them that ſell, and buy for 
„ yourſelves. But while they went to buy, the Bridegroom 
came, and they that were ready entered in with him to 
« the Marriage, and the Door was ſhut. Afterward came 
% alſo the other Virgins, ſaying, Lord, Lord, open to us; 
but he anſwering laid, Verily I ſay unto you, I know 
« you not,” Matt. xxv. I to 13. | hat there is a ſpiri- 
tual Senſe in every Particular of this Parable, and that 
thence it deriveth it's Holineſs and Divinity, cannot poſſi- 
bly be ſeen, unleſs it be known that there is ſuch a ſpiri- 
tual Senſe, and what 1s it's Nature and Quality: In the 
fpiritual Senſe, by the Kingdom of God is meant Heaven 
and the Church, by the Bridegroom the Lord, by the 
Marriage the Marriage of the Lord with Heaven and the 
Church by the Good of Love and Faith; by Virgins are 
{ſignified thoſe who are of the Church, by Ten all, by 
Five ſome, by Lamps the Truths of Faith, by Oil the 
Good of Love, by Sleeping and Awaking the Life of Man 
in the World which 1s natural Life, and his Life after 


Death which is ſpiritual; by buying is ſignified to procure 


for themſelves; by going to them that ſell and buying Oil, 
is ſignified, to procure for themſelves the Good of Love 
from others aſter Death; and whereas this is impoſſible, 
therefore notwithſtanding their coming with their Lamps, 
and the Oil which they had bought, to the Door where 
the Marriage was, ſtill the bridegroom ſaid unto them, I 
know you not; the Reaſon is, becauſe Mian after his Life 
in the World remaineth {uch as he had lived in the World. 
Rence it is evident that the Lord ſpake by mere Correſ- 
pondencies, and this in Conſequence of ſpeaking from 
the Divine Principle which was in Him and was His. 
That the Bridegroom ſignifies the Lord, and that the King- 
dom of God ſignißes Heaven and the Church, and that 
Marriage ſignifies the Lord's Marriage with the Church 
by the Good of Love and of Faith; that Virgins ſignify

thoſe who are of the Church, Ten all, Five ſome; to 
ſleep, a natural State; to buy, to procure for themſelves; 
a Door, Entrance into Heaven ; and not to know, when 
ſpoken by the Lord, not to be principled in the Love of 
Him; may appear from many Paſſages in the Prophetical 
Word, where the ſame Expreſſions have a ſimilar Signih- 
cation. Inaſmuch as Virgins ſignify thoſe who are of the 
Church, therefore in the prophetical Word Mention is 
made ſo frequently of the Virgin and Daughter of Zion, 
of Jeruſalem, and of Iſrael; and inaſmuch as Oil ſignifies 
the Good of Love, therefore all the Holy Things of the 
Ifraelitiſh Church were anointed with Oil. The ale is 
ſimilar in Reſpect to the other Parables, and all the Words 
which the Lord ſpake, and which are written in the Evan- 
geliſts; it is from this Ground that the Lord ſaith, „ that 
“ His Words are Spirit and are Life,” John vi. 63. The 
Caſe is the ſame too with all the Lord's Miracles, which 
were Divine, as ſignifying various States with thoſe, 
amongſt whom the Church was to be re-eſtabliſhed by 
the Lord; as when the Blind received Sight, it ſignified, 
that they ſhould receive Underſtanding who were in Ig— 
. Norance of the Truth; when the Deaf received Hearing, 
it ſignified, that they ſhould hearken and obey, who heard 
Nothing before concerning the Lord, and concerning the 
Word; when the Dead were raiſed, it ſignified, that they 
ſhould become alive, who otherwiſe would have ſpiritually 
eriſned; and ſo in other Cales: This is meant by the 
Lords Reply to the Diſciples of John, who ſent to aſk 
whether it was He who {ſhould come, © Go and tell 
« John thoſe Things which ye have ſeen and heard, the 
« Blind ſee, and the Lame walk, the Lepers are cleanſed, 
« and the Deaf hear, the Dead are raiſed, and the Poor 
« hear the Goſpel,” Matt. xi. 3, 4, 5. Morcover, all 
the Miracles related in the Word contain in them ſuch 
Things as appertain to the Lord, to Heaven, and the 
hurch, on which Account they are Divine Miracles, 
and are diſtinguiſhed from Miracles not Divine. Theſe 
few Obſervations may ſerve to illuſtrate the Nature and 
Meaning of the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, and to ſhew 

that it is in all and every Part there. 
18. III. That it is by Virtue of the Sprritual Senſe, that 
the Ward is of Divine Inſpiratian, and Hay in every jingle 
| D 2 Expreſſion, 
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Expreſſion. It is aſſerted in the Church that the Word is 
Holy, but the Reaſon of this is, becauſe Jehovah God 
ſpake it; nevertheleſs, as it's Holineſs doth not appear in 
the Letter, therefore they, who have begun ouce to en- 
tertain Doubts reſpecting it's Holineſs on this Account, 
are afterwards confirmed in ſuch Doubts by many Things 
which occur in Reading it; for they think at ſuch Times, 
how can this be Holy? how can this be Divine? In Or- 
der therefore to prevent the further Influx and Prevalence 
of ſuch Doubts, which right deſtroy the Lord's Conjunc- 
tion with the Church that is in Poſſeſſion of the Word, it 
hath pleaſed the Lord at this I ime to reveal the Spiritual 
Senſe, that ſo it may be known in what Part of the Word 
that Holy Principle reſideth. But let us illuſtrate this 
alfo by Examples: In the Word Mention is made ſome- 
times of Egypt, ſometimes of Aſhur, ſometimes of Edom, 
of Moab, of the Sons of Ammon, of Tyre and Sidon, and 
of Gog; now if it be not known that by thoſe Names 
are ſignified the "Things of Heaven and of the Church, a 
Reader may eaſily be led erroneouſly to ſuppoſe, that the 
Word treateth much of Nations and of People, and but 
little of Heaven and the Church, conſequently much of 
earthly Things, and little of heavenly Things; but when 
he is acquainted what is ſignified by thoſe Nations 
and People, and by their Names, it 1s poſlible he may 
then come out of Error into Truth: So in like Manner, 
when a Reader obſerveth that. ſo frequent Mention is made 
in the Word of Gardens, Groves, Foreſts, and alſo of the 
Trees thereof, as the Olive, the Vine, the Cedar, the 
Poplar, and the Oak; and alſo of Lambs, Sheep, Goats, 
Calves, and Oxen; and further, of Mountains, Hills, 
Valleys, Fountains, Rivers, and ſeveral other Things of a 
like Nature; if he be acquainted with the Spiritual Senſe 
of the Word, he muſt needs believe that ſuch Things 
have merely a literal Signification: for he doth not know 
that by a Garden, a Grove, and a Foreſt, are meant Wiſ- 
dom, intell ence, and Science; that by an Olive-tree, a 


Vine, a Cedar, a Poplar, and an Oak, are meant the 
Goodneſs and Truth of the Church, under their different 
Characters of Celeſtial, Spiritual, Rational, Natural, and 
Senſual; that by a Lamb, a Sheep, a Goat, a Calf, and 
an Ox, are meant Innocence, Charity, and natural Aﬀec- 
k i A Hg : tion ; 
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tion; that by Mountains, Hills, and Valleys, are meant 
Things appertaining to the Church, in their ſeveral De- 
grees of ſuperior, inferior, and loweſt; alſo that by Egypt 
is ſignified Science, by Aſhur Reaſon, by Edom what is 
natural, by Moab the Adulteration of Good, by the Sons 
of Ammon the Adulteration of Truth, by Tyre and Sidon 
the Knowledges of Truth and Good, by Gog external 
Worſhip without internal; but when he knoweth theſe 
Things, he may then think, that the Word treateth 
only of Things celeſtial, and that thoſe terreſtrial Things 
are merely the Subjects that contain them. But it may 
be expedient to illuſtrate this alſo by an Example taken 
from the Word; it is written in David, “ The Voice of 
« Jehovah is upon the Waters; the God of Glory cauſeth 
it to thunder; Jehovah is upon great Waters: The 
« Voice of Jehovah breaketh the Cedars, Jehovah bruiſeth

Calf, Libanus and Scirion like a young Unicorn ; the 
% Voice of Jehovah falleth as a Flame of Fire: I he 
« Voice of Jehovah cauſeth the Wilderneſs to tremble, 
« he cauſeth to tremble the Wilderneſs of Cadeſh. The 
« Voice of Jehovah cauſeth the Hinds to bring forth, 
« and maketh bare the Foreſts; but in his Temple every 
« one declareth Glory,” Pſalm xxix. 3 to q; in this 
Paſſage, if the Reader is not aware that all the Particulars 
thereof are Holy and Divine as to each ſingle Expreſſion, 
he may ſay within himſelf, if he be a mere natural Man, 
what can this mean, that Jehovah ſitteth upon the Wa- 
ters, that by his Voice he breaketh the Cedars, that he 
cauſeth them to ſkip like a Calf, and Libanus like a young 
Unicorn, and that he cauſeth the Hinds to bring forth, 
not to mention other Particulars; for he knoweth not that 
the Power of Divine Truth, or of the Word, is deſcribed 
by theſe Things in a ſpiritual Senſe ; for in that Senſe, by 
the Voice of Jehovah which there is Thunder, is meant 
the Divine Truth or Word in it's Power; by the great 
Waters on which Jehovah fitteth are meant the Truths 
thereof; by Cedars and by Libanus, which he breaketh 
and bruiſeth, are meant the Falſes of the rational Man; 

by a Calf and a young Unicorn, are meant the Falſes of 
the natural and ſenſuel Man; by a Flame of Fire, the 
Affection of the Falſe; by a Wilderneſs and the Wilder. 
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the Cedars of Libanus, and maketh them to ſkip like a 
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neſs of Cadeſh, the Church where there is no Truth and 
Goodneſs; by Hinds, which the Voice of Jehovah cauſeth 
to bring forth, are meant the Nations which are principled 
in natural Good; and by the Foreſts which he raj rn 
bare, [ uncovereth, |are meant the Sciences and Knowledges 
which the Word openeth to them; wherefore it follows, 
in his Temple every one declareth Glory, by which is 
meant, that in all the Particulars of the Word there are 
contained Divine Truths, for Temple ſignifies the Lord, 
and conſequently the Word, and alſo 1 and the 
Church, and Glory ſignifies Divine Truth. Hence it ap- 

ars, that there is not a ſingle Expreſſion in this Paſſage, 
Car what deſcribes the Divine Power of the Word againſt 
Falſes of every Kind amongſt natural Men, and the Di- 
vine Power of reforming the Nations. 

19. There is in the Word a Senſe ſtill more interior, 
which is called CELESTIAL, concerning which Some- 
what was ſaid above, n. 6; but this Senſe cannot eaſily 
be unfolded, not being ſo much the Object of intellectual 
Thought, as of Will-Affection. The true Ground and 
Reaſon why there is in the Word a Senſe ſtill more in- 
terior, which is called Celeſtial, is, becauſe from the Lord 
proceeds Divine Good and Divine Truth, Divine Good 
from his Divine Love, and Divine Truth from his Divine 
Wiſdom; each is in the Word, for the Word is the Di- 
vine Proceeding : It is on this Account that the Word 
vivifies thoſe who read it under holy Influence: But more 
will be ſaid on this Subject in it's proper Place, when we 
come to ſhew, that a ar anions of the Lord and of the 
Church, and conſequently a Marriage of Goodneſs and 
Truth, is contained in every Particular of the Word. 

20. IV. That the Spiritual Senſe of the Word hath been 


beretsfore unknown. That all g in Nature, both 


generally and particularly, curreſpond with Things Spiri— 
tual, and in like Manner that all Things in the human 
Body have the ſame Correſpondence, was ſhewn in the 
Treatiſe concerning HEAVEN and HELL, n. 87 to 105; 
but the Natufe and Meaning of Correſpondence hath been 
heretofore unknown ; nevertheleſs in the moſt Ancient 
Times Mankind were moſt perfectly well verſed in this 
Science, it being to them the Science of Sciences, and ſo 
univerſal, that all their Compoſitions and Books were 
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written by Correſpondencies: The Book of Job, which 
is an ancient Book, is full of Correſpondencies. The 
Hieroglyphics of the Egyptians, and alſo the fabulous 
Hiſtories of Antiquity, had their ſole Ground in this 
Science. All the Ancient Churches were Churches re— 
preſentative of Things Celeſtial; their Ceremonial Rites, 
and alſo their Statutes, according to which their Worſhip 
was inſtituted, conſiſted of mere Correſpondencies ; this 
was the Caſe in like Manner with all Things appertaining 
to the Church amongſt the Sons of Jacob; their Burnt- 
a and Sacrifices, with whatever related thereto, 
were Correſpondencies; ſo was alſo the Tabernacle with 
all Things contained therein, and likewiſe their Feaſts, as 
the Feaſt of unleavened Bread, the Feaſt of Tabernacles, 
and the Feaſt of the Firſt-fruits, &. The ſame is true 
reſpecting the Prieſthood of Aaron and of the Levites, and 
alſo reſpecting the Garments of Holineſs belonging to 
Aaron and his Sons, and moreover reſpecting all their 
Statutes and Judgments, which had Relation to their Life 
and Worſhip: And whereas Things Divine in the World 
manifeſt themſelves by Correſpondencies, therefore the 
Word was written by mere Correſpondencies; it was for 
this Reaſon that the Lank inalmuch as he ſpake from his 
Divine [ Nature or Principle], ſpake by Correſpondencies; 
for whatever 1s from the Divine Natore or Principle], 
when 1t 1s manifeſted in Nature, is manifeſted in ſuch 
Things as correſpond with what is Divine, and which 
then conceal in their Boſom the Divine Things, which are 
termed Celeſtial and Spiritual, 

21. I have been informed, that the Men of the moſt 
ancient Church, which was before the Flood, were of a 
Nature and Temper fo heavenly, that they converſed with 
Angels, and could diſcourſe with them by Correſponden- 
cies; hence the State of their Wiſdom became ſuch, that 
when they ſaw any Object on the Face of the Earth, they 
not only thought of it naturally, but alſo ſpiritually at the 
ſame Time, and thus in Conjunction with the Angels. I 
have been further informed, that Enoch, of whom Men- 
tion is made in Geneſis, Chap. v. 21 to 24, with thoſe of 
his Society, collected Correſpondencies as they received 
them from their Forefathers, and handed down the Science 
thereof to Poſterity; hence it came to paſs, that the 
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Science of Correſpondencies was not only known, but 
alſo cultivated, in many Kingdoms of Aſia, particularly 
in the Land of Canaan, Egypt, Aſſyria, Chaldea, Syria, 
Arabia, in Tyre, Sidon, and Nineveh; and that hence from 
the Places bordering on the Sea it was tranſlated into 
Greece, but was there changed into fabulous Relations, 
as may appear from the Writings of the earlieſt People in 
that Country. | 

22. But when the Repreſentatives of the Church, which 
were Correſpondencies, in Proceſs of Time were per- 
verted to idolatrous and alſo magical Purpoſes, then that 
Science, by the Divine Providence of the Lord, was ſuc- 
ceſſively obliterated, and with the Ifraelitiſh and Jewiſh 
Nation was altogether deſtroyed and extinguiſhed. The 
Worſhip indeed which was inſtituted in this Nation con- 
ſiſted of mere Correſpondencies, and hence it was repre- 
ſentative of Things Celeſtial, but ſtill they knew not 
what was ſignified thereby, for they were altogether na- 
tural Men, and therefore had neither Inclination nor Ca- 
pacity to know any Thing concerning ſpiritual Things, 
nor conſequently concerning F ng ee | 

23. The Idolatries of the Gentiles in ancient Times 
took their Riſe from the Science of Correſpondencies, and 
the Reaſon was, becauſe all Things that appear on the 
Face of the Earth correſpond, thus not only Trees, but 
alſo Cattle and Birds of every Kind, together with Fiſh 
and all other Parts of Creation; the Ancients, who were 
principled in the Science of Correſpondencies, made to 
| themſelves Images, which correſponded with Things Ce- 
leſtial, and they were delighted with them as being ſigni- 
ficative of Things appertaining to Heaven and the Church; 
and therefore they not only placed theſe Images in their 
Temples, but alſo in their Houſes, not for the Sake of 


Adoration, but to recall to their Remembrance the hea-. 


venly Things which they ſignified; hence in Egypt and in 
other Places they had Images of Calves, of Oxen, and of 
Serpents, an allo of Children, of old Men, and of Vir- 
gins, becauſe Calves and Oxen ſignified the Affections 


and Powers of the natural Man, Serpents the Prudence 


of the ſenſual Man, Children Innocence and Charity, old 
Men Wiſdom, and Virgins the Affections of Truth, &c. 
Bucceeding Generations, when the Science of Correſpond- 
| encies 
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encies was obliterated, began to worſhip as holy the 
Images ſet up by their Forefathers, becauſe they found 
them in and about their Temples, and at length they re- 
garded them as Deities. The Caſe was the ſame with 
other Nations, as with the Philiſthines in Aſhdod, whoſe 
God was Dagon, concerning whom ſee 1 Sam. v. 1, to 
the End; this Image was in 1t's upper Parts like a Man, 
but beneath like a Fith, and the Realbn was, becauſe Man 
ſignifies Intelligence, and Fiſh Science, which make One. 
Hence alſo it was that the Ancients worſhipped in Gars 
dens, and in Groves, according to the Species of Trees, 
and alſo upon Mountains and Hills; for Gardens and 
Groves ſignified Wiſdom and Intelligence, and every par- 
ticular 'I ree Somewhat relating thereto, as the Olive the 
Good of Love, the Vine Truth derived from that Good, 
the Cedar rational Good and Truth, and Mountain ſigni— 
fied the higheſt Heaven, and Hill the Heaven beneath. 
That the Science of Correſpondencies remained with ſe- 
veral of the Eaſtern Nations, even till the Coming of the 
Lord, may appear from the wiſe Men of the Eaſt, who 
came to the Lord at his Birth, wherefore a Star went be- 
fore them, and they brought with them Gifts, Gold, 
Frankincenſe, and Myrrh, Matt. ii. 1, 2, 9, 10, 11 ; for 
the Star which went before them ſignihed Knowledge 
from Heaven, Gold ſignified celeſtial Good, Frankincenſe 
ſpiritual Good, and Myrrh natural Good, which are the 
three component Principles of all Worſhip. But {till the 
Science of Correſpondencies was totally annihilated with 
the Iſraelitiſh and Jewiſh Nation, notwithſtanding that all 
Things appertaining to their Worſhip, and all the Judg- 
ments and Statutes given them by Moſes, and all Things 
contained in the Word, were mere Correſpondencies : 
The Reaſon was, becauſe in Heart they were Idolaters, 
and of ſuch a Nature and Temper, that they had no In- 
clination to know, that any Part of their Worſhip was 
ſignificative of Things Celeſtial and Spiritual; for the 

were deſirous that every Thing of that Sort ſhould be 
Holy of Itfelf| without any Reſpect to it's Correſpondence }, 
and ſhould be confined to them | as peculiar People]; 
wherefore if Things Celeſtial and Spiritual had been dif- 
covered to them, they would not only have rejected, but 
would allo have profancd _ for this Reaſon Heavea 


Was 
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was ſo ſhut up to them, that they ſcarce knew the Realit 
of a future and eternal Exiftence. That this was the Caſe 
appears evident from this Conſideration, that they did not 
acknowledge the Lord, although the Sacred Scripture 
throughout propheſied concerning Him, and foretold Him; 
they rejected Him merely on this Account, becauſe he 
taught them Leſſons relating to an heavenly, not to an 
earthly Kingdom; for they deſired a Meſſiah who would 
exalt them above all the Nations in the World, and not a 
Meſſiah who would provide for their eternal Salvation. 
Moreover they affirm that the Word containeth in it many 
Arcana, which are called Myſtical, but they have no In- 
clination to learn that thoſe Arcana relate to the Lord; 
nevertheleſs they are willing to learn, when they are told 
that they relate to Gold. 

24. The Reaſon why the Science of Correſpondencies, 
whereby the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word is opened, was 
not diſcovered in ſucceeding Times, was, becauſe Chriſ- 
tians in the primitive Church were Perſons of great Sim- 
plicity, ſo that it could not be diſcovered to them, for had 
it been diſcovered, it would have been uſeleſs and unintel- 
lipible. After their Times Darkneſs overſpread the whole 
Chriſtian World, by Reaſon of Papal Power and Domi- 
nion, and they who are ſubject thereto, and have con- 
firmed themſelves in it's falte Doctrines, have neither Ca- 
pacity nor Inclination to apprehend any Thing of a ſpiritual 
Nature, conſequently what is meant by the Correſpondence 
of Things natural with Things ſpiritual in the Word, for 
hereby they would be convinced that by Peter is not meant 
Peter, but the Lord as Peter, [or as a Rock ſignified by 
Peter; | and they would be convinced alfo, that the Word 
even to it's. inmoſt Contents is Divine, and that Papal 
Decrees are reſpectively of no Account. But after the 

deformation, inaſmuch as Men began to diſtinguith be- 
tween Faith and Charity, and to worthip God under three 
Perſons, conſequently to worſhip three Gods, whom they 
conceived go be One, therciore at that Time heavenly 
Fruths were concealed from them, for had they been dif- 
covered, they would have been fallthed, and would have 
been abuſed to the Contrination of Faith alone, without 
paying any Regard to Charity and Love; thus alſo Men 
would have cloſed Heaven againſt themſelves. 
” | | 25. The 
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25. The Reaſon why the Spiritual Senſe of the Word 
is at this Day made maniſeſt by the Lord is, becauſe the 
Doctrine of genuine Truth is now revealed; and this 
Doctrine, but no other, agreeth with the ſpiritual Senſe 
of the Word. This Senſe is likewiſe ſignified by the 
Lord's Appearing in the Clouds with Glory and Power, 
[or Virtue, | Matt. xxiv. 30, 31; which Chapter treateth 
of the Conſummation of the Age, by which is meant the 
laſt Time of the Church. The Opening of the Word as 
to it's ſpiritual Senſe was alſo promiſed in the Revelation, 
and that Senſe is there meant by the white Horſe, and by 
the per Supper to which all are invited, Chap. xix. IT 
to 18. That the ſpiritual Senſe for a long Time will not be 
acknowledged, by Reaſon of thoſe who are principled in 
Falſes of Doctrine, particularly concerning the Lord, and 
therefore do not admit Truths, is meant in the Revela- 
tions by the Beaſt, and by the Kings of the Earth, who 
were about to make War with Him that ſat on the white 
Horſe, Chap. xix. 19; by the Beaſt are meant the Roman 
Catholics, as Chap. xvii. 3; and by the Kings of the 
Earth are meant the Reformed, who are principled in 
Falſes of Doctrine. 

26. V. That from henceforth the ſpiritual Senſe of the 
Mord will be opened to none but thaſe, who are principled ix 
genuine Truths from ihe Lord. The Reaſon whereof is, 
becauſe no one can ſce the ſpiritual Senſe, except by In- 
fluence from the Lord Alone, and except he be principled 
in genuine Truths from Him; for the ſpiritual Senſe of 
the Word treateth of the Lord Alone, and of His King- 
dom, and it is this Senſe in which His Angels in Heaven 
are principled, inaſmuch as His Divine Truth is contained 
therein, which Divine Truth Man may violate, if he be 
principled in the Science of Correſpondencies, and is there- 
by delirous to explore the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word un- 
der the Influence of his own Underſtanding; for by Means 
of ſome Correſpondencies with which he is acquainted, 
it is poſſible he may pervert the ſpiritual Senſe, and even 
miſapply it to the Confirmation of what is Falſe, in which 
Caſe he violateth Divine 'Iruth and alſo Heaven; where- 
fore if any one is deſirous to open that Senſe of Himſelf, 
and not by Influence irom the Lord, Heaven is cloſed 
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againſt him, in which Caſe he either ſeeth Nothing, or is 
a Prey to ſpiritual Inſanity. A further Reaſon is, becauſe 
the Lord teacheth every one by Means of the Word, and 
according to thoſe Truths which are with Man, not im- 
mediately infuſing new Truths; wherefore unleſs Man be 
principled in Divine Truths, or if he be rincipled in only 
a few Truths and at the ſame Time in Falſes, it is poſſi- 
ble he may falſify Truths by thoſe Falſes, as is well known 
to be the Caſe with every Heretic in Regard to the literal 
Senſe of the Word; to prevent therefore any one's enter- 
ing into the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, and perverting 
the genuine Truth which belongeth to that Senſe, Guards 
are placed by the Lord, which in the Word are under- 
ſtood by Cherubs. This was ſignified to me by the fol- 
lowing Repreſentation ; “It was given me to ſee great 
« Purſes which had the Appearance of Bags, in which 
« was ſtored up Silver in great Abundance, and whereas 
« they were open, it ſeemed as if any one might take 
« out, yea ſteal away, the Silver therein depoſited : But 
«« near thoſe Purſes ſat two Angels, as Guards: The Place 
«© where they were laid appeared like a Manger in a Sta- 
* ble: In a neighbouring Apartment were ſeen modeſt 
„ Virgins with a chaſte Wife; and near that Apartment 
* ſtood two Infanis, and Information was given, that they 
«« were to be treated in their Sports, not in a childiſh Way, 
but according to Wiſdom: Af erwards there appeared 
* a Strumpet, and laſtly 2 Horſe lying dead. On ſeeing 
„ thele Things 1 was inſtructed, that thereby was repre- 
*© ſcented the literal Senſe of the Word, in which is con- 
** tained the ſpiritual Senſe : Thoſe large Purſes full of 
*« Silver Genified the Knowledges of Truth in great 
* Abundance: Their being open, and yet guarded by 
Angels, ſignified, that any one might take thence the 
« Knowledges of Truth. but that there was Need of 
* Caution leſt he ſhould falſify the ſpiritual Senſe in which 
are mere Truths: The Manger in the Stable, in which 
„the Purſes lay, ſignified ſpiritual Inſtruction for the 
„ Underſtanding ; this is the Signification of a Manger, 
* inaſmuch as a Horſe that feedeth therein ſignifieth Un- 
„ derſtanding: The modeſt Virgins, who were ſeen in a 
„ neighbouring Apartment, ſignified the Affe ctions of 
* Truth; and à chaſte Wife ſignified the Conjunction of

27. IN every Divine Work there is a Firſt, a Middle, 
and a Laſt, and the Firſt paſles through the Middle to the 
Laſt, and thereby exiſteth and ſubſilteth; hence the Laſt 
is the Basis. The Firſt alſo is in the Middle, and by 
the Middle in the Laſt, thus the Laſt is the Cox TINENT. 
And whereas the Laſt is the Continent and Baſis, it is alſo 
the FIRMAMENT. 

28. The learned Reader will be able to comprehend the 
Propriety of calling theſe Three, End, Cauſe, and Effect, 
and alſo Eſſe, Fieri, and Exiſtere; and that End anſwers 
to Eſſe, Cauſe to Fieri, and Effect to Exiſtcre; conſe. 
quently that in every Thing complete there is a Trine, 
which is called Firſt, Middle, and Laſt; alſo End, Cauſe, 
and Effect: and likewiſe Eſſe, Fieri, and Exiſtere. He 
who comprehendeth this Reaſoning will alſo comprehend, 
that every Divine Work is complete and perfect in the 
Laſt, and likewiſe that in the Laſt is contained All, be- 
cauſe prior Things are together therein,

* It may be expedient to inform the unlearned Reader, 
that the Word Continent is here uſed to ſignify that which 
containeth any Thing, being derived from the Latin Word 
contineo, ſignifying to contain; and the Word Firmament is 
uſed to ſignify that which ſupporteth or ſecureth any Thing, 
from the Latin Word firmo, ſignifying to ſupport or ſecure, 
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29. From this Ground it is, that by TurEE in the 
ſpiritual Senſe of the Word is meant what is complete 
and perfect, and likewiſe the All or Whole of a Thing 
together: And whereas this is the Signification of that 
Number, therefore it is ſo frequently applied in the 
Word, when that 1 is intended to be expreſſed, 
as in the following Paſſages, where it is written,“ That 
« Iſaiah ſhould go naked and barefoot Three Years,” Iſa. 
XX. 3. That Jehovah called Samuel Three Times, and 
« Samuel ran Three Times to Eli, and Eli underſtood him 
« the Third Time, 1 Sam. iii. 1 to 8, © That David 
« ſaid to Jonathan, that he would hide himſelf in the 
« Field Three Days; and that Jonathan afterwards ſhot 
« Three Arraws at the Stone; and that afterwards David 
« bowed himſelf Zhree Times before Jonathan,“ 1 Sam. 
XX. 5, 12, to 42. That Elijah ſtretched himſelf on 
« the Widow's Son Three Times,” 1 Kings xvil. 20. 
« That Elijah commanded to pour Water on the Burnt- 
« offering Three Times,” 1 Kings xviii. 34. That 
« Jeſus 25 the Kingdom of Heaven is like unto Leaven, 
« which a Woman took and hid in Three Meaſures of 
« Meal, till the Whole was leavened,” Matt. xiii. 33- 
« That Jeſus ſaid to Peter, that he ſhould deny him 
« Thrice,” Matt. xxvi. 34. That the Lord ſaid Thrice 
« to Peter, Loveſt thou Me,” John xxi. 15, 16, 17. 
« That Jonah was in the Whale's Belly Three Days and 
« Three Nights,” Jonah ii. 1. That Jeſus ſaid, Deſ- 
&« troy this Temple, and I will build it up in Three Days,” 
Matt. xxvi. 31. „ That Jeſus prayed in Gethſemane 
« Three Times, Matt. xxvi. 39 to 44. That Jeſus 
« roſe again on the Third Day,” Matt. xxviii. 1; not to 
mention many other Paſſages where ti:e Number Three is 
named, being applied to denote a finiſhed and perfect 
Work, becauſe ſuch a Work is ſignified by that Num- 
ber, 

30. Theſe Obſervations are premiſed with a View to 
the Concluſions which follow, in Order that they may be 
intelleQually comprehended, particularly at preſent with 
a View to this Concluſion, that the natural Senſe of the 
Word, which is the Senſe of the Letter thereof, is the 
Baſis, Continent, and Firmament of it's ſpiritual and ce- 


leſtial Senſe, 
31. That 
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31. That in the Word there are three Senſes, was ſhewn 
above, n. 6, 19; alſo that the celeſtial Senſe is it's Firſt 
Senſe, the ſpiritual Senſe it's Middle Senſe, and the natu- 
ral Senſe it's Laſt Senſe: Hence the rational Man may 
conclude, that the Firlt | Senſe or Principle] of the Word, 
which is celeſtial, paſſeth through it's Middle | Senſe or 
Principle, | which is ſpiritual, to it's Laſt, which is natu- 
ral; and that thus it's Laſt is the Bas1s; alſo that it's 
Firſt [Senſe or Principle |, which is celeſtial, is in it's Mid- 
dle, which is ſpiritual, and thereby in it's Laſt, which is 
natural, and that hence it's Laſt, which is natural, and is 
the literal Senſe of the Word, is the CONTINENT, and 
whereas it is the Continent and Baſis, that it is alſo the 
FIRMAMENT. | 

32. But how theſe "Things are, would require many 
Pages to explain fully, inaſmuch as they are the Arcana 
of Heaven, and the Subjects of Angelic Contemplation ; 
nevertheleſs they will be elucidated as far as poſſible, when 
we come to treat on the Angelic Wiſdom concerning the 
DiVINE PROVIDENCE, OMNIPOTENCE, OMN1IPRE- 
SENCE, OMNISCLIENCE, concerning the DivINE Love 
and DiviNE W1sDoM, and alſo concerning LIFE. Suf- 
fice it at preſent to be enabled to conclude from what hath 
been ſaid above, that the Word, which is a real Divine 
Work for the Salvation of Mankind, as to it's ultimate 
Senſe, which is natural, and 1s called the Senſe of the 
Letter, is the Baſis, Continent, and Firmament of two 
interior Senles. 

33. Hence it follows, that the Word, without the 
Senſe of it's Letter, would be like a Palace without a 
Foundation, conſequently like a Palace in the Air, and 
not on the Earth, Which would only be a Shadow of a 
Palace, and would vaniſh away : Alſo that the Word, 
without the Senſe of it's Letter, would be like a Temple, 
in which are ſeveral Holy Things, and in the Mid{t thereof 
the Holy of Holies, without a Roof and Walls which are 
the Continents thereof, in which Caſe it's Holy Things 
would be p'undered by Thieves, or would be violated by 
the Beaſts of the Earth, and the Birds of Heaven, 'and 
would thus be diſſipated. In like Manner it would be as 
a Tabernacle, in the inmoſt Place whereof is the Ark of 
the Covenant, and in the middle Part the Golden Candle- 
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Nick, the Golden Altar for Incenſe, and alſo the Table 
for Shew-Bread, which are it's Holy "Things, without 
it's Ultimates, which are Curtains and Veils. Yea, the 
Word, without the Senſe of it's Letter, would be like 
the human Body without it's Integuments, which are 
called Skins, and without it's Supporters, which are called 
Bones, in which Caſe all it's Interiors would vaniſh and 
be diſperſed: Or it would be like the Heart and Lungs in 
the 'T horax, without their Covering which is called the 
Pleura, and without their Supporters which are called the 
Ribs; or like the Brain . it's Covering which is 
called the Dura Mater, and without it's common Cover- 
ing, Continent, and Firmament, which is called the Skull, 
So would it be with the Word without it's literal Senſe, 
wherefore it is ſaid in Ifaiah, « That Jehovah will create 
« upon all the Glory a Covering,” iv. 5. 

34. Similar to this would be the Caſe with the Heavens, 
where the Angels dwell, without the World where Men 
dwell, Mankind being the Baſis, Continent, and Firma- 
ment thereof, and the Word being with Men and in them, 
For all the Heavens are diſtinguiſhed into two Kingdoms, 
which are called the Celeſtial Kingdom and the Spiritual 
Kingdom, and theſe two Kingdoms are founded on the 
Natural Kingdom where Men have their Abode: That 
the Angelic Heavens are diſtinguiſhed into two Kingdoms, 
the Celeſtial and the Spiritual, may be ſeen in the I reatiſe 
on HEAVEN and HELL, n. 20 to 28. 

35. That the Prophets of the Old "Teſtament repre- 


ſented the Lord as to the Word, and thereby ſignified the 


Doctrine of the Church derived from the Word, and that 
hence they were called Sons of Man, was ſhewn in the 
DocTRINE CONCERNING THE LORD, n. 28; whence 
it follows, that by the various Things which they ſuffered 
and endured, they repreſented the Violence offered by the 
Jews to the literal Senſe of the Word; as where Iſaiah 
was commanded “ to put off the Sackcloth from his 
„ Loins, and. his Shoe from his Foot, and to go naked 
and bare-foot three Years,” Iſaiah xx. 2, 3; in like Man- 
ner where Ezechiel was commanded “ to take a Barber's 
« Razor, and cauſe it to paſs upon his Head and upon 
« his Peard, and to burn a third Part in the Midſt of the 
« City, and to ſmite a third Part with the Sword, and to 
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* diſperſe a third Part to the Wind, and to bind a little 
«« thereof in his Wings, and at length to caſt it into the 
« Midſt of the Fire and burn it,“ Ezech. v. 1 to 4. The 
Ground and Reaſon of this Signification and Repreſenta- 
tion is, becauſe by the Head is ſignified Wiſdom derived 
from the Word, hence by Hair and by Beard is ſignified 
the Ultimate of Truth: In Conſequence of this Signifi« 
cation, it was a Mark of great Mourning, and allo a 
great Diſgrace, for any one to bring upom himſelf Bald- 
neſs, and likewiſe to appear bald: This too, and no other, 
was the Reaſon, why the Prophet ſhaved the Hair of his 
Head and his Beard, that thereby he might repreſent the 
State of the Jewiſh Church as to the Word: This too, 
and no other, was the Reaſon, why the Forty and two 
Children, who called Eliſha bald, were torn in Pieces by 
two Bears, 2 Kings ii. 23, 24, 25; for the Prophet, as 
was before obſerved, repreſented the Word, and Baldneſs 
ſignified that without it's ultimate Senſe. That the Na- 
rarites repreſented the Lord as to the Word in it's Ulti- 
mates, will be ſeen below, n. 49; and therefore it was an 
Ordinance with them, that they ſhould cauſe their Hair to 
row, and ſhould ſhave no Part of it; a Nazarite alſo in 
the Hebrew Tongue ſignifies Hair; It was alſo an Ordi- 
nance tor the High Prieſt, that he ſhould not ſhave his 
Head, Levit. xxl. 10; and in like Manner for the Father 
of a Family, Levit. xxi. 5. Hence it was, that Baldneſs 
was to them a great Diſgrace, as may appear from the 
following Paſſages, © On all Heads ſhall be Baldneſs, and 
% every Beard ſhaved,” Iſaiah xv. 2. Jer. xIviii. 37. 
„% On all Faces {hall be Shame, and on all Heads Bald- 
neſs,” Ezech. vii. 18, © Every Head was made bald, 
* and every Shoulder was deprived of Hair,“ Ezech. 
XXix. 18. I will cauſe Sackcloth to come up upon all 
„ Loins, and Baldneſs upon every Head,” Amos viii. 
10. Put on Baldneſs, and ſhave thyſelf becauſe of the 
« Sons of thy Delights, and dilate thy Baldneſs, becauſe 
« they have removed from thee,” Micah 1. 16; where by 
putting on and dilating Baldneſs, is ſignified to fallify the 
Truths of the Word in it's Ultimates, which being falſi. 
fied, as was done by the Jews, the whole Word 1s def. 
troyed; for the Ultimates of the Word are it's Props and 
Supports, yea, every rn is a Frop and Sup- 
A | | port 
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rt of it's celeſtial and f ſpiritual Truths. Inaſmuch as 
air ſignifies Truth in it's Ultimates, therefore in the 


* World, all who deſpiſe the Word, and falſify 


s literal Senſe, appear bald; but they who honour and 
love it, appear adorned with decent and becoming Hair. 
On this Subject fee alſo below, n. 49. 

36. The Word in it's ultimate or natural Senſe, 3 
is the Senſe of the Letter, is ſignified alſo by the Wall of 
the Holy Jeruſalem, the Buildi i ore was Jaſper, 
and by the Foundations of the Wau which were precious 
Stones, and alſo by the Gates which were Pearls, Rev. 
&x1. 18 to 21; for by Jeruſalem is ſignified the Church as 
to Doctrine; but more may be ſeen on this Subject in the 
following Article. From what hath been here obſerved 
it may appear, that the literal Senſe of the Word, which 
is natural, is the Baſis, Continent, and Firmament of it's 
interior Senſes, which are ſpiritual and celeſtial, |

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„We are ell aware that the Author's Reaſoning in this 
Plate. concerning ſucceſſive and ſmultancous Order, will 


appear to maily Readers obſcare and abſtracted.

deavouting to explain how the celeſtial: and ſpiritual Senſes 
of the Word exiſt together, and: at once, iti thę natural Senſe, 
V ith this View he diſtinguiſhes betweeri what he calls ſue- 

cellive 
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ceeds and follows another, from what is higheſt to what 
is loweſt; but in ſimultaneous Order one Thing is next 
to another from what is innermoſt to what is outermoſt, 
Succeſſive Order is like a Column with rees from 
higheſt to loweſt ; but ſimultaneous Order is like a Work 
whoſe Center and Oircumſerences have a regular Cohe- 
' rence even to the extremeſt Superficies. We ſhall now 
ſhew how ſucceſſive Order becometh, in it's Ultimate 
ſimultaneous Order, which is thus; the higheſt Parts of 
ſucceſſive Order become the inmoſt Parts of ſimultaneous 
Order, and the loweſt Parts of ſucceſſive Order become 
the outermoſt Parts of ſimultaneous Order; comparatively 
as a Column of Degrees, when it ſubſideth, becometh a 
coherent Body in a Plane. Thus what is ſimultaneous is 
formed from what is ſucceſſive, and this in all and every 
'Thing of the natural World, and in all and every Thing 
of the Spiritual World, for there is every where a Firſt, 
a Middle, and a Laſt, and the Firſt, by Means of the 
Middle, tendeth and proceedeth to it's Laſt, To apply 
now this Reaſoning to the Word. The celeſtial Princi- 
ple, the ſpiritual, and the natural, proceed from the Lord 
in ſucceſſive Order, and in the Ultimate they are in ſimul- 
- taneous Order; thus therefore the celeſtial and ſpiritual 
Senſes are together in the natural Senſe. If this be com- 
prehended, it may be ſeea how the natural Senſe of the

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ceſſive and ſimultaneous Order. By ſucceſſive Order he means 
. the Arrangement of Things, one after another, in regular 
Succeſſion, as of the different Degrees of a Column from 
Top to Bottom, or of the different States of the Atmoſphere, 
in Reſpe& to Denſity, from the Surface of the Earth up- 
wards, But by femultgntous Order he means the Arrangement 
of Things ane within another, as of the Contents between 
a Center and it's Circumferences; or as of the three Atmo- 
_— as exiſting one within the other; or as of the Soul, 
the animal Spirit, and the Body; or as of the End, the 
Cauſe, and the Effet. Thus he ſheweth, that as the End 
and the Cauſe exiſt together, and at once, in the Effect; and 
as the Soul and animal Spirit exiſt together, and at once, in 
the Body, ſo according to the ſame Law of ſimultaneous 
Order, the celeſtial and ſpiritual Senſes of the Word exiſt 
together and at once in the natural Senſe, 
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Word, which is the Senſe of the Letter, is the Baſis, 
Continent, and Firmament of it's ſpiritual and celeſtial 
Senſes ; alſo how the Divine Good and Divine Truth are 
in their Fulneſs, in their Sanctity, and in their Power, 
in the literal Senfe of the Word. 

39. From theſe Conſiderations it may appear, that the 
Word is the very eſſential Word in it's literal Senſe, for 
within in this Senſe there is Spirit and Life, the ſpiritual 
Senſe being it's Spirit, and the celeſtial Senſe it's Life. 
This is what the Lord ſaith, The Words which 1 ſpeak 
«« unto you are Spirit and Life, John vi. 63. The Lord 
ſpake his Words before Men, and in a natural Senſe. 

he ſpiritual Senſe and the celeſtial Senſe are not the Word 
without the natural Senfe, which is the Senſe of the Let- 
ter, for in this Cafe they are as Spirit and Life without a 
Body; or, as was obferved above, n. 33, like a Palace 
without a Foundation, | 

40. The Truths of the litera} Senſe of the Word, in 
Part, are not naked Truths, but Appearances of Truth, 
and as Similitudes and Compariſons, taken from ſuch 
Things as are in Nature, conſequently which are accom- 
modated and adapted to the Apprehenſion of the Simple, 
and likewiſe of Infants: But inaſmuch as they are Cor- 
reſpondencies, they are the R: cipients and Abodes of ge- 
nuine* Truth, and are as it were Veſſels which incloſe and 
contain it, gait as a Chryſtal Cup inclofeth excellent Wine, 
and as a Silver Diſh containeth wholeſome Food ; they 
are alſo like Garments for Covering, as Swaddling Cloaths 
for Infants, and handſome Raiment for beautiful Virgins; 
they are further like the Scientifics of the natural Man, 
which comprehend in them the Perceptions and Affections 
of Truth of the ſpiritual Man. The naked Truths them- 
felves with are thus included, contained, ctoathed, and 
comprehended, are in the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, 
and the naked Croodnefies are in it's celeſtial Lenſe: But 
let this be illuflrated frem the Word; “ Jeſus ſaid, Wo 
* unto you Scribes- and Fhariſees, for ye cleanſe the Out. 
*« fide of the Cup and Platter, but the inner Parts are full 
* of Rapine and Exceſs : l hou blind Phariſee, cleanſe 
« firſt the inrer Part of the Cup and Platter, that the 
„ Qurfide may be clean allo,” Matt. xxii. 25, 26. The 
Lord here lpcaks by Ultimatcs, or T hings that are of 105 
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laſt and loweſt Order in Nature, and which contain Things 
of an higher and inner Order, and uſes the Terms Cup 
and Platter, and by Cup is meant Wine, and by Wine 
the Truth of the Wor , and cpr is meant Meat, 
and by Meat the Good of the Word; by cleanſing the 
Inſide of the Cup and Platter, is meant to purify the In- 
teriors, which relate to the Will and the Thought, con- 
ſequently to Love and Faith, by the Word; by ſaying, 
that thus the Outſide would be clean, is meant, that thus 
the Exteriors relating to Work and Word would be puri- 
fied, for the latter derive their Eſſence from the former. 
Take another Inſtance; ** Jeſus ſaid, there was a certain 
* rich Man, who was cloathed in Purple and fine Linen, 
« and fared ſumptuouſly every Day; and there was a cer- 
„ 'tain poor Man named Lazarus, who lay at his Gate 
„ full of Sores,” Luke xvi. 19, 20. In this Paſſage alſo 
the Lord ſpake by natural Things, which were Correſ. 
ondencies, and contained Spiritual Things; by the rich 
Man is meant the Jewiſh Nation, which is called rich as 
poſſeſſing the Word, wherein are ſpiritual Riches; by 
the Purple and fine Linen with which he was cloathed, is 
ſignified the Good and Truth of the Word, by Purple 
it's Good, and by fine Linen it's Truth; by faring ſum 
euouſly every Day, is ſignified the Satisfaction and Delight 
they had in poſſeſſing and reading the Word; by the poor 
Lazarus are ſignified the Gentiles, who had not the 
Word; that they were deſpiſed and rejected by the Jews, 
is ſignified by Lazarus being laid at the Gate of the rich 
Man full of Sores. The Reaſon why the Gentiles are 
meant by Lazarns is, becauſe the Gentiles were beloved 
of the Lord, like Lazarus who was raiſed from the Dead, 
ohn xi. 3, 5, 36; and who is called the Lord's Friend, 
Joh Xi. 11; and fat at Table with the Lord, John xii. 2. 
"rom the two Paſſages above it appears, that the Truths 
and Goods of the literal Senſe of the Word are as the 
Veſſels to contain, and as the Garments to cover the naked 
Truth and Good, which lie hid in the ſpiritual and celeſ- 
tial Senſe of the Word. 

41. The Word being ſuch in the Senſe of the Letter, it 
follows, that they who are principled in Divine Truths, and 
in a Faith that the Word is in it's Boſom inwardly Holy 
and Divine, (and eſpecially if they helieve the Word to be 
ſuch by Virtue of it's ſpiritual and celeſtial tenſe) ws

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they read the Word under Illumination from the Lord, 
ſee Divine Truths in a natural Light; for the Light of 
Heaven, in which the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word is, flows 
Into the natural Light, in which the literal Senſe of the 
Word is, and illumines the intellectual Principle of Man, 
which is called the natural Principle, and cauſes it to ſee 
and acknowledge Divine 1 ruths, where they ſtand appa-

42. Inaſmuch as our Word in it's inmoſt Boſom, by 
Virtue of it's celeſtial Senſe, is as a kindling Flame, and 
in it's middle Boſom, by Virtue of it's ſpiritual Senſe, is 
as a radiant Light, it follows, that in it's ultimate Boſom, 
by Virtue of it's natural Senſe, in which are the two 
interior Senſes, it is as a Ruby and a Diamond; as a 
Ruby by Virtue of it's celeſtial Flame, and as a Diamond 
by Virtue of it's ſpiritual Light, The Word being ſuch 
in it's literal Senſe by Virtue of it's Tranſparence, theres 
fore the Word in this Senſe is meant by the FouxDaA- 
TIONS OF THE WALL OF JERUSALEM; by the URiM 
AND THUMMIM IN AARON's Erhop; by the GARDEN 
or EDEN in which the King of Tyre had been; and alſo 
by the CURTAINS AND VAILS OF THE TABERNACLE; 
and by the EXTERNALS Or THE TEMPLE AT JERU+ 
SALEM; but in it's own effential Glory by the LoRD Ar 
HIS TRANSFIGURATION., | 
43+ That the Truths of the literal Senſe Fl the Word are 
meant by the Foundations of the new Jeruſa in the Reve- 
lation, Chap. xxi. follows from this Conſideration, that 
by the new 1 is meant a new Church as to Doc- 
trine, according to what was ſhewn in the DocrRINE 
CONCERNING THE LORD, n. 62, 62; wheretore by the 
Wal} thereof, and by the Foundations of the all, 
Nothing elſe can be underſtood but the External of the 
Word, wv hich is the Senſe of it's Letter, for it is this 
Senſe from which Doctrine is derived, ard by Doctrine 
the Church; and this is like a Wall with Foundations, 
which incloſeth and ſecureth a City.

« the ſeventh a Chryſolite, the eighth a Beryl, the ninth 
« a Topaz, the tenth a Chryſopraſus, the eleventh a 
« Jacinth, the twelfth an AmethyR,” XX1. 17, 18, 19, 20; 
by the Number 144 ate ſignified all the Truths and Good- 
neſſes of the Church derived from Doctrine grounded in 
the literal Senſe of the Word; the ſame is ſignified by 
Twelve; by a Man is ſignified es; by an Angel 
is ſignified: Divine Truth whence Intelligence is derived; 
by Meaſore is ſignified their Quality; by a Wall and it's 
Foundations is fignified the Senſe of the Letter of the 
Word, and by precious Stones, the Truths of good Things 
of the Word in their Order, from-whence DoBtine is 
derived, and by Doctrine the Church. 

44. That the Truths and good Things of the literal Senſe 
5 the Word are underſtood by the Urim and Thummim. T 
-Urim and Thummim were upon Aaron's Ephod, by 
whoſe Prieſthood the Lord was repreſented as to Divine 
Good, and as to the Work of Salvation; by the Gar- 
ments of the Prieſthood, or the Garments of Holineſs, 
was repreſented the Divine Truth originating in the Di- 
vine Good; by the Ephod was repreſented the Divine 
Truth in it's Ultimate, conſequently the Word in the lite. 
ral Senſe, for this is the Divine Truth in it's Ultimate, as 
was ſhewn above; hence by the twelve precious Stones, 
with the Names of the twelve Tribes of Iſrael, which 
were the Urim and Thummim, were repreſented Divine 
Truths, originating in the Divine Good, in the Complex. 
Concerning theſe it is thus written, «They ſhall make 
« the Ephod of Gold, of Blue, of Purple, of Scarlet, and 
„ fine twined Linen; and they ſhall make the Breaſt. 
« Plate of Judgment according to the Work of the Ephod, 
and thou ſhalt fill it with F fines of Stone, four Orders 
„ of Stone; a Ruby, a bar as and a Carbuncle, the firſt 
% Order; an Emerald, a Sapphire, and a Diamond, the 
« {econd Order; a Ligure, an Agate, and an Amethyſt, 
„the third Order; a Beryl, an Onyx, and a Jaſper, 
the fourth Order. Theſe Stones ſhall: be according to 
the Names of the Children of Iſracl; the Engravings 
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% of a Signet ſhall be for the Twelve Tribes according 
* to the 3 of each: And Aaron ſhall carry upon the 
«« Breaſt-Plate of Judgment the Urim and Thummim, and 
"* they ſhall be upon Aaron's Heart when he entereth in 
* before Jehovah,” Exod. xxviii. 6, 15 to 21, 30. What 


1s repreſented by Aaron's Garments, his Ephod, his Robe, 


his Coat, his Mitre, and his Girdle, may be ſeen explained 
in the HEAVENLY MYSTERIES, where this Chapter is 
treated of; it is there ſhewn, that by the Ephod is repre- 
ſented Divine Truth in it's Ultimate; that by precious 
Stones are repreſented Truths rendered tranſparent by 
Good; by twelve precious Stones, all ultimate Truths 
rendered tranſparent by the Good of Love in their Order; 
by the Twelve Tribes of Iſrael, all Ihings appertaining 
to the Church; by the Breaſt-Plate, Divine Truth origi- 
nating in the Divine Good; by the Urim and Thummim, 
the Reſplendence of Nivine Truth in the Ultimate origi- 
nating in the Divine Good, for Urim is Fire bright and 
Jacid, and Thummim is Reſplendence in the Angelic 
Torgne, and Integrity in the licking Tongue; it is fur- 
ther ſhewn in the ſame Book of HEAVENLY MYSTE- 
RIES, that Anſwers were given by the Variegations of 
Light, and at the ſame Time by tacit Perception, or by 
expreſs Declaration in Words. Hence it may appear, 


that by theſe precious Stones were alſo ſignified Truths 


derived from Good in the Ultimate Senſe of the Word; 
for by no other Truths are Anſwers given from Heaven, 
inaſmuch as the Divine Proceeding is in it's Fulneſs in 
that Senſe. That precious Stones and Diadems ſignify 
Divine Truths in their Ultimates, ſuch as are in the lite- 


ral Senſe of the Word, was made manifeſt to me from 


the precious Stones and Diadems, which I ſaw in the 
* World amongſt the Angels and Spirits therein; 
they ſerved in ſome Cates for Ornaments of Dreſs, and 


in others they were. depolited in Cabinets, and it was given 
we to know, that they correſponded with Truths in the 
Ultimates, nay,: that they had even thence their Origin 


and brilliant Appearance. It was by Reaſon of ſuch their 
Signification, that Diadems were ſeen by John on the 
Head of the Dragon, Rev. xii. 3; and on the Horns of 
the Beaſt, Rev. xiii. 1; and that precious Stones were 
ſeęn on the Whore who ſat on the Scarlet Beaſt, Rev. 
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xvii. 4; fuch Ornaments were ſeen by John, becauſe by 
the Dragon, the Beaſt, and the Whore, are ſignified thoſe 
in the Chriſtian World, who are in Poſſeſſion of the 


Ward.” * 

45. That the Truths of the literal Sou of the Mord are 
„ ae by the' precious Stones in the Garden of Eden, in 
which the Kine of , Tyre is ſaid to have been. It is written 
in Ezechiel concerning the King of Tyre, © Thou ſealeſt 
«up hy Sum, full of Wiſdom, and perfect in Beauty; 
« thou haſt been in Eden the Garden of God; every pre- 
« cious Stone was thy Covering, the Ruby, the Topaz, 
© and the Diamond, the Beryl, the Onyx, and the J , i 
the Sapphire, the Chryſopraſe and the Emerald, and 
« Gold,“ xxvii. 12, 13; by Lyre in the Word are ſigni- 
fied the Knowledges of Truth and Good; by King is 
ſignified the Truth of the Church; by the Garden of Eden 
is ſignified Wiſdom and Intelligence derived from the 
Word; by precious Stones are ſignified Truths tranſparent 
by Virtue of Good, ſuch as are the Truths in the literal 
Senſe of the Word, and it is by Reaſon of this Significa- 
tion of precious Stones, that they are called his Covering; 
that the Senſe of the Letter covereth the interior Things 
of the Word, may be ſeen in the preceding Article. 

46. That the literal Senſe / the Mord is fenified by the 
Curtains and Veils of the Tabernacle. By the Tabernacle 
was repreſented Heaven and the Church, wherefore it's 
Form was deſcribed by Jehovah on Mount Sinai; hence 
by all Things which were in the Tabernacle, as the Can- 
dleftick, the golden Altar for Incenſe, and the Table on 
which was the Bread of Faces, were repreſented and con- 
ſequently ſignified the Holy Things of Heaven and of the 
Church; ſo alſo by the Holy of Holies, where was the 
Ark of the Covenant, was repreſented and conſequently 
ſignified the Inmoſt of Heaven and of the Church; and 
thus too by the Law itſelf, which was written on two 
Tables of Stone, and incloſed in the Ark, was ſignified 
the Lord as to the Word; now whereas external Things 
derive their Efſence from internal Things, and both from 
what is Inmoſt, which in this Caſe was the Law, there- 
fore the holy Things of the Word were alſo repreſented 
and ſignified by all Things appertaining to the Taberna- 
cle; hence it follows, that by the Ultimates of the Taber- 
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nacle, which were the Curtains and Veils, conſequently 
the Coverings and the Continents, were ſignified the Ul. 
timates of = Word, which are the T ruths and Goods of 
it's literal Senſe: It was by Reaſon of this their Significa« 
tion, that “ all the Curtains and Veils were made of fine 
« twined Linen, and of Blue, and Purple, and Scarlet, 
«« with Cherubs,“ Exod. xvi. 1, 31, 36. What was in 
eneral and in particular repreſented and ſignified by the 
Tabernacle, and by all Tings contained therein, is ex- 
2 in the HEAVENLY MYSTERIES treating on that 
apter of Exodus, and it is there ſhewn, that by the 
Curtains and Veils were repreſented the Externals of Hea- 
ven and of the Church, conſequently alſo the Externals 
of the Word; alſo that by fine Linen is ſignified Truth 
derived from a fpiritual Origin; by Blue, Truth derived 
from a celeſtial Origin; by Purple, celeſtial Good; by 
Scarlet, ſpiritual Good; *. by Cherubs, the Guards or 
Securities of the interior Things of the Word. | 
47. That the Externals of the Word, which are the 
Things appertaining to the literal Senſe, were Yepreſented by 
the External of the Temple at 88 The Reaſon is, 
becauſe the Temple and the Tabernacle were repreſenta- 
tive of ſimilar Things, viz. of Heaven and the Church, 
and conſequently of the Word alſo. 'That the Temple at 
Jeruſalem was fenificative of the Lord's Divine Humani- 
ty, He himſelf teaches in theſe Words, “ Deſtroy this 
Temple, and in three Days I will raiſe it up; but he 
«« ſpake of the Temple of his Body,” John ii. 19, 21; 
and where the Lord is ſignified, the Word alſo is ſignified, 
becauſe the Lord is the Word. Now whereas b the 
interior 'l hings of the Temple were repreſented the in- 
terior Things of Heaven and of the Church, conſequently 
of the Word alſo, therefore by it's exterior Things were 
repreſented and ſignified the exterior Things of Heaven 
and the Church, and conſequently of the Word alſo, which 
are the Things appertaining to it's literal Senſe. Con- 
cerning the exterior Things of the Temple it is written,, 
« That they,were built of entire Stone not hewn, and of 
« Cedar within; and that all the Walls thereof within 
« were carved with Cherubs, and Palms, and Openings of 
« Flowers; and the Floor was overlaid with Gold,” 1 
Kings vi. 7. 29, 30; by all which Things alſo Wy noni: | 
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fied the Externals of the Word, which are the holy Things 
Tin the Wind in #r Gl ſented by the 

48. That the Word in it's was repre the 
Lord when he was transfigured. It i written of the Lord, 
when he was transfigured in the Preſence of Peter, James, 
and John, That his Face ſhone like the Sun; his Rai- 
* ment was white as Light; and that there appeared 
„ Moſes and Elias talking with him; and that a bright 
Cloud overſhadowed the Diſciples, and a Voice was 
« heard from the Cloud, ſaying, This is my beloved Son, 
„hear ye Him,” Matt. xvii. 1 to 5. It has deen given 
me to underſtand, that the Lord, on this Occaſion, re- 
preſented the Word; by his Face, which ſhone as the 
Sun, was repreſented his Divine Good; by his Raiment 
which was as Light, his Divine Truth; by Moſes and 
Elias, the hiſtorical and prophetical Word, by Moſes the 
Word which was written by him, and in general the 
hifforical Word, and by Elias the Nen, dy 
the bright Cloud which overſhadowed the Diſciples, the 
Word in the Senſe of the Letter; wherefore out of this 
the Voice was heard, which ſaid, This is my beloved Son, 
hear ye Him; for all Declarations and Re ſponſes from 
Heaven are = only in and by Things ultimate, ſuch as 
are in the literal Senſe of the Word, for they are then 
given in their Fullneſs from the Lord. 

49. It hath been ſhewn above, that the Word in it's 
natural Senſe, Which is the Senſe of the Letter, is in it's 
SanRity and in it's Fulneſs; it remaineth to ſhew, that the 
Word in that Senſe is in it's Powter. What and how 

reat is the Power of the Divine Truth in the Heavens 
and alſo un the Earths, may appear from what is ſaid in 
the Treatiſe on Heaven and 1 ELL concerning the Power 
of the Angels, n. 228 to 233. The Power of the Divine 
Truth operates eſpecially againſt Falſes and Evils, conſe- 
quently againſt the Hells; whoſoever engages in Combat 
againſt theſe, muſt ſupport it by Truths from the literal 
Senfe of the Word; the Lord's Puwer to ſave Man is by 
Means of the Truths which he receives, for by Truths 
derived from the Mkeral Senſe of the Word, Man is re- 
formed and on; rt and 1s then taken out of Hell 
and introduced into Heaven; this Power the Lord took 
upon him even as to his Divine Humanity, after that he 
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had fuffilbed all, the Contents of the Word even to it's 
Ultimates; wherefore he ſaid to the High-Prieſt, (Oeak- 
ing of the Time Wben by the Paſſion of the Croſ he 
ſhould have completed w hat remained to be fulfilled) 
« Hereaſter ve hall ſee the Son of Man fitting on the 
« right Hand af. Power, and coming in the Clouds of 
Heaven,“ Matt, xxvi. 64. Mark xiv. 62. The Son of 
Man is the Lord as to the Word; the Clouds of Heaven 
ſignify the Word in the Senſe of. the Letter; to ſit on the 
right Hand of God is Omnipotence by the. Word; as alſa 
Mark Xvi. 19, The Power of the 3 by Virtue of 
the Ultimates of ruth was repreſented by „ in 
the Jewiſh Church, and by Samſon, of whom it is ſaid, 
that he ſhould be a, Nazarite from his Mother's Womb, 
and that. Power conſiſted in his Hair; by a Nazarite and 
the Nazariteſhip is -alſo ſignified Hair: That Samſon's 
Power was in his Hair, he himſelf declareth in theſe 
Words, “There hath, not come a Razor upon mine Head, 
«, becauſe I am a Nazarite from my Mother's Womb; 
« 1f I be ſhaven, then my Strength will depart. from me, 
« and I ſhall become weak, and {hall be like any Man,” 
Judges xvi. 17. Nope can know why. the Nazariteſhip, 
by which is ſignifizd Hair, was inſtituted; and whence it 
is, that Samſon derived Strength from Hair, unleſs he 
knoweth what'is ſignified in the Word hyHead,; b Head 
18 ſgnified-celeftial Wiſdom, „ hich A. Js and Men re- 
ceive from the Lord by D vine Tröthz; ce bythe Hair 
ol the, Head is ſignified celeſtial Wiſdargan the Ultimates, 
and alſo Divine Truth in the Ultimates. . This being the 
Signihication of, Hai, by Reaſon of Fa Pats Ba 
with the Heavens, therefore” it was ordrined as a Statute 
for the Nazarites, * That they ſhould not ſhave the Hair 
of their Head, becauſe that is the Nazariteſhip of God 
upon their Head,” Numb, vi. 1 to 21; and it was further 
ordained, ** I hat the High-Prieſt and his Sons ſhould not 
% ſhave' their Heads, leſt they ſhould, die, and Wrath 
« ſhould come upon all the Houſe of Ifra-l,” Levit. x. 6. 
Hair being ſg Holy, by Reaſon of this Signification ori- 
ginating in Correſpondence, therefore the Son of Man, 
Who is the Lord as to the Word, is deſcribed even in 
Regard to his Hair, «That it was as White Wool, like 
Snow,“ Rev. i. 14.10 alſo is the Aucient of Days” 
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deſcribed, Dan. vii. 9. On this Subject alſo Somewhat 
may be ſeen above, n. 35. In Fine, the true Ground 
and Reaſon why the Power of the Divine Truth or Word 


is in the Senſe of the Letter is, becauſe in that Senſe the 


Word is in it's Fulneſs, and becauſe in thut Senſe the 


Angels of both the Lord's Kingdoms, and Men, are to- 
gether united. | 


That the Doctrine of the Church ought to be 


drawn. from the literal Senſe of the Word, 
and be confirmed thereby. 


50. IT was ſhew in the foregoing Article, that the 
Word, in it's literal Senſe, is in it's Fulneſs, in it's Sane— 
tity, and in it's Power; and whereas the Lord is the 
Word, as being the All of the Word, it follows, that the 
Lord in that Senſe is moſt eſpecially preſent, and that by 
Virtue thereof he teacheth and enlighteneth Man. But 
it may be expedient to prove theſe Propoſitions under 
ſeveral Articles arranged in the following Order, I. That 
the Word without Doctrine is unintelligible. II. That 
Doctrine ought to be drawn from the literal Senſe of the 
Word. III. But that Divine Truth, which ought to be 
the Reſult of Doctrine, can appear to none, but thoſe who 
are in Illumination from the Lord, 

51. I. That the Mord without Doctrine 15 unintelligible, 
The Reaſon is, becauſe the Word, in it's literal Senſe, 
conſiſteth of mere Correſpondencies, to the End that ſpi- 
ritual and celeſtial Things may be together in it, and that 
every ſingle Expreſſion may be their Continent and Sup- 
port;; therefore Divine Truths in the literal Senſe are 
rarely found naked, but clothed, in which State they are 
called Appearances of Truth, and are for the moſt Part 
accommodated to the Apprehenſion of the Simple, who 
are not uſed to any Elevation of their Thoughts above 
viſible Objects. There are alſo ſome Truths which ap- 
pear like Bantredictions, when nevertheleſs there is not 
a ſingle Contradict on in the Word, if it be viewed in 
it's own ſpiritual Light: In ſome Parts likewiſe of the 
Prophetic Writings, there is a Collection of * of 
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Places and Perſons, from which in the Letter no Senſe 


can be gathered, as in the Paſſages above adduced, n. 15. 


Such then being the Nature of the Word in it's literal 
Senſe, it muſt be very evident, that without Doctrine it 
cannot poſſibly be underſtood. But this will be beſt illuſ. 
' trated by Examples; it is ſaid, for Inſtance, ** that Jeho- 
« vah repenteth,” Exod. xxxii. 12, 14. Jonah ili. 9. 
Chap. iv. 2; and it is alſo ſaid, “ that Jehovah doth not 


«« repent,” Numb. xxiii, 19. 1 Sam. xv. 29; which ap- 


parently contradictory Paſſages, without Doctrine, are not 
reconcileable. It is ſaid, that Jehovah viſiteth the Ini- 
quity of the Fathers upon the Children to the third and 
40 Hh Generation,” Numb. xiv. 18; and it is likewiſe 
ſaid, “ that the Fathers ſhall not be put to Death for the 
« Children, neither the Children for the Fathers, but 
% every Man ſhall be put to Death for his own Sin,“ 
Deut. xxiv. 16. Theſe Paßt es, without Doctrine, ſeem 
contradictory; but when illuſtrated by Doctrine, they are 
in perfect Agreement. Jeſus ſaith, “ Aſk, and it ſhall 
« be given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall find; knock, and it 
« ſhall be opened unto you; without Doctrine it might 
be ſuppoſed, from theſe Words, that every one would cer- 
tainly receive what he requeſteth ; but Doctrine teacheth, 
that whatſoever a Man aſketh of the Lord, and under his 
Influence, that is granted him; for thus the Lord ex- 
plaineth himſelf, “ If ye abide in Me, and my Words 
«« abide in you, ye ſhall aſk what ye will, and it ſhall be 
% done unto you,” John xv. 7. The Lord faith, 
„ Bleſſed are the Poor, for their's is the Kingdom of 
« God,” Luke vi. 20. Without Doctrine it may be 
imagined, that Heaven is deſigned for the Poor, and not 
for the Rich; but Doctrine teacheth, that the Poor in 
Spirit are here meant; for the Lord ſaith in another Place, 
« Bleſſed are the Poor in Spirit, for their's is the King- 
« dom of Heaven,” Matt. v. 5. Again, the I ord faith, 
„Judge not, that ye be not judged; for with what Judg- 
« ment ye judge, ye ſhall be 1 Matt. vii. 1, 2. 


Luke vi. 37 Z without Doctrine a Perſon might here de 


led to this Concluſion, that he ought not to judge, in 
Reſpect to an evil Man, that he is evil; whereas from. 
Doctrine it Wm that it is lawful to judge, if it be 
done righteouſly, for the Lord ſaith, © Judge righteous 
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ve F. iy vii. 24. Again, the Lord ſaith, 
«« not ye called Rabbi, for one is your Maſter, even 
„ Chriſt; and call no Man your Father upon Earth, for 
« one is your Father in Heaven; neither be ye called 
„% Maſters, for one is your Maſter, even Chriſt,” Matt. 
Xxiii. 8, 9, 10. Theſe Words, unexplained by Doctrine, 
would ſeem to imply, that it is not lawful to call any 
Perſon Rabbi, Father, or Maſter ; whereas by Doctrine 
we learn, that it is lawful in a natural Senſe, though it 
be unlawful in a ſpiritual Senſe. Again, Jeſus ſaid to his 
Diſciples, When the Son of Man fhall fit upon the 
« Throne of his Glory, ye alſo ſhall fit upon twelve 
% 'Thrones, judging the twelve Tribes of Iſrael,” Matt. 
xix. 28, From theſe Words it might be concluded, that 
the Diſciples of the Lord are to fit hereafter in Judgment; 
when the Truth is, they cannot judge any Perſon ; 
Doctrine therefore muſt explain how this Myſtery is to 
be underſtood, and thus unfolds it, by teaching that the 
Lord alone, who is omniſcient, and knoweth all Hearts, 
is to ſit in Judgment, and is able to judge; and that by 
his twelve Diſciples is meant the Church, in Reſpect to 
all the Truths and Goods which it hath from the Lord, 
by Means of the Word; from whence Doctrine con- 
dudes, that thoſe Truths and Goods are to judge every 
one, according to the Words of the Lord in Tobi Chap. 
iti. 17, 18. Chap. xii. 47, 48. Whoſoever readeth the 
Word without Doctrine, knoweth not how thoſe Things 
cohere together, which are ſpoken oy the Prophets con- 
cerning the Jewiſh Nation and Jeruſalem, where it is ſaid 
that the Church ſhall continue with that Nation, and it's 
Seat abide in that City for ever, as in the following Places, 
6 8 ſhall viſit his Flock, the Houſe of Judah, and 
« ſhall place them as a Horſe of Glory in War; out of 
iim came forth the Corner, out of him the Nail, and 
« out of him the Bow of War,” Sach. x. 3, 4. 
« Rehold I come to dwell in the Midſt of thee, and 
« Jehovah ſhall make Judah an Inheritance, and ſhall 
« again chuſe Jeruſalem,” Sach. ii. 14. 15, 16. It 
ſhall come to paſs in that Day, the Mountains ſhall 
© drop down new Wine, and the Hills ſhall flow with 
75 Milk, and Judah ſhall be for ever, and Jeruſalem from 
« Generation to Generation,” Joel ii. 28, 19, r 
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«« Behold the Days come, in which I will Tow the Houſe 
„ of Iſrael, and the Houſe of Judah with the Seed of 
« Man; and in which I will make a new Covenant with 
« the Houſe of Iſrael and with the Houſe of Judah; and 
„this is the Covenant, I will put my Law it the Midſt 
* of them, and will write it upon their Heart, and I will 
be to them a God, and they ſhall be to Me a People,” 
Jerem. xxxi. 27, 31, 33- In that Day ten Men out 
« of all Languages of tar fhall take hold of the Skirt 
« of a Man Jew, ſaying,” We will go with you, for we 
4 have heard that God is with you,” Sach. viii. 22, 23 
ſo in ther Places, as Iſaiah xliv. 24, 26. Chap. xlix. 
22, 23. Chap. Ixv. 9. Chap. Ixvi.'20, 22. Jerem. iii. 
18. "Ol 4 Xxlit. 5. Chap. 1. 19, 20. Nahum ii. 1. 
Malach. iti; 4 ; where the Coming of the Lord is treated 
of, and it is ſaid that theſe Things will come to paſs. 
But the contrary is declared in many other Paſſages, of 
which the following only ſhall be here noticed, “ I will 
« hide my Faces from them, I will ſer what their Poſte- 
* rity ſhall be, for they are a Generation of Perverſions, 
Children in whom there is no Faithfullneſs ; I ſaid, 1 
« will caſt them out into Corners, I will make the Re- 
% membrance of them to ceaſe from Man, for they are 
« a Nation void of Counſel, neither is there any Under- 
« ſtanding in them. Their Vine is of the: Vine of 
«« Sodom, and of the Fields of Gomorrah ; their Grapes 
« are the Grapes of Gall, their Cluſters are of Bitter- 
« neſs; their Wine is the Poiſon of Dragons, and the 
«« cruel Venom of Aſps. All that is hid up with Me;. 
«« ſealed up in my Treaſures : To Me belongeth Ven- 
« geance and Retribution,” Deut. xxxii. 20 to 35; 
theſe Things are ſpoken concerning that Nation, as are 
alſo Things of a ſimilar Nature elſewhere ; ſee Iſaiah. 
iii. 1, 2, 8. Chap. v. 3 to 6. Deut. ix. 5, 6. Matt, xii. 
0. Chap. xxiii. 27, 28. John viii. 44; and in Jeremiah. 
3 | 

and Ezechiel throughout: Now the above Paſlages, al - 
though they appear contradictory and irreconcileable, are 
nevertheleſs” perfectly conſiſtent with each other When 
viewed in their true Light according to Doctrine, which 
teacheth that by Iſrael and Judah in the Word are not 
underſiood Iſrael and Judah, but the Church in both 
Niles) in the one Senſe that it is vaſtated, and in ww 
1 | | other 
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other Senſe that it is to be re-eſtabliſhed by the Lord. 
The Caſe is the ſame with other Parts of the Word; 
whence it manifeſtly appears, that the Word without 
Doctrine is unintelligible. 

52. From what has been faid it may appear, that they 
who read the Word without Doctrine, or who do not 
form to themſelves a Doctrine from the Word, are in 
the Dark concerning every Truth, and that their Minds 
are 3 and unſtable, prone to Errors, and may 
eaſily be led into Hereſies, which they alſo embrace if 
they aſpire after Favour or Authority, provided they do 
not thereby endanger their Reputation ; for the Word is 
to them as a Candleſtick without Light, and they ſee in 
the Dark as it were many Things, when nevertheleſs 


they ſee ſcarcely any N at all, for it is Doctrine alone 


that 4 2 as a Candle. I have ſeen ſuch exa- 
mined by the Angels, and it was found, that they could 
confirm from the Word whatever they pleaſed, and that 
they do confirm whatever relates to the Love of Self, 
and of thoſe Things which they delight in: I have alſo 
ſeen ſuch ſtripped of their Clothes, as a Token that 
they were deſtitute of Truths ; Garments in the ſpiritual 
World are Truths, 

53. II. That Doctrine ought 10 be drawn from the li- 
teral Senſe of the Mord, and to be confirmed thereby. The 
Reaſon 1s, becauſe the Lord is preſent in that Senſe alone, 
1 teaching him the Truths of the Church; 
for all the Lord's Operations are performed in Fulneſs, 
and the Word in it's literal Senſe is in it's Fulneſs, as 
was ſhewn above: Hence it is, that Doctrine ought to 
be drawn from the literal Senſe. 

54. That the Word is not only intelligible by Doctrine, 
but is alſo, as it were, luminous, appears from the 
Word's not being intelligible without Doctrine, and like 
a Candleſtick without Light, as was ſhewn above, The 
Word, therefore, is intelligible by DoQtrine, and is like 
a Candleſtick with a lighted Candle. Man then ſees 
more than he had ſeen before, and alſo underſtands ſuch 
Things as he had not before underſtood. Things dark 
and diſcordant he either ſees not and paſſes by, or he ſees 
and explains. them ſo as to be conſiſtent with Doctrine. 
The Experience of all the Chriſtian World proves, oe 
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the Word is ſeen from, and explained according te 


Doctrine. All of the reformed Church ſee and ex- 
plain the Word from and according to their on Doc- 
trine; in like Manner the Papiſts, from and according 
to their's; nay, the Jews, from and according to their's. 
Conſequently Falſes ariſe from falſe Doctrine, and Truths 
from that which is true. Hence it appears, that true 
Doctrine is like a Candle in the Dark, and like à di- 
recting Poſt on the Road. But Doctrine is not only to 
be drawn from the literal Senſe of the Word, but it is 
alſo to be confirmed by that Senſe :. For if it be not con- 
firmed by it, the Truth of Doctrine appears as if the 
Human Intelle& only, and not Divine Wicdom were 
concerned in it. And thus Doctrine would be ike an 
Houſe in the Air, and not upon the Earth, and therefore 


without Foundation. 


. The Doctrine of genuine Truth may alſo. be full: 
3 from the literal *Senk: of the Word. 0 
Word in it's literal Senſe is like a Perſon clothed, where 
the Face and Hands are naked. All Things that regard 
the Life of Man, and conſequently his Salvation, are naked; 
the reſt are clothed ; In many Places, where they are 
clothed, they ſhine through the Clothing, as a Face 
through a thin Silk. Even the Truths of the Word, 
in Proportion as they are multiplied by the Love of 
ear more and more 


bright and clear through the Clot ing; but this alſo is 


effected by Doctrine. ee ee 
56. It may be imagined, that the Doctrine of genuine 


Truth might be collected from the ſpiritual Senſe of the“ 


Word, which is learnt by the Science of Correſpon- 
dencies; but Doctrine is not attainable by Means of that 
Senſe, but only capable of receiving Illuſtration and Con- 
firmation from it; for as was obſerved above, n. 26, 
no one can come into the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word 
through Correſpondencies, unleſs he be firſt in genuine 
Truths derived from Doctrine. It is poſſible for . 
who is ne en genuine Truths, to falſify the Word by 
ſome Correſpondencies with which he is acquainted, when 
he connecteth them together, and applieth them to the 
Confirmation of e 26 Opinions rooted in his Mind, 


in Conſequence of the Principles he hath imbibed Be- 


Ades, 
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ſides, the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word is opened to Man 
er. Lord alone, and is guarded by Him, as the angelic 
Heaven is guarded, for Heaven is therein. It is there- 
fore highly neceſſary that Man ſhould ftudy the Word in 
it's literal Senſe, as through it alone DoArine is ob- 
, I Nit, ge, pt, which aft l. 
57. III. That genuine Truth, which muſt reſult from 
Didi, is apparent, in the literal Senſe of 25 Hort my 
to theſe, who. are in Illumination from the Lord. Illumi- 
nation cometh from the Lord alone, and abideth with 
thoſe who love Truth for Truth's Sake, and apply them 
to the Purpoſes of a good Life; none elſe can receive 
Illumination from the Word. The Reaſon why Illumi- 
nation cometh from the Lord alone is, becauſe the Word 
is from Him, and conſequently He is in the Word; and 
the Reaſon of it's abiding only with thoſe, who love 
Truth for Truth's Sake, and apply them to the Purpoſes 
of a good Life, is, becauſe they are in the Lord, and the 
Lord in them ; for the Lord is Divine Truth itſelf, and 
the Lord is then loved, when Men live according to his 
divine Truths, conſequently, when by Virtue thereof they 
bring forth the Fruits of good and uſeful Service; ac- 
cording to theſe Words in John, „ At that Day ye ſhall 
% know that ye are in me, and I in you; he that hath 
« my Commandments, and keepeth them, he it is that 
« loveth me; and I will love him, and will manifeſt my- 
« ſelf to him; and will come unto him, and make my 
« Abode with him,“ Chap, xiv. 20, 21, 23. And in 
Matthew, Bleffed are the Pure in Heart, for they 
«« ſhall ſee God,” Chap. v. 8. Theſe are they who are 
in Illumination when they read the Word, and to whom 
the Word appears in it's Brightneſs and Tranſparence. 
58. The Reaſon why the Word appear. to ſuch in it's 
Brightneſs and Tranſparence is, becauſe there is both a 
ſpiritual and celeſtial Senſe in every Part of the Word, 
and theſe Senſes are in the Light of Heaven ; wherefore 
the Lord, through theſe Senſes, and their Light, entereth 
into the natural Senſe of the Word, and the Light there- 
of abiding in Man. Hence Man acknowledgeth the 
Truth from an interior Perception, and afterwards ſeeth 
it in his own Thought, and that as often as he is in the 


Affection of Truth for Truth's Sake; for Perception 
H s cometh 


aſter Death, who believed they ſhould ſhine as the Sta 
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cometh from Affection, and Thought from Perception 


and thence ariſeth 1 Which is called 
Faith. But of this more will be ſaid in the followin 
Article concerning the Conjunction of the Lord with 
Man through the Word. 1 n i 
59. Wich theſe the firſt Thing is, to collect for them- 
ſelves Doctrine from the literal Senſe of the Word, and 
thus kindle a Light for their further Advancement; but 
after Doctrine is collected, and thus the Light is kindled, 
they ſee the Word by it. But thoſe who do not collect 
Doctrine for themſelves, firſt inquire whether the Doc- 
trine collected by others, and received hy common Con- 
ſent, agrees with the Word, and give their Aﬀent to thoſe 
Things which do agree, but Diſſent from thoſe Things 
which do not agree. Thus they form their own Doc- 
trine, and through Doctrine their Faith. But this is 
only the Cafe with thoſe, who are not blinded by the 
diſtracting Cares of the World; theſe, if they love Truths 
for Truth's Sake, and apply them to the Purpoſes of 
Life, are in Illumination from the Lord. Others, if 
they are in any Degree of Life according to Truth, may 
learn from them. on bas 
60. The very Reyerſe happeneth, where Men interpret 
the Word by the DoAtine of falſe Religion, and parti- 
cularly where they confirm ſuch Doctrine by the Word, 
with no other View than their own Glory, and the Ac- 
232 worldly Wealth; with ſuch Perſons the 


Truths of the Word appear as in the Shades of the Night, 


and this falſe Interpretation as in the Light of the Day; 
they read Truths, but they do not ſee them; and if 
they fee the Shades of them, they falſify them. Theſe 
are they whom the Lord deſcribeth “ as having Eyes, 
«* yet they ſee not, and Ears, yet they do not underſtand,” 
Matt. xiii. 14, 15; for nothing blinds Man but his ow 
Propriety, and the Confirmation of Falſe ; the Propriet 
of Man is Self-Love, and hence the Arrogance of Self- 
Intelligence ; and the Confirmation of the Fall: is Dark. 
neſs counterfeiting Light. ' Hence the Light of theſe be- 
cometh merely natural, and their Sight is like that of a 
Perſon who imagineth he ſceth Phantoms in the Shade. 


61. I have been permitted to converſe with ſeveral 


rs 
in 
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in the Firmament, , becauſe as they faid they had ac- 
counted the Word holy, had often peruſed it, and had 
collected many Things from it, whereby they had con- 
firmed the Tenets of their particular Faith, and had ac- 
uired the Reputation of being great Scholars and learned 
Men; in Conſequence. whereof they ſu poſed they 
ſhould: be advanced to the Dignity of a Michael or a 
Raphael ; but on their, Examination reſpecting the Love 
which influenced them in their Study of the Word, it 
was diſcovered, that ſome of them had ftudied it from a 
Principle. of Self-Love, with a View to acquire Rank 
and Diſtinction in the Church, and ſome from a Princi- 
ple of worldly. Love, with a View to Preferment and 
Gain; on their Examination alſo reſpecting what they 
had learned from the Word, it was diſcovered, that they 
did not know a fingle N Truth, but only what 
may be called Truth falſified, which in itſelf is falſe; 
and they were informed, that this was a Conſequence of 
their conſidering themſelves and the World as the Ends 
of their, reading, or which is the ſame Thing, their Loves, 
and not the Lord and Heaven; for in this Caſe, when 
ſelfiſh and worldly Love are the Ends, the Mind, in 
reading the Word, abideth in itſelf and in the World, 
and conſequently is confined in it's Thoughts to it's own 
Proprium or Self hood, which is in utter Darkneſs reſ- 
pecting all Things that relate to Heaven; ſo that in 
ſuch a State, it is impoſſible for Man to be drawn by the 
Lord out of his Propriety, and to be elevated into the 
Light of Heaven, and of Conſequence it is impoſſible 
he ſhould receive any Influx from the Lord through 
Heaven. I have alſo ſeen ſuch Perſons admitted into 
Heaven, but when they were diſcovered to be without 
Truths, they were caſt headlong down again; yet ſtill 
they remained, full of a Conceit that they deſerved to be 
in Heaven. The Caſe is different with thoſe who have 
ſtudied the Word out of a pure Affection towards the 
Knowledge of 'I'ruth for Truth's Sake, and becauſe it is 
a Means of promoting the Uſes and Purpoſes of a good 
Lite, not only in Reſpe& to themſelves, but their Neigh- 
bour : I have ſeen fuch raiſed up into Heaven, and 
thereby into the Light, wherein Divine Truth there ap- 


peareth,

peareth, and inſtantly exalted to 9 75 Wiſdom, and 
the Happineſs thereof, which is eternal Life. 


That by the literal Senſe of the Word Man 
hath Conjunction with:the Lord; and Cons 
ſociation with the Angels.” OO 


62. THE Reaſon, Why Man hath Conjunction with 
the Lord by Means of the Word, is LR, A it treats of 
Him alone, and os ok the Lord is all in all therein, 
and is called the Word, as has been ſhewn in the Treatiſe 
CONCERNING THE Loxp. The Reaſon why ſuch Con- 
junction is effected by the literal Senſe; is, becauſe the 
Word in that Senſe is in it's Fulneſs, in it's Holineſs, 
and in it's Power, as was ſhewn above in the Article con- 
cerning it; this Conjunction is not apparent to Man, 
but is wrought in the Affection and Perception of Truth, 
and thereby in the Love and Faith of Divine Truth in him. 

01 The Reaſon of Man's Conſociation with Angels 
by Means of the literal ' Senſe, is, becauſe the ſpiritual 
and celeſtial. Senſes are contained in that Senſe, and the 
Angels are in thoſe Senſes ; the Angels of the Lord's 
fpiritual Kingdom in the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, 
and the AR of the Lord's celeſtial Kingdom in it's 
celeſtial Senſe; there is an Evolution or Dofoldin of 
theſe Senſes effected by Virtue of the literal Senſe, whilſt 
it is read by a Perſon who is in the Truth; ſuch Evolu- 
tion is inſtantaneous, conſequently the Conſociation is ſo 
likewiſe. | r 3%: 

64. That the ſpiritual Ange are in the ſpiritual Senſe 
of the Word, and the celeſtial Angels in it's celeſtial 
Senſe, was proved to me by manifold Experience; it was 
given me to perceive that whilit I was reading the Word 

in it's literal Senſe, Communication was opened thereby 
with the Heavens, ſometimes with one Society, ſome- 
times with anather; what I underſtood according to a 
natural denſe, the ſpiritual Angels underſtood according 
to a ſpiritual Senſe, and the celeſtial Angels according to 
a celeſtial Senſe ; and this in an Inſtant of Time; and 

F | whereas 
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whereas this Communication hath been perceived by me 
many thouſand Times, I have not a ſingle Doubt remain- 
ing as to the Reality of it, There are Spirits alſo who 
are below the Heavens, and abuſe this Communication; 
tor. they read over,particular Paſſages from the literal Senſe 
of the Word, and immediately obſerve and note the 
Society with which: Communication is effected; this alſo 
J have frequently ſeen and heard. From theſe Circum- 


' Nances it is given me to know, by ſerſible Experience, 


that the Word as to it's literal Senſe is a Divine Medium 
of Conjunction with the Lord, and with Heaven, More 
may be ſeen concerning this Conjunction by the Word, 
in the Treatiſe concerning HEAVEN and HELL, n. 303 to

: 65. But in what Manner this Unfolding of thoſe Senſes 
takes Place, ſhall be explained in a few Words; but that 


it may be, underſtood, it muſt be recollected what. was 


ſaid above, n. 6, 38, concerning ſucceſlive Order, and 
concerning ſimultaneous Order, that What is Celeſtial, 
Spiritual, and Natural, follows one after another in ſuc- 
ceflive Order, from the higheſt Things which, are in 
Heaven, ta the loweſt which are in the World; and that 
the ſame Things in ſimultaneous Order are in the loweſt, 
which is natural, one near the other, from the moſt in- 
texpg), NNE moſt external, and that in like Manner are 
the ſucceſſive Senſes of the Word, the Celeſtial and Spi- 
ritual at the ſame Time in the Natural. "Theſe Things 
being comprehended, it may in ſome Meafure be ex- 
lained to the Underſtanding, in what Manner the two 
Lenſes, Celeſtial and Spiritual, are unfolded from the Na- 
tural, when Man is reading the Word ; for then the ſpiri- 
tual Angels extract and call forth ſpiritual Things, and the 
celeſtial Angels, celeſtial Things ; nor can they do other- 
wiſe, becauſe thoſe "Things are in Agreement with theic 
Nature and Eſſence, and are homogeneous therewith, 


66. But this may firſt be illuſtrated by ſimilar Compa- 


riſons from the three Kingdoms of Nature, which are 
called the Animal, the Vegetable, and the Mineral. In 
the Animal Kingdom, for Inſtance, when the Food is 
turned to Chyle, the Blood-Veſlels extract from thence 
and call forth their Blood, the nervous Fibres their Juices, 
and the Subſtances, from whence thoſe Fibres originate,

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their animal Spirit. In the Vegetable Kingdom, a Tree, 
with it's Trunk, Branches, Leaves, and Fruits, is ſup- 

ported on it's Root; and out of the Ground, b Means of 
it's Root, extracteth and calleth forth a denſer Juice for 
the Trunk, Branches, and Leaves, a purer for the fleſhy 
Part of the Fruit, and the pureſt of all for the Seeds with- 
in the Fruit, In the Mineral Kingdom; Minerals in ſome 
Places in the Bowels of the Earth are impregnated with 
Gold, Silver, and Iron; the Gold, Silver, and Iron, 
1 their reſpective Elements from the ſubterraneous 

apours. ' 

7. Let us now illuſtrate, by Example, after what 
Manner the ſpiritual Angels draw forth their Senſe, and 
the celeſtial Angels their's, from the natural Senſe, in 
which the Word is with Men ; let us take for Example 
five Commandments of the Decalogue. TE Cou- 
MANDMENT, Thou ſhalt honour thy Ruther and Mother ; 
by Father and Mother, Man underſtands a Father 


and Mother on Earth, and alſo all thoſe who are 


in the Place of Father and Mother; and by honouring 
them, he underſtands to have them in Honour and to 
obey them. But the ſpiritual Angel underſtands by 
Father the Lord, and by Mother the Church, and 
by honouring them he underſtands to love them. And 
the celeſtial Angel by Father underſtands the Divine 
Love of the Lord, by Mother his Divine Wiſdom, and 
by honouring them he underſtands doing Good from 
him. TAE COMMANDMENT, Thou ſhall not fleal; by 
Stealing Man underſtandeth to rob, defraud, and under 
any Pretence whatever to take from another what belongs 
to him; whereas a ſpiritual Angel by. Stealin gate 
to deprive others of their Truths of Faith, and Goods of 
Charity, by Means of Falſes and Evils; but a celeſtial 


Angel by 1 meaneth to attribute to himſelf what 


belongeth to the Lord, and to appropriate to himſelf his 
Righteouſneſs and Merit. Again, Thou ſhalt not commit 
A 1ultery ;, by committing Adultery Man underſtandeth to 
commit Whgredom, to be guilty of obſcene Practices, 
to indulge wanton ' Diicourſe, and to entertain lewd 
Thoughts ; whereas a ſpiritual Angel, by committing 
Adultery, meaneth to adulterate the Goods of the Word, 
and to fallify it's Truths; but a celeſtial Angel, by com- 
| 4 mitting 
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mitting Adultery, meaneth, to deny the Divinity of the 


Lord, and to prophane the Word. Again, Thou ſhalt do 
no Murder; by doing Murder, Man underſtandeth, not 
only the taking away another's Life, but likewiſe bearing 
Malice and Hatred in the Heart, and breathing a revenge- 
ful Spirit againſt any Perſon; whereas by doing Murder 
a ſpiritual Angel underſtandeth, to play the Devil's Part, 
and deſtroy Men's Souls; and a celeſtial Angel, by doing 
Murder, meaneth to hate the Lord, and thoſe Things 
which are the Lord's. Laſtly, Thou ſhalt not bear falſe 
IT itneſs; by bearing falſe Witneſs, Man underſtandeth 
alſo to tell Lies and to defame ** Perſon; whereas a 
2 Angel, by bearing falſe Witneſs, meaneth to 
eclare, and endeavour to perſuade others, that what is 
falſe" is true, and what is evil is good, and vice verſa. 
But a celeſtial Angel, by bearing falſe Witneſs, meaneth 
to blaſpheme the Lord and the Word. Theſe Inſtances 
may ſerve to ſhew, after what Manner the ſpiritual and 
celeſtial Senſe of the Word is unfolded and extracted 
from the natural Senſe in which they are contained, and 
what is wonderful, the Angels extract theſe Senſes with- 
out having any Knowledge of a Man's I houghts ; but 
ſtill the Thoughts'of Angels and Men make one by Cor- 
reſpondencies, like End, Cauſe, and Effect; for Ends do 
actually exiſt in the Celeſtial Kingdom, Cauſes in the 
Spiritual, and Effects in the Natural Kingdom. This 
very Conjunction by Correſpondencies was the ſame from 
the Creation; hence then the Conſociation of Men with 
Angels is effected by the Word. 

68. The Reaſon why the Conſociation of Man with 
the Angels is effected by the natural, or literal Senſe of 
the Word is, becauſe in every Man, by Virtue of Creation, 
there are three Degrees of Life, the Celeſtial, the Spiri- 
tual, and the Natural; Man however is in the natural 
Degree ſo long as he continueth in this World, and at 
the ſame Time is fo far in the ſpiritual Degree, as he is 
under the Influence of genuine Truths, and ſo far in the 


celeſtial Degree as he liveth 3 Life according to thoſe 
Truths; but yet he cannot come into the real ſpiritual 
or celeſtial Degrees till after Death. But more concern- 
ing this elſewhere. * 
69. From what hath been ſaid, it muſt appear evi- 

1 dently, 
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dently, that in the Word alone, through which Man hath 
Conjunction with the Lord, and Conſociation with the 
Angels, there is Spirit and Life, as the Lord ſaith, 
„The Words which I ſpeak unto you are Spirit and 
« Life,” John vi. 63. The Water which I give you 
« ſhall be a Well of Water ſpringing up unto everlaſtin 
« Life,”; John iv. 14. Man Toth not live by Bread 
« alone, but by every Word that proceedeth out of the 
„% Mouth of God,“ Matt. iv. 4. * Labour not for the 
« Meat that periſheth, but for the Meat which endureth 
„ unto everlaſting Life, which the Son of Man ſhall 
„give unto you,“ John vi. 27, 


That the Word is in all the Heavens, and 
that Angelic Wiſdom is thence derived. 


70, THAT the Word is in the Heavens, hath re- 
mained a Secret to Mankind unto this Day; nor could it 
be made known ſo long as the Church was ignorant of 
the Exiſtence of Angels and Spirits, and that they were 
like Men in this our World, and reſemble them in 
every. Particular but_ this, viz. that they are ſpiritual 
Beings, and that all Things they have amongſt them are 
from, a ſpiritual Origin; whereas Men on Earth are na- 
tural Beings, and all Things amongſt them are from a 
natural Origin. So long as the Church was in ſuch 5 
norance, it could never n that the Word is alſo 
in the Heavens, and that it is read by the angelic Inha- 
bitants, and alſo by the Spirits that are under the Heavens. 
But leſt this Truth ſhould remain for ever a Secret, it 
hath been granted me to be in Fellowſhip with Angels 
and Spirits, and to converſe with, them, and to ſee what 
is in their Worlds, and afterwards to relate to Mankind 
many of the Things which I have ſeen and heard. This 
I have done in a Treatiſe concerning HEAVEN and 
HELL, publiſhed at London in the Year 1758; from 
which Work it will appear that Angels and pielts are 
Men, and that they have amongſt them an Abundance of 
all ſuch. Things as exiſt amongſt Men on Earth. That 
Angels and Spirits are Men, may be ſeen in that Treatiſe,

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n. 73 to 77, and alſo n. 453 to 456 ; alſo that they have 
amongſt them Divine Worthip and Preaching in their 
Temples, n. 221 to 227; and that they have likewiſe 
Writings and Books, n. 253 to 264; and alſo the Holy 
Scripture or Word, n. 259. NY | 

71. As to what reſpects the Word in Heaven, it is 
written in a ſpiritual Style, which differs entirely from a 
natural Style, a ſpintual Style conliſteth of mere Letters, 
each whereof involves ſome particular Senſe, and there 
are Punctuations above the Letter, which exalt the Senſe. 
The Letters in Uſe amongſt the ſpiritual Angels, are like 
the Letters uſed in printing in our World; and the Letters 
in Uſe amongſt the celeſtial Angels are like the old Hebrew 
Letters, variouſly inflected, and with Signatures above 
and beneath, each of which involves ſome entire Senſe in 
itſelf. Inaſmuch as their Writing is of ſuch a Nature, 
therefore the Names of Perſons and Places which occur 
in the Word are not like our's, but inſtead of Names are 
the real Things which they fignifvz as by Moles, the 
hiſtorical Word; by Elias, the prophetic Word ; by 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, the Lord with Reſpect to his 
Divinity and Divine Humanity; by Aaron, the Prieſtly 
Office ; by David, the Kingly Office, each in Relation to 
the Lord; by the Names of the Sons of Jacob, or the 
twelve Tribes of Ifrael, various Things reſpecting 
Heaven, and the Church; ſo alſo by the Names of the 
Lord's twelve Difciples ; by Zion and Jeruſalem, the 
Church in Regard to Doctrine derived from the Word; 
by the Land of Canaan, the Church itſelf; by the Places 
and Cities therein, on this Side Jordan and beyond it, 
various Things relating to the Church and it's Doctrines. 
It is the ſame in other Things in the Word. The Caſe 
is the ſame in Reſpect to Numbers; they do not occur in 
the Copies of the Word written in Heaven, but inſtead 
of them, are expreſſed the real Things, with which the 
Numbers correſpond. Hence it 1s plain to ſee, that the 
Word in Heaven, as to the literal Senſe, is ſimilar to, 
and at the ſame Time correſponding with, our Word, 
and conlequently that they are one; tor Correſpondencies 
make one. 1 

72. It is a wonderful Conſideration, that the Word in 


Heaven is ſo written that the Simple underſtand it in 
12 Simplicity,

Simplicity, and the Wiſe in Wiſdom ; for there are ſeve- 
ral Dots and Signatures over the Letters, which, as was 
obſerved, exalt the Senſe, but which the Simple do not 
attend to, nor have any Knowledge of; whereas the Wiſe 
are attentive to them, every one m Proportion to his 
Wiſdom, from the Joweſt to the higheſt. A Copy of the 
Word written by the Angels under the Lord's Inſpiration, 
is kept by every larger Society, in a ſacred Repoſitory ap- 
pointed for that Purpoſe, leſt it ſhould ſuffer any Altera- 
tion in any of it's Points and Signatures. The Word in 
our World is fimilar to the Word in. Heaven in this 
Reſpect, that the Simple underitand it in Simplicity, 
and the Wiſe in Wiſdom; but yet this Difference of 
Underſtanding in both Worlds, ariſeth from a different 


Ground, and is effected in a different Manner, 


Ihe Angels themlelves confeſs that they derive all 
their Wiſdom trom the Word; for in Proportion as their 
Underſtanding of the Word is enlarged, in the ſame Pro- 

ortion the Light, wherein they dwell, is increaſed; the 
Lieks of Heaven is Divine Wiſdom, which in the Eyes of 
the Angels hath the Appearance of Light. In the ſacred 
Repoſitory, wherein the Copy of the Word is kept, the 
Light is Fah and flaming, exceeding every other Degree 
of Light that ſhineth in the other Parts of Heaven, 
The Reaſon; is, as was ſaid above, the Lord is in the 
Word. Th, | . 
74. The Wiſdom of the celeſtial Angels exceedeth the 


Wiſdom of the ſpiritual Angels, almoſt as much as the 


Wiſdom of the ſpiritual Angels exceedeth the Wiſdom of 
Men; and the Reaſon is, becauſe the celeſtial Angels are 
in the Good of Lore from the Lord, and the ſpiritual 
Angels are in the Truths of Wiſdom from the Lord; 
and where- ever the Good of Love is, there Wiſdom re- 
ſideth at the ſame Lime; but where the Truths of 
Wiſdom are, there no, more true Wiſdom reſideth, than 
in Proportion to the Good of Love by which it is at- 
tended This is the Reaſon why the Word, in the 
Lord's cele{yal Kingdom, is written differently from the 
Word in the Lord's ſpiritual Kingdom; for in the Word 
of the celeſtial. Kingdom are ex preſſed the Goods of Love, 
and the Signatures are the Affections of Love; but 
in the Word of the ſpiritual Kingdom are expreſſed the 


Truths 
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Truths of Wiſdom, and the Signatures are the Percep- 
tions of Truth. | Fl 

75. Hence we may conclude, how great Wiſdom lieth 
concealed in the Word which we have on Earth, for 
therein is hid all angelic Wiſdom, which is inexpreſſible; 
for it is the Continent of it; and every Man is admitted 
into that Wiſdom after Death, who is made an Angel by 
the Lord through the Word. d 1955

That the Church exiſtethi by Virtue" of the 
Word, and acquireth a Nature and Quality 


amongſt Men, according to their Under- 
ſtanding of the Word. 


76. THAT the Church exiſteth by Virtue of the Word, 
cannot poſlibly be a Matter of Doubt, inaſmuch as it was 
{hewn above, that the Word is Divine Truth itſelf, n. 1 
to4, and that the Doctrine of the Church is derived from 
the Word, n. 50 to 61, and that Conjunction with the 
Lord is effected by Means of the Word, n. 62 to 69; 
but that the Underſtanding of the Word conſtituteth the 
Church, this may be made a Matter of Doubt, inaſmuch 
as there are ſome who believe that they belong to the 
Church, merely becauſe they are in Poſſeſſion of the 
Word, and read it, and hear it from a Preacher, and have 
ſome Knowledge of it's literal Senſe; although, in the 
mean Time, they are totally ignorant of it's true Mean. 
ing, and how it is to be underſtood in it's different Paſſa- 
ges, and very frequently make this of ſmall Account. It 
will therefore be neceſſary to prove, that it is not the 
Word which conſtituteth the Church, but the right Un- 
derſtanding thereof; and that the Church acquireth a 

Nature and Quality, according to the Underſtanding of 
the Word amonglt it's Members. This is confirmed by 
what follows. 

77. The Word is properly the Word, according to the 
Underſtanding of it with Men, that is, as it is underſtood; 
if it is not underſtood, it indeed is called the Word, but 
in Reality is not with Man. The Word is Truth accord. 
ing to the Underllanding of it; for the Word may be nat

| 
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the Truth, inaſmuch as it may be falſified. The Word 
is Spirit and Life according as it is underſtood, for the 
mere Letter, without the Underſtanding of it, is 'dead. 
Since, therefore, Man hath Truth nd Life according to 
his Underſtanding of the Word, al{o he hath Faith and 
Love according to it; for Truth comes from Faith, and 
Love from Life. Now becauſe it is by Faith and Love, 
and according to them, that the Church exiſteth, it fol- 
Jows as a neceſſary Conſequence, that by the Underſtand- 
ing of the Word, and according to it, the Church is a 
noble Church if grounded in genuine Truths, and an 


gnoite one if not in genuine Truths, and a deſtroyed one 
: | 


in falſified Truths, 

78. Moreover, the Lord is preſent and in Conjun&ion 
with Man through th Word, ſeeing that the Lord is the. 
Word, and, as it were, converſes in it with Man, becauſe 
the Lord is Divine Truth itſelf, and the Word is 
Divine Truth alſo. From hence it plainly appears, that 
the Lord is preſent with Man, and in r with 
him according to his Underſtanding of the Word; for ac- 
cording to it, Man has Truth, and conſequently Faith, and 
alſo Love, conſequently Life: The Lord is preſent with 


Man, through the Reading of the Word, but he is in Con- 


junction with him through the Underſtanding of Truth 
derived from the Word, and according to it; and in Pro- 
portion as the Lord is in Conjunction with Man, ſo much 
of the Church is in Man, The true Church is in Man, 
the Church which is without him, is compoſed of the 
many in whom the true Church is. This is underſtood by 
the Lord's Anſwer to the Phariſees, 1nquiring when the 
Kingdom of God thonld come, “Ihe Kingdom of God 
« js within you,“ Luke xvii. 21; by the Kingdom of God 
is here meant the Lord and the Church from him, 

79. Many Parts of the Prophetical Writings treat of the 
Underſtanding of the Word, where the Church is men- 
tioned, and it is taught that the Church cannot exiſt but 
where there is a juſt Underftanding of the Word, and that 
the State and Nature of the Church: is always to be deter- 
mined by it's Underſtandins of the Word. The Prophets 
likewiſe, in many Parts of their Writings, deſcribe the 
Ifraclitiſh and Jewiſh Church as totally deſtroyed and an- 
nihilated, in Conſequence of fa:fifying the Senſe or right 
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Underſtanding of the Word; for the Deſtruction of the 
Church proceedeth from no other Source than this. The 
Underſtanding the Word, both true and falſe, is deſcribed 
in the Prophetic Writings by Ephraim, and particularly in 
the Prophet Hoſea, for by Ephraim in the Word is ſigni- 
fied the Underſtanding of the Word, in the Church. In- 
aſmuch as the Underſtanding of the Word conſtituteth the 
Church, therefore Ephraim is called“ A Dear Son and a 
« Pleaſant Child,“ Jer. xxxi. 20.“ The Firſt Born,” Jer. 
XxX1. 9. © The Strength of the Head of Jehovah,” Pſalm 1x. 
7. cviii. 8.“ A Mighty Man,” Zech. x. 7. © Filled with the 
% Bow,” Zech. ix. 13. and the Children of Ephraim are 
called! Armed, and Carriers of Bows,” Pſal. lzxviii. 9; for 
by Bow is ſignified Doctrine collected from the Word, 
combating with Falſes. For the ſame Reaſon allo, 
« Iſrael ſet his right Hand upon Ephraim, and bleſſed 
© him, and ſet him before Manaſſeh, Gen. xlviii. 5, 
14, 20. And for the ſame Reaſon, © Ephraim with his 
« Brother Manaſſeh, under the Name of his Father Jo- 
« ſeph, was exalted by Moſes, in his Bleſſing of the 
« Children of Iſrael above all the reſt,” Deut. xxxiii. 
13 to 17. But the State and Nature of the Church, 
when the Underſtanding of the Word is deſtroyed, is alſo 
deſcribed in the Writings of the Prophets, by Ephraim, 
particularly in Hoſea, as in theſe Paſſages, Iſracl and 
„% Ephraim ſhall fall in their Iniquity, Ephraim ſhall be 
« deſolate, Ephraim is oppreſſed and broken in Judg- 
„% ment, I will be as a Lion to Ephraim, I will tear and 
« will go away, I will take away and none ſhall reſcue 
„ him.“ Hoſea v. 5, 9, 11, 12, 13, 14. O Ephraim, 
« what ſhall I do unto thee? for thy Goodneſs is as a 
«« Morning Cloud, and as the early Dew it goeth away,” 
Hoſea vi. 4+ *© They ſhall. not dwell in the Lord's Land, 
« but Ephraim ſhall return to Egypt, and ſhall eat unclean 
„Things in Allyria,”” Hoſea ix. 3. The Lord's Land 
is the Church, Egypt is the Scientifics of the Natural 
Man; Aſſyria is Reaſoning founded thereon, from which 
the Word, as to the Underſtanding thereof, is falſified. 
Therefore it is ſaid, “ Ephraim ſhall return into Egypt, 
and eat unclean Things in Aſſyria. Ephraim feedeth 
« on Wind, and followeth after the Eaſt Wind; he daily 
increaſeth Lyes and Deſolations, he maketh a Covenant 
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« with Aſſyria, and Oil is carried into Egypt,” Hoſea xii, 
1. Io feed on Wind, to follow after pr Eaſt Wind, to 
increaſe Lyes and Deſolations, is to falſify Truths, and fo 
to deſtroy the Church. The ſame is ſignified: alſo by the 
Whoredom of Ephraim; for Whoredom ſignifieth the 
Falſification of the Underſtanding of the Word, that is, 
of it's genuine Truths, as in theſe Paſſages, © For I know, 
„% O-Ephraim, thou committeft Whoredom, and Iſrael is 
« defiled, Hoſea v. 3. © I have ſeen an horrible Thing 
« in the Houſe of Iſrael; there is Whoredom of Ephraim, 
„ and Iſrael is defiled,”” Hoſea vi. 10. Iſrael meaneth 
the true Church, and Ephraim the Underſtanding of the 
Word, which determines the State and Quality of the 
Church; wherefore it is faid, Ephraim committeth 
Whoredom, and Iſrael is defiled. Foraſmuch as the 
Church amongſt the Jews was totally deſtroyed by Falſi- 
fications of the Word, therefore it is ſaid of Ephraim, « I 
„ will give thee up Ephraim, I will deliver thee up Iſrael, 
« I will make thee as Admah, I will ſet thee as Zeboim,““ 
Hoſea xi. 8. Now ſince the Prophet Hoſea, from the 


firſt Chapter to the laſt, treateth of the Falſification of the 


genuine Underſtanding of the Word, and of the conſe- 
quent Deſtruction of the Church, and becauſe the Falſifi- 
cation of the Word is there ſignified by Whoredom ; there- 
fore he was commanded, for the Purpoſe of repreſenting 
that State of the Church, to take unto himſelf “ a Wife 
« of Whoredoms, and Children of Whoredoms,” Chap. 
i. 2; and again, to take to himſelf “an Adultereſs,“ 
Chap. iii. 1, We have quoted theſe Paſſages, for the 
Sake of ſhewing and proving from the Word, that the 
State and Nature of the Church is always to be determined 
by it's Underſtanding of the Word; and that it acquireth 
an excellent and precious Quality, if it's Underſtanding be - 

rounded on the genuine Truths of the Word, but that it 


is deſtroyed and defiled, if it be grounded on Truths falſi- 


fied. For a further Confirmation, that by Ephraim is 
ſignified the Underſtanding of the Word, ind in a contrary 
Senſe the Falfification of it, and that thence proceeds the 
Deſtruction of the Church, the other Places which treat 
of Ephraim may be referred to, as in Hoſea iv. 17, 18. 
vi.” . fin. , n. K. 1% 12, 13, 16. x. 11. xi, + 
3. Xil. Is 9, 15. Xl. 1, 12. Iſaiah xvii. 3. xxviii. 1. 
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Jerem. iv. 15. xxxi. 6, 18. 1. 19. Ezech. xxxvii. 16. 
xlvitt. 5. Obad. Verſe 9. Zechar. ix. 10. 


That the Marriage of the Lord and his 
Church, and conſequently the Marriage 


of Goodneſs and Truth, is in every Part 
of the Word. 


So. THAT the Marriage of the Lord and his Church, 
and conſequently the Marriage ot Goodnels and "I ruth, is 
in every Part of the Word, hath nevet yet been diſcovered 
by mortal Eyes, nor could it be diſcovered ſo long as the 
ſpiritual Senſe of the Word remained unknown, inaſmuch 
as it is this Senſe alone that can make manifeſt ſuch a 
Marriage. For there are two Senſes contained in the 
Word, which lie concealed in it's literal Senſe, and which 
are called Spiritual and Celeſtial ; what belongeth to the 
ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, hath Relation to the Church, 
and- what belongeth to the celeſtial Senſe of the Word, 
hath Relation to the Lord; the Contents alſo of the 
ſpiritual Senſe have Relation to Divine Truth, and the 
Ce of the celeltial Senſe to Divine Good; and this 
is the Ground of the above-mentioned Marriage in the 
literal Senſe of the Word, But this is only apparent to 
thoſe, who, by Virtue of the ſpiritual and celeſtial Senſe of 
the Word, are acquainted with the Signthcations of it's 
Names and Expreſſions; for ſome particular Expreſſions 
are predicated of Good, and ſome of Truth, and ſome in- 
clude both; wherefore, without the Knowledge of ſuch 
Significations, it is impoſſible to ſee how ſuch a Marriage 
exiſteth in every Part of the Word, and this is the Reaſon 
why this 4rcanum was never heretofore diſcovered. 

81. Inaſmuch as ſuch a Marriage exiſteth in every 
Part of the Word, therefore we frequently find in- the 
Word two Expreſſions which appear like Repetitions of one 
and the ſame Thing; whereas they are not Repetitions, 
but one hath Relation. to Good, and the other to Truth, 
and both taken together effect the Conjunction of Good 
and Truth, and conſequently make them One. This is 
the true Ground of the —_— Sanctity of the Word; for 
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in every Divine Work the is a Conjunction of Good 


with Truth, and Truth with Good. 


82. The Reaſon why we aſſert the Marriage of Good 
and Truth in the Word, to be a Conſequence of the Mar- 
riage of the Lord and the Church therein, is, becanſe 
wherever the Marriage of the Lord and the Church is, 
there alſo is the Marriage of Good and Truth, inaſmuch 
as the latter Marriage is derived from the former; for 
whilſt the Church, or any of it's Members, are under the 
Influence, and in the Poſſeſnon of Fruths, then the Lord, 
by Virtue of his influencing Good, enters into thoſe 
Truths, and communicates Life to them; or what 
amounts to the ſame T hing, whilſt any Member of the 
Church is in the Underſtanding of Truth, then the Lord, 
by Influx of the Good of Charity, enters jnto that Under- 
ſtanding, and thereby communicateth Life to it. 

83. There are two Faculties or Forms of Life in Man, 
hich are called the Underſtanding and Will; the Under- 
4 A is the Receptacle of Truth, conſequently of Wiſ. 
dom, and the Will is the Receptacle of Good, and conſe- 
quently of Charity ; theſe rwo Faculties, or Forms, ought 
to be united and make One, in Order that Man may be- 
come a Member of the Church; and they are united when 
Man formeth his Underſtanding of __ Truths, which 
is done to all Appearance as of himſelf, and when his Will 
is repleniſhed with the Good of Love, which is effected by 
and from the Lord ; hence Man deriveth the Life of Truth 
in his Underſtanding, and the Life of Good in his Will, 
which being united, conſtituteth no longer two but one 
Life. Herein conſiſteth the Marriage of the Lord and 
he.Church, and the Marriage of Goodneſs and Truth in 
But concerning this reciprocal Conjunction which 
is here called Marriage, more will be ſeen in the ANGELIC 
1SDOM concerning DiviINE PROVIDENCE, of DIVINE 
Lovr and Diving W1spoM, and of LIFE. 
84. That there are two Expreſſions uſed in the Word, 
which appear like Repetitions of the ſame Thing, muſt 
de evident toevery attentive Reader; as for Inſtance, Bro- 
ther and Companion, Poor and Needy, Wilderneſs and 
Deſart, Vanity and Emptineſs, N and Adverſary,

Good, and in the oppolite Senſe of Evil; whereas the 
Terms, Companion, Needy, Deſart, Emptineſs, Adver- 
ſary, Iniquity, Wrath, People, Gladneſs, Weeping, and 
L are predicated of Truth, and in the oppolite 
zenle of what is Falſe; yet it mult appear to the ke, 
who is unacquainted with this Arcanum, as if the Terms, 
Poor and Needy, Wilderneſs and Deſart, Vanity and 
Emptineſs, &c. &c. were one Thing, whereas they are 
not ſo, yet become one Thing by Conjunction. In the 
Word, alſo, we frequently find two 't hings joined, as 
Fire and Flame, Gold and Silver, Braſs and Iron, Wood 
and Stone, Bread and Water, Bread and Wine, Purple 
and fine Linen, &c. becauſe Fire, Gold, Braſs, Wood, 
Bread, and Purple are predicated of Good, and Flame, 
Silver, Iron, Stone, Water, Wine, and fine Linen are 
.predicated of Truth. In like Manner it is ſaid, that 
{zod 4s to be loved with all the Heart, and with all the 
Soul, and alſo, that God will create in Man a new Heart, 
and a new Spirit; for Heart is predicated. of the Good of 


Love, and Soul and Spirit of the Truth of Faith. There 


are ſome Expreſſions likewiſe, which, in Conſequence of 
partaking alike both of Good and Truth, are uſed {ingly 
by themſelves, without the Adjunction of others; but 
theſe, and many Things belides, are known only to the 
Angels, and to thoſe who ſee into the ſpiritual Senſe of the 
Word, whilit they are reading the natural Senſe. 

85. It would be tedious to ſhew from the Word, that 
two Expreſſions of this Nature are uſed therein, for it 
would fill a Volume to quote all the particular Caſes where 
ſuch double Expreſſions occur; I ſhall, however, produce 
ſome Paſlages, in Order to remove all Doubt on this Sub- 
ze, where the Terms Judgment and Fuftice, Nation and 
People, Foy and Gladneſs, are uſed together. The Places 
where Judgment and Juſtice are mentioned together, are 
theſe, ** The City was full of Judgment, Fuftice lodged in 
it,“ Iſaiah i. 21. © Zion ſhall be redeemed with Fu/t:ce, 
« and her Converts with Judgment, Iſaiah i. 27. Je- 


* hovah of Sabaoth ſhall be exalted in Judgment, and

7, 104, Gad 
executeth the Juſtice of Jehovah, and his ZFudgments with 
„ lracl,” Deut. xxXili. 21. The Spirit of Truth will 
«« reprove the World of Juſtice and of Judgment, John 
xvi. 8, 10. and elſewhere, The Reaſon why Judgment 
and Juſtice are ſo often mentioned together, is, becauſe 
Judgment is predicated of 'I ruth, and Juſtice of Good, 
wherefore by executing Judgment and Juſtice, is alſo un- 
derltood to act from a Principle of Truth and Good. 
The Reaſon why Judgment 1s predicated of Truth, and 
Juſtice of Good, 1s, becaule the Government of the Lord 
in the ſpiritual Kingdom is called Judgment, and the Go- 
vernment of the Lord in the celeſtial Kingdom is called 
Juſtice, concerning which may be ſeen in the TREATISE 
ON HEAVEN AND HELL, n. 214, 215. Becauſe Judg- 
ment is predicated of Truth, it is therefore, in many Pla- 
ces, called Truth and Juſtice, as in Iſaiah xi. 5; and 
Pſalm Ixxxv. 12; and in other Places. 

86. The Reaſon why Repetitions as it were of the ſame 
Thing are uſed in the Word, on Account of the Marriage 
of Good and Truth, may be more clearly ſeen in thoſe 
Places, where Nations and People are uſed; as in the fol- 
lowing: „Ah! ſinful Nation, a People laden with Ini- 
&« quity,” Ifaiah i. 4. The People that walked in 
« Darkneſs have ſeen a great Light, thou haſt multiplied 
«'the Nation,” Iſaiah ix. 2, 3. O Aſſyria, the Rod 
« of mine Anger, I will ſend him againſt an hypocritical 
« Nation, and againſt the People of my Wrath will I give 
« him a Charge,” Iſaiah x. 5, 6. In that Day there 
« ſhall be a Root of Jeſſe, which ſhall ſtand for an En- 
« {jpn to the People, to it ſhall the Nations ſeek,” Ifaiah 
xi. 10. The Lord that ſmote the People in Wrath 
« with a continual Stroke, he that ruled the Nations in 
« Anger,” Iſaiah xiv, 6. * In that Day ſhall be brought 
« a Preſent to Jehovah of Sabaoth, a People ſcattered and 
« peeled, and a Nation meted out and trampled upon,” 
Iſaiah xviii. 2, 7. Therefore ſhall the ſtrong People glo- 
« rify thee, the City of the terrible Nations ſhall fear thee,” 
Iſaiah xxv. 3. * Jehovah will deſtroy in this Mountain 
«« the Face of the Covering caſt over all Pezple, and the 
{+ Veil that is ſpread over all Nations,” Ifaiah xxv. 7, 
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Come near ye Nations to hear, and hearken ye People,” 
Ifaiah xxxiv. 1. I have called thee as a Covenant of

« the People be aſſembled,“ Ila. xliii. g. * Behold I 
« will lift up my Hands to the Nations, and ſet u

« piflator to the Nations,” Ia, Iv. 4. Behold a Peo- 
« ple cometh from the North Country, and a great Nation 
« ſhall be raiſed up from the Sides of the Eaſt,“ Jer. vi, 
22, © Neither ſhalt thou bear the Reproach of the People 
« any more, neither ſhalt thou cauſe the Nations to fall 
« any more,” Ezek. xxxv. 15. All People and Nations 
„ ſhall / ſerve him,“ Dan. vii. 14. * Give not thine 
«« Heritage to Reproach that the Nations ſhould rule over 
« them; wherefore ſhould they ſay among the People, 
«« where is their God,“ Joel it. 17. The Refidue of 
% my People ſhall! ſpoil them, and the Remnant of my 
«© Nation ihall poſſcſs them,“ Zeph. ii. 9. Many Pes- 
« ple and ſtrong Nations ſhall come to ſeek Jehovah of 
© Sabaoth in Feruſalem,” Zech. viii. 22. Mine Eyes 
«© have ſeen thy Salvation, which thou haſt prepared be- 
« fore the Face of all People, to be a Light to lighten the 
% Nations,” Luke ii. 30, 31, 32. © Thou haſt redeem- 
« ed us by thy Blood, out of every People and Nation,” 
Rev. v. 9. ** Thou muſt propheſy again before many 
% People and Nations,” Rev. x. 11. Thou haſt made 
*« me the Head of the Natrons, a People whom [I have not 
% known ſhall ferfe me,“ Pſalm xviii. 43. Jehovah 
« bringeth the Counſel of the Nations to nought, he ma- 
keth the Devices of the People of none Effect,“ Pſalm 
xxxiii. 10. Thou makeſt us a Bye-Word among the 
« Nations, a Shaking of the Head among the Pecple, 
Pſalm xliv. 14. Jatiovah ſhall ſubdue the People under 
« us, and the Nations under our Feet. Jehovah reigneth 
& over the Nyttons, the Princes of the Pezp/e are gathered 
« unto him; Pſalm xlwii. 3. 8, 1 Let the People 
*« praiſe thee, O God, let the Nations be glad and fin 
for Joy; for thou ſhalt judge the 2 xo righteoully, nd 
« poyern «he Natrons upon Earth,” Pfalm Ixvii. 3, 4, 5. 
Remember me, Jehovah,” with the Favour that thou 
4 e beareit 
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«+ beareſt to thy Pezple, that I may rejoice in the Glad- 
« nels of thy Nations,” Plalm cl. 4, 5. beſides many 
other Places. 

The Reaſon why Nations and People age expreſſed at 
the ſame Time is, becauſe by Nations are underſtood 
thole who are under the Influence of Goodneſs, and in 
the oppolite Sen'e thoſe who are under the Influence of 
Evil; and by People thoſe who are under the Influence 
of Truth, and in it's oppoſite Senſe thoſe who are under 
the Influence of Fallities ; for this Reaſon they who are 
of the Lord's ſpiritual Kingdom are called People, and 

they who are of the Lord's celeſtial Kingdom are called 
Nations ; for all in the ſpiritual Kingdom are under the 
Influence of Truths, and thereby in Wicdom; but all in 
the celeſtial Kingdom are under the Influence of Goods, 
and thereby in Love. 

87. The Caſe is the ſame with many other Expreſſions, 
as with 7% and Gladneſs, which frequently occur toge- 
ther, as may be ſeen in the following . — « And 
« behold %, and Gladneſs, {laying Oxen and killing 
„Sheep,“ Iſaiah xxii. 13. * They ſhall obtain 7% and 
« Gladne/s, and Sorrow and Sighing ſhall flee away,” 
Iſaiah xxxy, 10. li. 11. {9 and Gladneſs are cut off 
„ from the Houſe of our God,” Joel i. 16. Then 
« will I cauſe to ceaſe from Jeruſalem the Voice of Foy 
« and the Voice of Gladneſs,” Jerem. vii. 34. and xxv. 
10. © The Faſt of the tenth Month ſhall be to the 
« Houſe of Judah Foy and Gladneſs,” Zech. viii. 29. 
% Rejsice ye with Jeruſalem, and be glad with her,” 
Iſaiah IXvi. 10. Repoaice and be glad, O Daughter of 
« Edom,” Lament. iv. 21, © Let the Righteous be 
« glad and reaice before God,” Pſalm Ixviii. 3. Make 
« me to hear Foy and Gladneſs,” Pſalm hi. 8. © Joy 
« and Gladneſs thall be found in Zion, Thankſgiving and 
« the Voice of Melody,“ Iſaiah li. 3. © And thou ſhalt 
« have Fey and Gladneſs, and many ſhall rejoice at his 
« Birth,“ Luke i. 14. I will make to ceaſe the 
« Voice of Foy, and the Voice of Gladneſs, the Voice 
« of the Bridegroom, and the Voice the Bride,” 
Jerem. vii. 34: hap. xvi. 9. Chap. xxv. 10. © And there 
«« ſhall be heard in their Place the Voice of Foy and the 
« Voice of Gladneſs, the Voice of the Bridegroom and 
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e the Voice of the Bride,“ Jeremiah xxxiii. 10, 11. 
and in many other Places. The Reaſon why Men- 
tion is made in theſe Paſſages both of Joy and 
Gladneſs, is, becauſe Joy is predicated of Good, and 
Gladneſs of Truth; or Joy of Love, and Glad- 
neſs of Wiſdom ; for Joy belongeth to the Heart, and 
Gladneſs belongeth to the Spirit, or Joy belongeth to 
the Will, and Gladneſs to the Underſtanding. That in 
theſe two 1s contained alſo the Marriage of the Lord and 
the Church, is evident from this Circumſtance, that 
Mention is made of the Voice of Joy and the Voice of 
Gladneſs, the Voice of the Bridegroom and the Voice of 
the Bride, Jerem. vii. 34. Chap. xvi. 9. Chap. xxv. 10. 
Chap. xxxiii. 10, 11. and the Lord is the Bridegroom, 
and the Church is the Bride. That the Lord is the 
Bridegroom, may be ſeen, Matt. ix. 15. Mark ii. 19, 20. 
Luke v. 34. and that the Church is the Bride, may be 
ſeen, Rev. xxi. 2, 9. Chap. xxii. 17. Wherefore John 
the Baptiſt ſaid of Jeſys, * He that hath the Bride is the 
« Bridegroom,” John iii. 29. 

88. By Reaſon of the Marriage of the Lord with the 
Church, or what amounts to the fame Thing, by Reaſon 
of the Marriage of Divine Good and Divine Truth in 
every Part of the Word, there is frequent Mention made 
of Jehovah and God, and alſo of Jehovah and the 
Holy One of Iſrael, as if they were T wo, when never- 
theleſs they are One; for b Jehovah is meant the Lord 
with Reſpect to the Divine Good of his Divine Love, and 
by God and the Holy One of Iſrael, is meant the Lord in 
Reſpect to the Divine Truth of his Divine Wiſdom, 
That Jehovah and God, -and Jehovah and the Holy One 
of Iſrael, are ſpoken of in many Parts of the Word, and 

et ſignify One, which is the Lord, may be ſeen in the 
B CONCERNING THE LORD THE REDEEMER, 
n. 34 38, and 46, | "IP 

9. Since then the Marriage of the Lord and the 

Church is mentioned in all and every Part of the Word 
it is clearly” evident, that all and every Particular of 
the Word treats of the Lord, as is demonſtrated in 
the DOCTRINE "CONCERNING THE LORD, n. 1 to 7, 
The Church too, of which it treats, is the Lord alſo; for 
the Lord himſelf tells us that a Man of the Church = in 
GED Ins 
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Him, and He in him, John vi. 56. Chap. xiv. 20, 21. 
Chap. xv. 5, 7. 

90. Since the Divinity and Sanctity of the Word is 
here treated of, it may- be proper to add a Memorable 
Relation to what has been already ſaid. 'I here was once 
ſent me down from Heaven a ſmall Piece of Paper, co- 
vered with Hebrew Characters, but written as they uſed 
to be amongſt the Ancients, with whom thoſe Letters, 
which are at this Day partly in right Lines, were in- 
flected, with little Bendings upwards; and the Angels 
who were then with me 3 that they could diſcover 
entire and complete Senſes by the very Letters, and that 
they diſcovered them — by the Flectures of the 
Lines, and of the Tops of ach Letter; and they ex- 
plained what was their Signification both ſeparately and 
conjointly, telling me that the H, which was added to the 
Names of Abram and Sarai, ſignified Infinite and Eter- 
nal. They alſo explained to me the Meaning of the 
Word in Plalm xxxii. 2. by the Letters or Syllables only, 
and that the general Senſe contained therein was, That 
the Lord is ever merciful to thoſe who do Heil. They in- 
formed me, that the Writing in the third Heaven can- 
ſifted of Letters inflected, and variouſly curved, each of 
which contained ſome particular Meaning; and that the 
Vowels there uſed were to expreſs a Sound correſponding. 
with Affection, and that in that Heaven they were not 
able to expreſs the Vowels z and e, but inſtead of them 
and en, and that the Vowels a, o, and u, were in Ule 
amongſt them, becauſe they give a full Sound; alſo that 
they did not expreſs any Conlonants roughly but ſoftly, 
and that it was from this Ground, that ſome Hebrew 
Letters are pointed within, as a Mark that their Pronun- 
ciation ſhould be ſoft ; they added that Harſhneſs in Letters 
was in Uſe in the ſpiritual Heaven, by Reaſon that the 
ſpiritual Angels are principled in Truths, and Truth ad- 
mitteth of Harſhneſs; whereas the Good, wherein the 
Angels of the Lord's celeſtial Kingdom, or of the third 
Heaven, are principled, admitteth of no Harſhneſs. 
They declared further, that they had the written Word 
amongſt them, compoſed of Letters inflected with ſigni- 
ficative little Bendings and Dots; from whence it ap- 
peared what thoſe Words of _ Lord ſignify, « One Jot 
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« gr one Tittle, ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the Law, till 
& all be fulfilled,” Matt. v. 18. And again, © It is 
« eaſier for Heaven and Earth to paſs, than one Tittle of 
4% the Law to fail,“ Luke xvi. 17. 


That from the literal Senſe of the Word, 
Men may collect heretical Opinions, but 
that to confirm ſuch Opinions is hurtful. 


9. IT was ſhewn abovo, that the Word cannot be 
underſtood without Doctrine, and that Doctrine is as a 
Lantern for the Diſcovery of genuine Truths, and that 
this is a Conſequence of the Word's being written by 
Correſpondencies; hence it is that many Things, con- 
tained therein, are Appearances of T ruth, and not naked 
Truths; and many Things are adapted to the Under- 
ſtanding of the natural . yea even of the ſenſual 
Man, yet in ſuch a Manner that the Simple may under- 
ſtand them in Simplicity, the Intelligent in Intelligence, 
and the Wiſe in Wildom. Now ſince the Word 1s of 
ſuch a Nature, the Appearances of Truths, which are 
Truths ciothed, may be taken for naked Truths, which 
when they are confirmed become Falſes; but this is done 
by thoſe who believe themfelves to be ſuperior in Wiſ— 
dom to others, when yet they are not wile; for to be 
wile is to ſee whether a Theory be a Truth, before it 1s 
confirmed, but not to confirm whatſoever one pleaſeth ; 
this they do who are mighty in the Power of Confirma- 
tion, and in the Arrogance of Self-Intelligence ; but they 
who are truly wiſe love Truths, and are affected by them 
becauſe they are Truths, and apply them to the Purpoſes 
of Life; tor theſe are in Illumination from the Lords 
and ſee Truths by the Light of Truths; but the others 
are in the Light of Self hood, and ſee Falſes alſo in the 
Light of Falles. | 

92. That-the Appearances of Truth, which are Truths 
clothed, may be taken for naked Truths in the Word, 
and which when confirmed become Falſes, is evident 
from the many Hereſies which have been and {till exiſt in 
the Chriſtian World. Hereſies themſelves do no Hurt to 

Mankind: 
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Mankind ; but Confirmation of the Falſities contained in 
any Herefy, by Miſapplication of the Word, and by 
Reaſonings that originate in the natural Man, together 
with an evil Life, theſe are the Things which do Hurt. 
For every one, is by Birth introduced into the Religion of 
his Parents, and is initiated therein from his earlieſt Years, 
and afterwards continueth in the fame Perſuaſion, nor is 
it in his Power to extricate himſelf from it's Falſes, by 
Reaton of his Engagements in the World: But to live in 
Evil, and to confirm Falſes, ſo as to deſtroy genuine 
Truths, this is what hurts the Soul ; for whoever abideth 
in the Religion of his Country, and believeth in God, 
and (in Cafe he be of the Chriſtian Church) believeth in 
the Lord, and eſteemeth the Word to be holy, and liveth 
according to the Commandments of the Decalogue, 
from a religious Motive, ſuch an one never confirmeth 
himſelf in Faiſes; and therefore when Truths are pro- 
poſed to him, and he perceiveth them according to the 
Meafure of Life he hath attained, he is in a Capacity to 
embrace them, and thereby to be extricated from Falſes; 
but the Caſe is otherwiſe where a Man hath contixmed 
the Falſes of his own particular Religion, inaſmuch as 
Falſes, when confirmed, take decp Root in the Soul, and 
cannot be extirpated ; for when a Man hath confirmed 
himſelf in what is Falſe, he is bound to it as it were by 
an Oath, eſpecially if Self-Love, or the Pride of his own 
Underſtanding, is engaged in it's Favour. 

93. I have conzerſed in the ſpiritual World with ſome 
who lived many Ages ago, and had confirmed themielves 
in the Falſes of their particular religious Perſuaſions, and 
I found that they ſtill continued rooted in the ſame: I 
| have likewiſe converſed, in that World, with others, who 
have been of the ſame religious Perſuaſion, and have en- 
tertained the ſame Notions with the former, but yet had 
not confirmed it's Falſes in themſelves ; and I found that 
when they were inſtructed by the Angels, they rejected 
Falſes, and received Truths; the Conſequence was, that 
the latter were ſaved, but the former were not. Every 
Man after Death is inſtructed by Angels, and they are re- 
ceived into Heaven who diſcern Truths, and by Virtue 
thereof Falſes; for a ſpiritual Diſcernment of Truths is 


granted to every one after Death; but they ovly are in a 
| 1 2 Capacity 
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Capacity to ſee Truths, who have not confirmed them- 
ſclves in Falſes; for they who have ſo confirmed them- 
ſelves are in no Diſpoſition to ſee Truths, and in Caſe 
they do ſee them, they turn their Backs upon them, and 
then either ridicule, or falſiſy them. 

94. But we will illuſtrate what we mean by an Ex- 
ample. In many Paſſages of the Word we find Anger, 
Wrath, and Revenge, attributed to the Lord; and it is 
{aid that he puniſheth, caſteth into Hell, tempteth, with 
many other Things of the like Nature. Now where this 
is believed in a Child-hke Simplicity, and made the 
Ground of the Fear of God, and of Care not to offend 
him, it doeth no Hurt, by Reaſon of ſuch Simplicity of 
Belief.” But where a Man fo confirmeth himſelf in this 
Belief, as to be perſuaded that Anger, Wrath, Revenge, 
and conſequently Paſſions, Which originate in Evil, be- 
long to the Lord, and that by Realon of ſuch Anger, 
Wrath, and Revenge, he puniſheth Mankind, and caſteth 
them into Hell, in this Caſe the Belief is hurtful, becauſe 
it deſtroyeth genuine Truth, which teacheth that the Lord 
is Love itſelf, Mercy itſelf, and Goodneſs itſelf, and of 
Conſequence that he cannot be angry, wrathful, or re- 
vengeful. Where ſuch evil Paſſions then are attributed 
in the Word to the Lord, it is owing to Appearance only, 
for ſuch Things are but the Appearances of Truth. 
Like Things occur in many other Parts of the Word. 

95. That ſeveral Things in the literal Senſe of the 
Word, are but Appearances of Truth, wherein genuine 
Truths lie concealed, and that no Hurt is incurred by 
thinking, and even ſpeaking in Simplicity according to 
Truths, but that it is hurtful to confirm them, inaſmuch 
as by Confirmation, the Diyine Truth contained within 
is deſtroyed, may be alſo illuſtrated by an Example from 
Nature, to which we ſhall appeal, becauſe what is Natu- 
ral enlighteneth and inſtructeth the Mind, more clear! 
than what 1s Spiritual. It appears to the bodily Eye, as 
if the, Sun performed a daily and annual Revolution about 
the Earth; Wence it is common to ſay that the Sun riſes 
and ſets, that it cauſeth Morning, Noon-day, Evening, 
and Night, and alſo the Seaſons of the Year, as Spring, 
Summer, Autumn, and Winter, and conſequently Days 
and Years, when nevertheleſs the Sun continueth im- 
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moveable, being an Ocean of Fire, round which the 
Earth performeth her daily and annual Revolution. A 
Perſon now, who in Simplicity and Ignorance ſuppoſeth 
that the Sun revolveth about the Karth, doth not deſtroy 
this natural Truth, reſpecting the Earth's Rotation round 
her own Axis, and her annual Revolution in the Ecliptic: 
But wholo confirmeth the Sun's apparent Motion by the 
Reaſonings of the natural Man, particularly if he ſup- 
rteth ſuch an Opinion by the Authority of the Word, 
be invalidates the Truth, and deſtroys it. That the Sun 
moves, is then an apparent Truth; that it doth not move, 
is a genuine Truth; every one may ſpeak according to 
apparent I ruth, and doth ſo ſpeak ; but to think that 
the Fact is really ſo, and to confirm ſuch a Thought, 
this dujls and darkens the rational Underſtanding. he 
Caſe is ſimilar with che Stars of the Firmament; it is an 
apparent Truth that they alſo are-borne round daily with 
the Sun, wherefore it is allo ſaid of the Stars, that they 
riſe and ſet; but it is a genuine Truth that the Stars are 
tixed, and that their Firmament is immoveable; never- 
theleſs every one may ſpeak according to the Appear 
ance. 13 f 
906. The true Ground of the Reaſon why it is hurtful 
to confirm the Appearances of Truth that occur in the 
Word, in Conſequence whereof the genuine Truth which 
lieth therein concealed is deſtroyed, is this, becauſe all 
and every Part of the literal Senſe of the Word hath. 
Communication with, and opens Heaven, according to 
thoſe Things which were ſaid above, n. 62 to 69. 
When therefore Man applieth that Senſe to the Con- 
firmation of worldly Loves, which are contrary to heavenly 
Loves, then the internal Senſe of the Word becomes 
faiſe ; wherefore.when the external, which is the literal 
Senſe, whoſe internal is falſe, has Communication with 
Heaven, then Heaven is cloſed, for the Angels who are 
in the internal Senſe of the Word reject it. Hence it 
appears, that a falſe Internal, or falſified Truth, preventeth 
Communication with Heaven, and cloſeth it up. I his 
is the Reaſon why it is hurtful to confirm any falſe here- 
tical Opinions. | . 
The Word is like a Garden, which may be called a 
celeſtial Paradiſe, containing Delicacies and Delights of 
| every 
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every Kind, Delicacies, by Virtue .of it's Fruits, and 
Delights, by Virtue of it's Flowers, in the Midſt whereof 
are Frees of Life, and beſide them Fountains of livin 
Waters; and round about the Garden arc Foreſts, 
Whoever now 1s under the Influence and in the Poſſeſſion 
of Divine Truths, by Virtue of Doctrine, he is in the 
Midſt of the Garden, amongſt the Trees of Life, and in 
the actual Enjoyment of it's Delicacies and Delights; 
but where a Man is not under the Influence, and in the 
Poſſeſſion of Truths by Virtue of Doctrine, but by the 
literal Senſe alone, he abideth only in the Woods and 
Foreſts which encompafs the Garden, and ſeeth Nothing 
within; and laſtly, where a Man 1s influenced by the 
Doctrine of a falſe Religion, and hath confirmed it's 
Falſes in his Mind, he 1s not even in the Wood which 
ſurrounds the Garden, but in a ſandy Deſart on the Out- 
ſide, where no Graſs groweth. That theſe are the 
reſpective States of ſuch Perfons after Death, will be 
confirmed in it's proper Place. | 

97. It is moreover to be obſerved, that the literal Senſe 
of the Word is a Defence for the genuine Truths con- 
cealed in it, leſt they ſnhould ſuffer Violence; and the 
Defence conſiſteth in this Circumſtance, that the literal 
Senſe can be turned every Way in all Directions, and be 
explained according to the Reader's Apprehenſions, with, 
out it's Internal being hurt or violated; for no Hurt en- 
ſues from the literal Senſe being underſtood differently by 
different People; but the Danger is, when the Divine 
Truths which are hidden therein are perverted, for it is 
by this that the Word ſuffereth Violence, To prevent 
this, the literal Senſe is it's Defence, and it aperateth as 
ſuch a Defence with thoſe who are under the Influence of 
religious Falſes, and yet do not confirm them in their 
Minds; from theſe the Word ſuffereth no Violence. 
The literal Senſe of the Word acting as a Guard, or De- 
fence, is ſignified by Cherubims in the Word, and is alfo 
deſcribed by them. This Defence is ſignified by the 
Cherubs, which, after the Expulſion of Adam and his 
Wife from the Garden of Eden, were placed at the En- 
trance thereof, and of which it is written, When the 
« Lord God drove out the Man, he placed at the Faſt 
« of the Garden of Eden Cherubims and a flaming 
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« Sword, which turned every Way, to keep the Way of 
« the Tree of Life,” Gen. iii. 24. By Cherubims is 
ſignified Defence; by the Way of the Tree of Life is 
ſignified Admiſſion to the Lord, which Men have by 
Means of the Truths contained in the ſpiritual Senſe of 
the Word ; by the flaming Sword, which turned every 
Way, is tgnihed Divine truth in it's Ultimates, which 
like the Word in it's literal Senſe is capable of being thus 
turned, "I he ſame is underſtood by the «© Cherubims 
© made of Gold, over the two Extremities of the Mercy- 
„Scat, which was ahove the Ark in the Tabernacle,” 
Exod. xxv. 18 to 21; becaule this was ſignified by the 
Cherubims, therefore the Lord talked from between them 
with Moles, Exod. xxv. 22, Chap. xxxvii. 9. Num. vii. 
89; that the Loid never ſpeaks with Man but in Fulneſs, 
and the Word in it's literal Senſe is Divine Truth in it's 
Fulnels, may be ſeen above, n. 37 to 49; thus therefore 
the Lord talked with Moſes from between the Cherubs. 
The ſame is underſtood by © the Cherubims over the 
« Cuttains of the Tabernacle, and over the Vail,“ Exod. 
xxvi. 31. for the Curtains and Vail of the "Tabernacle ſig- 
nificd the Ultimates of Heaven, and the Church, and 
conſequently the Word, as may be ſeen above, n. 46. 
The ſame is ſignified by the“ Cherubims in the Middle 
« of the Temple of Jeruſalem,” 1 Kings vi. 22 to 28. 
and by © the Cherubims carved over the Walls and 
« Doors of the Temple,” 1 Kings vi. 29, 32, 35. And 
alſo by the“ Cherubims in the new Temple, Ezek. 
xli. is, 19, 20. and may be ſeen above, n. 47. Since 
by Cherubims was ſignified Defence, to ſecure the Lord, 
Heaven, and Divine Truth, ſuch as is contained in the 
internal Senſe of the Word, from being approached im- 
mediately, and to ſhew, that they ought to be approached 
by the Mediation of Ultimates ; therefore it is FA by the 
King of Tyre, “ Thou ſealeſt up the Sum full of Wit- 
« dom, and perfect in Beauty; thou haſt been in Eden 
*« the Garden of God, every precious Stone was thy Co- 
« vering, thou art the anointed Cherub that covereth ; I 
« will deſtroy thee, O covering Cherub from the Midſt 
« of the Stones of Fire,“ Ezek. xxviii. 12, 13, 14, 16. 
By Tyre is ſignified the Church, in Reſpect to the Know- 
edges of Truth and Govdnels, and conſequently by the 
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King of Tyre is ſignified the Word where thoſe Know- 
ledges are, and from whence they are derived ; that by 
the King of Tyre is here ſignified the Word in it's Ulti- 


mates, which is the literal Senſe, and by Cherub, De- 


fence, is plain from this Circumſtance, that it is ſaid, 
« Thou ſealeſt up the Sum full of Wiſdom, every precious” 
« Stone was thy Covering, thou art the anointed Cherub 
« that covereth ;””* that by the precious Stones which are 
alſo mentioned in the” ſame Chapter, are ſignified the 
Truths belonging to the literal Senſe of the Word, may 
be ſeen above, n. 45. Inaſmuch as by Cherubims is ſig- 
nified the Word in it's Ultimates, and alſo Defence, 
therefore it is written in the Pſalms of David, “ Jeho- 
% yah bowed the Heavens and came down, he rode upon 
« a Cherub,” xvili. 10, 11. 0 Shepherd of IIxrael, 
« thou that dwelleſt between the Cherubims, {ſhine 
« forth, Ixxx 1. © Jehovah ſitteth between the Cheru- 
„% bims,” xcix. 1, To ride upon Cherubs, to fit upon 
them, and fit between them, meaneth on the ultimate 
Senſe of the Word. Divine Truth in the Word, with it's 
Nature and Quality, is deſcribed by the Cherubims in 
Ezekiel, Chap. i. 9, 10; but as no one can know what 
is ſignified by the Particulars in the Deſcription of them, 
unleſs the ſpiritual Senſe is opened, it was therefore dif- 
covered to me, what is generally ſignified by all thoſe 
Things, which are faid concerning the Cherubims in the 
firſt Chapter of Ezekiel, which are theſe; the Divine 
external Sphere of the Word is deſcribed, Verſe 4. Is 
repreſented as a Man, Verſe g. It's Conjunction with ſpi- 
ritual and celeſtial Things, Verſe 6. he natural Senſe 
of the Word, it's Quality, Verſe 7. The ſpiritual and 
celeſtial Senſe of the Word conjoined with the natural, 
it's Quality, Verſe 8, 9. Divine Love of celeſtial Good- 
neſs and Truth, of ſpiritual and natural therein diſtin 
and united, Verſe 10, 11. That they regard one End, 
Verfe-12. The Sphere of the Word is from the 
Divine Good- and the Divine Truth of the Lord, from 
which the Word Iiveth, Verſe 13, 14. The Doctrine 
of Goodnefs and Truth, in the Word and out of it, 
Verſe 15 to 21. The Divinity of the Lord above it 
and in it, Verſe 22, 23. And out of it, Verſe 24, 25, 
That the Lord is above the Heavens, Verle 26. _— 

2 that 
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that he is Divine Love and Divine Truth itſelf, Verſe 
27, 28. Theſe Summaries allo have been compared with 
the Word in Heaven, and are in Conformity with it. 


That the Lord came into the World, that he 
might fulfil all Things contained in the 
Word, and thereby become Divine Truth, 
or the Word even in it's Ulttmates. 


98. THAT the Lord came into the World, that he might 
fulf} all Things contained in the Word, may be feen in 
the DOCTRINE CONCERNING THE LORD, n. 8 to 11. 
That thereby he was made Divine Truth, or the Word 
even in it's Ultimates, is underſtood by theſe Words in 
John, «„ Ard the Word was made Flelh, and dwelt 
« among us, and we beheld his Glory, as of the only be- 
« gotten of the Father, full of Grace and Truth ;” to be 
made Fleſh, is to be made the Word in it's Ultimates. A 
Repreſentation of the Lord, as the Word in it's Ultimates, 
was exhibited before his Diſciples at his Transfiguration, 
Matt. xvii. 2, &c. Mark ix. 2, &c. and Luke ix. 28; 
and it is there ſaid, that Moſes and Elias appeared in Glory; 
by Moſes and Elias is underſtood the Word, as may be 
ſeen above, n. 48. The Lord. as the Word in it's Ul- 
timates, was allo repreſented before John in the Reve- 
lation, Chap. i. 13 to 16; where all Parts of the 
Deſcription given of him, ſignify the Ultimates of Divine 
Truth, or of the Word. The Lord indeed, before his In- 
carnation, was the Word, or Divine Truth; but then it 
was in it's firſt Eflence (in primis); for it is ſaid, “ In the 
« Beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, 
« and God was the Word: This was in the Beginning 
« with God,” John i. 1, 2, 3. But when the Word was 
made Fleſh, the Lord was made the Word in it's Ulti- 
mates allo; it is from this Circumſtance that he is called 
the FiRsT and the LAST, (Primus et Ultimus) Rev. i. 
8, Il, 17. Chap. ii. 8. Chap. xxi. 6. Chap. xxii. 1a, 
13. 

00. By Reaſon alſo of the Lord's being made the Word 
in it's Ultimates, the State of the Church was entirely 
M changed; 
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changed; all the Churcheꝭ which were before his Advent, 
were Repreſentative Churches, which could not ſce Di- 
vine "| ruth but as it were in the Shade; but after the Ad- 
vent of our Lord into the World, a Church was inſtituted 
by him, which ſaw Divine Truth in the Light: The 
Difference between the Churches is ſimilar to Evening 
and Morning. The State of the Church, Previous to our 
Lord's Coming, is alſo called the Evening; and the State 
of the Church after his Coming, is called Morning. The 
Lord, previous to his Coming into the World, was indeed 
reſent with the Men of the Church, but it was mediate]! 
through Heaven ; but fince his Advent in the World, he 
is irmediatcly preſent with the Men of the Church. For 
in the World he put on alſo the Divine Natural, in which 
he is preſent with Men; the Glorihcation of the Lord is 
the Glorification of his Humanity, which he took in the 
World; and the Humanity of the Lord glorified, is the 
Divine Natural. 

100. Few People underſtand in what Senſe the Lord 
is the Ward; for it is generally thought, that the Lord, 
by Means of the Word, may enlighten and teach Man— 
kind, and yet, that this is no Reaſon why he ſhould be 
called the Word; bur let it be known, that.every Indivi- 
dual Man is his own particular Love, and thence his own 
particular Good, and his own particular Truth; Man is 
Man only by Virtue of theſe his conſtituent Parts, and 
Nothing elſe in his Conſtitution can be called Man; on the 
ſame Ground that Man is his own particular Good, and 


his own particular ruth, the Angels and Spirits are Men; 


for all Goodnels and I'1uth proceeding from the Lord, is, 
in it's own particular Form, Man: But the Lord is eſſen- 
tial Diving Good, and eſſential Divine Truth; ſo alſo is 
he eſſential Man, from whom every Man receiveth what 
conſtituteth him Man. That all Divine Good and Divine 
Truth is, in it's Form, Man, may be ſeen in the Treatiſe 
on HEAVEN and HELL, n. 460; and ſhall be ſcen more 


clearly explained in the Works which treat of Ax ELI 
Wiszo0M, 7 
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That, previous to the Word which the World 


ts now im Pon of, there was a Word 
which ts fince loſt. 


10t. THAT previous to the Word which was given by 
Moſes and the Pr ophe! ts to the People of lirael, Men were 
acquainted with ſacrijical Worſhip, and 550 phetied from 
the Mouth of Jehov: ih, may 1 1 8 from what is recorded 
in the Books of Moles. Tat they were acgua: ute { with 
Jacrifical Farjhips is evident from theſe Circumitances, 
That the Children of Iſrael were commanded to deſtroy 
the Altars of the Gentiles, to break their Iinages, and cut 
down their Groves, Exod. xxxiv, 13. Deut. vi. 5. 
Chap. xll. 3. That Irael in Sc! Altun began to commit 
WW horedom with the Daughters of Moab, "and called the 
People to the Sacrifice of the Gods, and that the People 
did eat, and bowed themſelves to their Gods and chicily 
Joined thernſelves to Baal Peor; and that upon that Ac. 
count the Anger of Jehovah was kindled againſt Iſrael, 
Numb. xxv. I, 2, 3. That Balaam, who was from the 
Land of Syria, cauſed Altars to be built, and ſacr ficed 
Oxen and Sheep, Numb. xxii. 40. Chap. xxiii. 1, 2, 14. 
29, 30. That he propheſi: &d 4% fr am the Mouth of Teh 72 
vah, is evident from the Prophecies of Balaam, Numb. 
xxiii. 7 to 10, 18 to 24. Chap. xxiv. 3tog, 16 to 25. 
That he alſo prophetied concerning the Lord, ſaying, that 
there ſhould come a Star out of Jacob, and a Sceptre thould 
riſe out of Iſracl, Numb. xxiv. 17; and that he prophetied 
from the Mouth of Jehovah, Numbs xxii. 13, 18. Chap. 
xxili. 3, 5, 8, 16, 20. Chap. xxiv. 1, 13. From all 
which Circumſtances it is very evident, that che Gentiles 
performed Divine Worihip in many Reſpects ſimilar to 
that which was inſtituted by Moſes amongſt the People of 
Iſrael. That fuch Worſhip was in Uſe alſo be 25 the 15 05 of 
Abraham, is plain from what is written by M es, Deut. 
XXXil. 7, 8; but {lill plainer, from what is recorded of 
Melchinedach, King of Salem, how he brought forth the 
Bread and Il ine, and bleiled Abraham, and how Abraham 
gave him Tithes of all, and how Melchizedech repretented 
the Lord, for he is called the Prieſt of the Moit High God, 
Gen. xiv. 18; and it is ſaid of the Lord by David,“ Thou 
M 2 «art 
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c art a Prieſt for ever after the Order of Melchizedech,” 
Pſalm cx. 4. Hence it was that Melchizedech brought 
forth Bread and Wine, as being the moſt holy Things of 
the Church, agreeable to their Holineſs in the Lord's Sup- 
per, and that Melchizedech could bleſs Abraham, and that 
Abraham gave him Tithes of all. 

102. That the Word amongſt the Ancients was written 
by mere Correſpondencies, but that it was loſt, was rela- 
ted to me by the Angels of Heaven, and they ſaid that that 
Word was ſtill preſerved amongſt them, and uſed by thoſe 
Ancients with whom that Word was, when they were in 
the World. Thoſe Aucients, amongſt whom that Word is 
fill in Uſe in Heaven, were in part Natives of the Land 
of Canzan and it's Confines, as of Syria, Meſopotamia, 
Arabia, Chaldea, Allyria, Egypt, Zidon, Tyre, ana 
Nineveh, the Inhabitants of all which Kingdoms were 
mitiated in repreſentative Worſhip, and conſequently were 
ſkilled in the Science of Correſpondercies: The Wiſdom 
of thoſe Times was derived from that Science, and there- 
by they enjoyed interior Perception and Communication 
with the Heavens; they alſo, who were internally ac- 
quainted with the Correſpondencies of that Word, were 
called Wiſe Men and Intelligent, and in ſucceeding Apes, 
Diviners and Magi. But, inaſmuch as that Word was 
full of ſuch Correſpondencies, as were remotely ſignifica- 
tive of celeſliai and ſpiritual Things, in Conſequence 
whereof, it began to be generally falſified ; then, by the 
Divine Providence of the Lord, in Proceſs of Time it was 
removes, and at laſt was loſt, and another Word, written 
by Correſpondencies leſs remote, was given, which was 
the Word publiſhed by the Prophets amongſt the Children 
of Ifrael. In this Word were retained ſeveral Names of 
Places, not only of ſuch as were in the Land of Canaan, 
but alſo of ſuch as were in the neighbouring Kingdoms of 
Aſia, all which ſignified Things and States of the Church; 
but ſuch Significations were derived from the Ancient 
Word. It was on this Account that Abraham was com- 
manded to go into that Land, and that his Poſterity, out 
of the Loins of Jacob, were introduced into it. 
| 103. "That the Ancients had a Word, is evident from 
the Writings of Moſes, who makes Mention of it, and 


path alſo given a Quotation from it, Numb. xxi. 14, 15, 
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x7 to 30; and that the hiſtorical Parts of that Word were 
called the /Yars of Fehevah, and the prophetical Parts 
Enunciations, From the hiſtorical Parts of that Word, 
Moſes hath given this Quotation, “ Wherefore it is ſaid 
„in the Book of the Wars of Jehovah, what he did in 
« the Red Sea, and in the Brooks of Arnon, and at the 
Stream of the Brooks that goeth down to the Dwellings 
« of Arnon, and lieth upon the Borders of Moab,” Numb. 
XX1. I4, 15. By the Wars of Jehovah, mentioned in 
that Word and in our's, are underſtood and deſcribed the 
Lord's Combats with Hell, and his Victories over it, 
when he {ſhould come into the World. The ſame Com- 
bats are alſo underſtood and deſcribed in many Paſſages in 
the hittorical Parts of our Word, as in the Wars of joſhua 
with the Inhabitants of the Land of Canaan, and in the 
Wars of the Judges and Kings of Iſrael. From the pro- 
phetical Parts of that Word, Moſes hath given this Quo- 
tation, * Wherefore ſay the Enunciators, Come into 
« Heſbon; let the City of Sihon be prepared, for there 
„is a Fire gone out of Heſbon, a Flame from the City 
« of Sihon, it hath conſumed Ar of Moab, and the 
« Lords of the high Places of Arnon. Woe to thee, 
© Moab, thou art undone, O People of Chemoſh ; he 
hath given his Sons that eſcaped, and his Daughters in- 
« to Captivity unto Sihon, King of the Amorites; we 
« have ſhot at them, Heſbon is periſhed even unto D bon, 
« and we have laid them waſte even unto Nophah, which 
«© reacheth unto Medeba,”” Numb. xxi. 27 to 30. The 
Tranſlators render it Compoſers of Proverbs, but they are 
more properly called Enunciators, and their Compoſitions 
prophetical Enunciations, as may appear from the Signi- 
fication of the Word Moſchalim, in the Hebrew Tongne, 
which not only means Proverbs, but alſo prophetical 
Enunciations, as in Numb. xxiii. 7, 18. Chap. xxiv. 3, 
15; where it is ſaid, that Balaam uttered his 1 
which was alſo prophetical; concerning our Lord, his 
Enunciation is called Moſchal in the ſingular Number: It 
may be further obſerved, that the Paſſages thence quoted 
by Moſes are not Proverbs, but Prophecies. That that 
Word was divinely inſpired like our's, is plain from a Paſ- 
ſage in Jeremiah, where the ſame Expreſſion nearly occurs ; 
„A Fire ſhall come forth out of Heſbon, and a Plans 
| « irom 
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& from the Midſt of Sihon, and ſhall devour the Corner 
« of Moab, and the Crown of the Had of the tumultuous 
« ones. Woe be unto thee, O Moab, the People of 
« Chemolh peritheth ; for thy Sons are taken Captives, 
« and thy Daughters Captives,” Chap. x!vin. 45, 46. 
Moreover, Mention 1s made of a prophetical Book of the 
Ancient Word, called the Book of Jaiher, or the Book of 
Right, by David and by Joſhua; by David in the following 
Paſſage, David lamented over Saul and over Jonathan, 
« allo he bade them teach the Children 67 Iracl the Uſe 
« of the Bow, behold it is written in the Baa Her,“ 
2 Sam. i. 17, 18; and by Joſhua in this Paiſag-, «+ Jung 
« {aid, Sun, ſtand thou ſtill upon Gibeon, and thon Minon 
© in the Valley of Ajalon, is not his writ en in the $49 
66 of Faſjher,” Joſh. . Moreover it was told TILT 
that the {even ürſt Chapters of Genelts are extant in that 
moſt Ancient Word, and that not the leaſt Word is 
wanting. 


That, by Means of the Nord, Light ts com- 
municaied to loſe who arc out of the Pale 
of th: Church, and are not in £o{/c/jron of 
the Word. 


104. THERE is no PoThility of Conjundtion with Here 
ven, unleis there be, in lome Part or oth r 6! rhe Earih, 
a Church which is n Pose ion of the Word, id hereby 
acquainted with the Lord, inafiruch ass the Loid is God 
of Heaven and Earth, and withovt the Lord there is no 
Salvation. It is enough that there be a Church, which 
is in Poſſeſſion of the Word, although that Church may 
conſiſt of very few Perſons, in Re{p-RQ to the «hole Rice 
of Mankind; for ſtill, by Means of the Word to polled, 
the Lord is preſent in every Country on the Face of the 
Earth, inaſmuch as by that Means Heaven is in Con- 
Wee with Mankind. That Conjunction is effected by 
Means of the Word, may be ſeen above, n. 62 to 69. 

* 'TO5, But in what Manner the Preſence and Con- 
junction of the Lord, and of Heaven, is effected in all 
Countries, by Means of the Word, ſhall now be ſhewn. 
| 'The 
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The Univerſal Heaven is, in the Lord's Sight, as a ſingle 
Man, end lo allo is the Church on Earth; that they have, 
moreover, the actual Appearance of a Man, may be {een 
in the Treatiſe concerning HEAVEN end HELL, n. 59 
to 87. Ia this Man, the Church, where the Word is 
read, and thereby the Lord known and acknowledged, is 
as the Heart, and as the Lungs; the Lord's celeſtial King- 
dom as the Heart, and his {piritval Kingdom as the Lunes. 
Now as from thele two Fountains of Life in the human 
Body, all the other Members, Viſcera, and Organs, ſub- 
ſiſt and live, ſo alſo thoſe People, in every Part of the 
Earth, who have any Religion, and who arc M orihippers 
of one God, and lead good Lives, and make thereby a 
Part of this Man, reſembling the Members and Viſcera 
without the Thorax, wherein the Heart and Lungs are 
contained, by Virtue df the Conjunction of the Lord and 
of Heaven with the Church, by Means of the Word, 
ſubliſt and live; forthe Word in the Church, although in 
the Poſſeſſion of a [mall Number, compared with the reſt 
of Mankind, is Life to all the reſt from the Lord, through 
the Heavens, juſt as the Members and Viſcera of the 
whole Body receive Life from the Heart and Lungs ; the 
Communication is alſo ſimilar, which is a Reaton why 
the Chriſtians, amongſt whom the Word is read, conſlitute 
the Breaſt of the fore-mentioned Man ; they are alſo in the 
Middle or Center of the reſt, and next about them are the 
Roman Catholics, and about theſe the Mahumetans, who 
acknowledge the Lord as a very great Prophet, and as the 
Son of God; after theſe come the Africans, and the laſt 
Circumference is occupied by the People and Nations in 
Alia and the Indies. Concerning which Ordination of 
thoſe Things, ſomething may be ſeen in the little Treatiſe 
on the LAST JUDGMENT, n. 48. For all Things 
which are in that Man, look towards the very Center, 
where the Chriſtians are ſituated. 

100. In the very Center, where the Chriſtians are ſitu- 
ated, who are in Poſſeſſion of the Word, is the greateſt 
Light; for Light in the Heavens is Divine Truth, pro— 
ceeding from the Lord as the Sun there, and inaſmuch as 
the Word 1s Divine Truth, the greateſt Light is with-thoſe 
who are in Poſſeſſion of the Word. Light thence, as from 
it's Center, ſpreads itſelf around through all the Circum- 
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ferences, quite to the Ultimates; hence it is clear, that 
the Illumination of the Nations and People without 
the Church, is alſo through the Word. That the Light 
in the Heavens is Divine Truth procceding from the Lord, 
and that that Light gives Intelligence, not only to the 
Angels, but to Men alſo, may be ſeen in the Treatiſe con- 
cerning HEAVEN and HELL, n. 126 to 140. 

107. That this is the Caſe in the univerſal Heaven, 
may be conciuded from a Similarity of Circumſtances, in 
Reſpect to every particular Society in Heaven; for every 

articular Society is a Heaven in a leſſer Form, which 
ikewile is as a Man, as may be ſeen in the Treatiſe con- 
cerning HEAVEN and HELL, n. 41 to 87. In every 
Socicty in Heaven, they who are in the Middle in like 
Manner repreſent the Heart and Lungs, and enjoy the 
greateſt Degree of Light; this Light, and the Perceptions 
of Truth thence ariling, diffuſe themſelves from the Cen- 
ter, in every Direction, towards the Circumference, con- 
ſequently to all who are in the Society, and conſtitute 
their ſpiritual Life. It was ſhewn me, that when they who 
were in the Center, and who conſtituted the Province of the 
Heart and of the Lungs, and enjoyed the greateſt Degree 
of Light, were removed, immediately they who were in the 
Neighbourhood around them, had their Underſtandings 
obicured, and were reduced to fo faint a Perception of 
Truth, as ſcarce to have any; but as ſoon as ever the 
others were replaced, the Light again appeared, and their 
former Perception of Truth was reſtored. 

108, Ihe fame may be alſo illuſtrated by this Expe- 
rience. There were certain African Spirits from Abyſſinia 
with me, whole Ears were ſome Time paſt opened, that 
they might hear Singing in a Temple of the Word, from 
the Pſalins of David, from which they were affected with 
ſuch Delight, that they joined in the Singing; after that, 
however, their Ears were cloſed, that they might not hear 
any Thing thence; but they were then affected with a 
greater Degree of Delight, becauſe it was ſpiritual, and 
were, at the ſame T ime; filled with Intelligence, for that 
Palm treated of the Lord, and concerning Redemption. 
The Reaſon of ſuch an Increaſe of Delight, was, that 
they were then granted a Communication with that Soci- 


_ ety in Heaven, which was in Conjunction with thoſe who 
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ſung that Pſalm in the World. From this and many 
other Experiences, it is plain, that Communication with 
the univerſal Heaven 1s granted through the Word. For 
which Reaſon, by the Divine Providence of the Lord, the 
Commerce of all the Kingdoms of Europe, and principally 
of thole where the Word is read, is with the Nations 
without the Pale of the Church. 

109. This may be illuſtrated by Compariſon with the 
Heat and Light flowing from the Sun of this World, 
which — — in Trees and Shrubs, even in ſuch 
as are not expoſed to their direct Influence, but are plant- 
ed in ſhady Places, which yet never fail to vegetate, if the 


- Sun be only riſen above the Horizon: So it is with the 


Light and Heat of Heaven, procceding from the Lord, 
as the Sun of Heaven, which Light, in it's Eſſence, is 
Divine Truth, whence Angels and Men derive all Intelli- 
gence and Wiſdom ; wherefore it is ſaid of the Word, 
that it © was with God, and was God; that it enlighteneth 
every Man that cometh into the World, and that this 
Light alſo ſhineth in Darkneſs,” John i. 1, 5, 9. 

110. From theſe Circumſtances it may evidently ap- 
pear, that the Word, which the Reformed are in Poſſeſſion 
of, enlighteneth all Nations and People by ſpiritual Com- 
munication ; and further, that it is provided by the Lord, 
- that there ſhould always be a Church on Earth, where 
the Word may be read, and thereby the Lord made 
known. Wherefore, when the Word was almoſt totally re- 
jected by the Romiſh Church, through the Divine Pro- 
vidence of the Lord, a Reformation was effected, and the 
Word was again received. Tt Waslalſo provided, that the 


Word ſhould be accounted Holy by a noble Nation amongſt 


the Papiſts. 

111. Seeing that without the Word there can be no 
Knowledge of the Lord, and thus no Salvation, therefore 
- when the Word was entirely falſified and adulterated by 
the Jewiſh Nation, and thence as it were made of none 
Effect, it pleaſed the Lord then to deſcend from Heaven, 
and coine into the World, and fulkl the Word, and by 
that Means to renew and reſtore it, and give Light again 
to the Inhabitants of the Earth, according to theſe Words 
of the Lord, „ The People that walked in Darkneſs 
„have ſeen a great Light, they that dwell in the Land 
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of the Shadow of Death, upon them hath the Light 
„% ſhined,”” Matt. iv. 16. Iſaiah ix. 2. 

112. Inaſmuch as it was foretold, that at the End of 
the preſent Church, Darkneſs ſhould ariſe, in Conſe- 
quence of not knowing and acknowledging the Lord to 
be the God of Heaven and Earth, and of ſeparating Faith 
from Charity, therefore, leſt the genuine Underſtanding of 
the Word ſhould hereby periſh, it hath pleaſed the Lord 
now to reveal the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word, and to 
ſhew that the Word, in that Senſe, and by Virtue thereof 


in the natural Senſe, treats of the Lord and of the Church, 


and of them only, and containeth innumerable Things, 
whereby the Light of Truth derived from the Word, 
which was well nigh extinguiſhed, might be reſtored. That 
the Light of Truth ſhould be almoſt totally extinguiſhed 
at the End of the preſent Church, is foretold in many 
Paſſages of the Revelation, and is alſo meant by theſe 
Words of the Lord, © Immediately after the Tribulation 
« of thoſe Days ſhall the Sun be darkened, and the 
„% Moon ſhall not give her Light, and the Stars ſhall fall 
« from Heaven, and the Powers of the Heavens ſhall be 
„ ſhaken; and then ſhall appear the Sign of the Son of 
« Man, coming in the Clouds of Heaven, with Power 
and great Glory,” Matt. xxiv} 29, 30. By the Sun 
is here meant the Lord in Reſpe& to Love; by the Moon, 
the Lord in Reſpect to Faith}; by the Stars, in Refpe& to 
the Knowledyes of Goodneſs and Truth ; by the Son of 
Man, the Lord in Reſpe& to the Word; by Clouds, the 
literal Senſe of the Word; by Glory, the {ſpiritual Senſe, 
and it's Tranſparence in the literal Senſe. 

113. I have been convinced by much Experience, that 
Man hath Communication with Heaven by Means of the 
Word. In re ding the Word from the firſt Chapter of 
Iſalah, to the lait of Malachi? and the Palms of David, it 
was given me to perceive clearly, that every Verſe com- 
municated with fome particular Society in Heaven, and 


thus t at the whole Word communicated with the Uni- 
verſal Heaven.

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That without the Word no one could know 
God, or Heaven and Hell, or a Life after 
Death, and much leſs the Lord. 


114. FROM all that has been ſaid and ſhewn, this 
follows as a common Concluſion, That the Word is Di- 
vine Truth itſelf, n. 2 to 4. That the Word is the 
Medium of ConjunQion with the Angels of Heaven, n. 
62 to 69. That every where in the Word, is the Mar- 
riage of the Lord and the Church, and "conſequently the 
Marriage of Goodneſs and Truth, n. 8 to 89. hat 
the State ot the Church is according to it's Underſtand- 
ing of the Word, n. 76 to 79. That the Word is 
allo in the Heavens, and that from thence the Angels 
derive their Wiſſom, n. 70 to 75. That through the 
Word alſo the Nations and People without the Pale of 
the Church derive their ſpiritual Light, n. 104 to 113; 
beſides many other I hings : From which it may be con- 
cluded, that without the Word no one can have ſpiritual 
Intelligence, which conſiſteth in the Knowledge of the 
Lord, of Heaven and Hell, and a Life after Death ; and 
moreover could know Nothing of the Lord, of Faith and 
Love to Him, and thus could know Nothing of Redemp- 
tion, by which nevertheleſs we have our Salvation. The 
Lord alſo ſays to bis Diſciples, © Without me ye can 
„ do Nothing,” John xv. 5.“ Man can take Nothing, 
*« unleſsit be given him irom Heaven,” John iii. 27. 

115. But whercas they who inſiſt and confirm them- 
{elves in the Opinion, that Man, without the Word, might 
know the Exiſtence of a God, and likewiſe of Heaven 
and Hell, with other Things which the Word teacheth, 
and by that Means weaken the Authority and Holi- 
neſs of the Word, if not with the Mouth, yet in their 
Heart; therefore it is not expedient to reaſon with ſuch 
from the Word, but from the natural Light of Reaſon, 
for they do not believe the Word, but themſelves, Inquire 
now of the Light of Reaſon, and you will find, that there 
are two Faculties of Life in Man, called Underſtanding and 
Will, and that the Underſtanding is ſubject to the Will, 
and not the Will to the Underſtanding, for the Under. 
landing only tœacheth and ſheweth what is to be done in 

N 2 Obedicuge 
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Obedience to the Will. Inquirefurther, and you will find, 
that the Will of Man is his Proprium, or Self-hood, and that 
this conſidered in itſelf is merely evil, and in Conſequence of 
this his Underſtanding is full of Falſes. When you have 
made theſe D:{coveries, you will ſee, that Man, of himſelf, is 
not willing to underſtand any Thing but what cometh from 
the Proprium of his own Will, and that he could not, un- 
leſs there was ſome other Source of Knowledge. Man, by 
Reaſon of the Proprium of his Will, is not willing to un- 
derſtand any Thi g but what regards himſelf and the 
World ; every Thing of an higher Nature is in Darkneſs; 
when he ſeeth the Sun, the how, and the Stars, if by 
Chance he reflecteth on their Origin, he c-1!1d not be 
able to refer them to any other creative Power than their 
own, as many very learned Men in the World have 
done, who, although they were informed by the Word 
that God created all Things, ftill aſcribe Creation to Na- 
ture; and what then would have been their Sentiments, 
in Caſe they had received no Information from the Word? 
Is it credible, that the old Philoſophers, as Ariſtotle, Ci- 
cero, Seneca, and others, who have written about God, 
and the Immortality of the Soul, received their firſt In- 
formations on thoſe Subjects from their own Underſtand. 
ings : No ſurely, but from others, to whom the Infor- 
mation was ſucceſſively handed down from thoſe, who had 
the firſt Notice thereof from the ancient Word. The 
Writers on the Subject of natural Theology derive none 
of their Knowledge in that Science from themſelves, but 


only confirm, by rational DeduCtions, the | ruths which 


they have learnt from the Church, which is in Poſſeſſion 
of the Word; and it is poſſible there may be ſome amongſt 
them, who confirm ſuch Truths, and yet do not believe 
them. 
116. It hath been permitted me to ſee People, born in 
remote Iſlands, Who were reaſonable enough in all Points 
of civil Concern, but yet had no Knowledge concerning 
God. In the ſpiritual World, they have the Appearance of 
Sphinxes, and ate in a Life nearly ſimilar to their's; but 
whereas they were Men by Birth, and conſequently in a 
Capacity of receiving ſpiritual Life, they are inſtructed by 
Angels, and by Means of Knowledges concerning the 
Lord in his human Character, are viviſied. What Man 
| 18 
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is in himſelf, appears evidently from thoſe who are in 
Hell, amongſt whom: there are ſome Perſons of Learning 
and Diſtinction, who have no Inclination to hear any 
Thing u God, and on that Account cannot pronounce 
the Word God. I have ſeen them, and converſed with 
them; 1 have alſo converſed with thoſe who have fallen 
into the Fire of Wrath and Anger, at the bare Mention 
of the Lord. Conſider, therefore, what Sort of a Crea- 
ture Man would have been, ſuppoſing him to have' re- 
ceived no Information about God, when ſome, who have 
heard about God, have written about God, and have 
preached about God, are in ſuch a State; there are many 
fuch from among the Jeſuits. The Reaſon why they are 
in ſuch a State, 1s, becauſe their Wills are evil. and the 
Will, as was before oblerved, directeth the Underſtanding, 


and robbeth it of the Truths it receiveth from the Word. 
If man could have known of himſelf, that there is a God, 


and a Life after Death, how comes it to paſs that he never 
diſcovered that Man is a real Man after Death? Why 
doth he imagine, that his Soul or Spirit is like Wind or 
Ether, which hath neither Eyes to fee, nor Ears to hear, 
nor Mouth to ſpeak, until it be united to it's Carcaſe or 
Skeleton? Suppoſing therefore a Doctrine derived from 


the Light of Reaſon alone, muſt it not of Neceſſity eſta- 


bliſh the Worſhip of itſelf, as was the Caſe in former 
Times, and is ſtill the Caſe with many, who yet are in- 


ſtructed by the Word that God alone is to be worſhipped? It 


is not poſhble that any other Worſhip, but that of Self, 
ſhould be derived from the Proprium or Self. hood of Man a 
not even the Worſhip of the Sun and Moon. 

117. The 4 7 of religious Worſhip in the moſt 
early Age of the World, and of the univerſal Knowledge 
of God, and a Life after Death, is not to be aſcribed to 
Man, or to his own proper Intelligence, but was derived 
from the ancient Word above-mentioned, n. 101 to 103, 
and in ſucceeding Times from the Iſraelitiſn Word. 
From thoſe two Words, religious Knowledge was pro- 
pagated through all Parts of India with it's Iſlands, and 
through Egypt and Ethiopia, in the Kingdoms of Africa, 
and from the Sea Coaſts of Aſia, into Greece, and from 
thence into Italy. But whereas the Word could not be 
written otherwiſe than by Repreſentatives, RO 
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fuch earthly Exiſtences as correſpond with heavenly ones, 
and conſequently are ſignificative thereof, therefore the 
religious Rights of the Gentiles were made Idolatrous, 
and in Greece were turned into Fables, and th Divine 
Properties and Attributes were conſidered as ſo many 
ſeparate Gods, governed by one Supreme Deity, whom 
they called Jove, from Jehovah ; that they had a Know- 
ledge of a Paradiſe, a Flood, and the Sacredneſs of Fire, 
of four Ages, beginning with that of Gold, and ending with 
that of Iron, by which are ſignified in the Word the four 
States of the Church, as in Daniel, Chap. ii. 31 to 35, 
is well known. That the Mahometan Religion which 
fucceeded and deſtroyed the former religious Knowledges 
of many Nations, was token from the Word of both 
Teſtaments, is alſo well known. 

118. Laſtly, I ſhall here declare what is the State of 
thole after Death, who aſcribe all Things to their own 
Underſtanding, and very little, if any, to the Word. They 
are firſt like Perſons intoxicated, afterwards like Perſons 
infatuated, and laſtly they fink into Stupivity ard fit in 
Darkneſs. Let every one therefore take Heed to himſe!t 
how he falleth into ſuch a Delirium.

Dear Sir, i Eaſt Malling, Feb. 11, 1784. 


Am favoured with your's of the laſt poſt, and have to 

acquaint you of my being informed, ſome time ago, 
by the Rev. Mr. C. of the laudable zeal ſhewn at this 
time by many worthy perſons, for promoting the know- 
ledge of the writings of the Hon. and highly enlightened 
Emanuel Swedenborg ; and in my anſwer to his letter, I ex- 
preſſed the great ſatisfaction I received from the account, 
and my belt wiſhes of ſucceſs to ſo uſeful and important 
an undertaking, as I know no writings that fo clearly il- 
luſtrate the Holy Scriptures, and conſequently that tend 
more effectually to en/;ghten the underſtanding, and mend 
the Heart and Life. It is a real grief to me that I cannot 
Join my endeavours to give farther help in forwarding fo 
ſalutary a work, as I ſhould think the remaining part of 
my life well employed in ſucha concurrence ; but, as I 
mentioned to you ſome time ago, my infirm ſtate of 
health, together with frequent returns of a nervous diſor— 
der in my head, ſtomach, and bowels, in far advanced 
years, unht me for engaging in any thing that requires 
cloſe application of mind; and through this cauſe, joined 
to the preſent ſeverity of the weather, I find the writing 
even this letter rather too much for me, ſo that you will 
excule my not being more particular in this anſwer to 
your laſt.
